


WHDH owns over six acres of land in 
Newton Upper Falls close to Route 128 which 
could be used ns a site for its new radio 
studios and administrative offices. 

To locate there, however, would require 
Federal Communications Commission ap¬ 
proval. It might also require action by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

According to Newton tax records dated 
January, 1972, WHDH owned six parcels of 
land. Two parcels of 17,150 and 17,100 square 
feet were then described as abutting proposed 
streets. 

A parcel totalling 60,671 square feet is 
listed on Oak street. Two parcels are listed on 
Butts street, one only 850 square feet, the 
other 216,220 square feet. Butts street is zoned 
private residential use. In private residence 
and residence D. districts in Newton, the 
Board of Aldermen may allow the con¬ 
struction of a radio or television transmission 
station. 

The sixth lot is listed in the tax records as 
being located on Saco street. It totalled 2,050 
square feet. 

According to a WHDH spokesman, the 
broadcaster still owns over six acres in 
Newton at this time. He said, however, that 
the land was not as buildable as the Needham 
site. 

In January, 1972, the broadcaster was 
listed as the owner of a garage and warehouse 


on the Oak street lot. The fot Is zoned for 
manufacturing use. 

The streets are located adjacent to the 
Boston and Alban.v-Pcnn Central Railroad 
tracks and the Charles River off Highland 
street. On the opposite side of Highland street 
is located the New England Industrial Center 
and beyond that. Cutler Park. 

On the other side of the abutting railroad 
right of way is located the Newton Upper 
Falls Playground. 

Meanwhile, attorneys and private parties 
involved with WHDH issue in Needham are 
expected to file briefs with the Appeals Board 
next Tuesday at 5 p.m. in the Town Clerk’s 
office. The atorne.vs will do so as a result of 
the board's hearing held May 29. 

After the board has a chance to study 
these briefs as well as material submitted by 
both sides at the hearing, a decision will be 
made on the WHDH foundation permit. 

The foundation permit was issued by 
Needham Building Inspector John Rosenfeld 
on April 2. It allowed WHDH to begin con¬ 
struction of its new station or, the buildable 
portion of the 90 acres it owns off Central 
avenue. 

The permit was uncovered five days 
before a ,'tO day appeal period ran out. It was 
found by Needham realtor John Milligan. He

Disputes 

Increase 

Local 800 (AFSCME-AFL- 
CIO), representing Newton's 
labor force, has rejected 
sharply the city ad¬ 
ministration's announcement 
last week that all city workers 
under collective bargaining will 
receive a 4.8 per cent cost-of- 
living increase. 

Louis Rufo, Local 800 
president, said on Monday, 
after a meeting with I-eon 
Kowal, the city's labor 
negotiator, that the correct 
figure, as received from the 
office of Congressman Robert 
Drinan, should be 5.1 per cent 
for the period May 1,1972 - April 
30, 1973. ' 

Kowal said Tuesday night 
that there is a possibility that 
the federal Bureau of I^ibor 
Statistics, which supplied the 
4.8 per cent figure last week, 
might have given the cost of 
living for 11 months instead of 
12, and that "there may be 
something in there to review."

Charges of violations of the 
Massachusetts electrical code 
at the new Newton North High 
School, made by a former 
employee of William Gens L 
Son, electrical contractor at the 
school, resulted in the firm's 
being served with a "notice of 
defect" last Friday. 

The Gens company has 10 
days from that date to decide 
whether to correct the 
violations or to appeal to the 
state Board of Examiners of 
Electricians. 

The employee, Roger A. 
Sheppard of 634 Watertown St., 
Newton, who worked on elec¬ 
trical work at the school from 
March to May of this year, was 
laid off about two weeks ago as 
the work neared completion. 

Sheppard met with Mayor 
Theodore Mann and Inspector 
of Wires Robert F. Danforth 
last week to discuss what 
Sheppard said were numerous 
improper procedures. 

Danforth substantiated one 
violation. According to the 
electrical code, the tubing that 
carries wires should be fastened 
to a support every three feet 
along its length, and in some 
cases the fastening is further 
apart. 

Danforth explained that 
because of ductwork, steam 
pipes, and structural members, 
the the three-foot spacing is 
often impossible. 

Since Sheppard's complaints, 


Danforth has reviewed the 
electrical system of the entire 
first floor, where Sheppard 
worked. 

"There is nothing wrong with 
the school. I am perfectly 
willing to accept if the way it is. 
There is absolutely no safety 
hazard,” Danforth said. 

Henry Cutler of the Gens firm 


said Monday that he will not 
decide until the end of this week 
whether to redo the tubing 
support system or to appeal to 
the examining board, which can 
affirm, modify, or remove the 
notice of defect. 

In either event, the move 
from the old school is not ex¬ 
pected to be delayed.

This number is drawn from 
calculations by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health which indicates 
that roughly 80 per cent of VD 
cases are treated by private 
physicians and of these only 10 
to 15 per cent are reported; 
while the 20 per cent of cases 
handled in clinics are fully 
reported. 

Within the area served by the 
hospital clinic, then, the 
“Quarterly" projects that there 
were probably in excess of 1,200 
cases of treated VD in 1972, 
technically, a VD epidemic. The 
term epidemic describes a 
disease occurring in incidence 
significantly higher than the 
norm — as in the case of VD 
today, in both the Com¬ 
monwealth and throughout the 
country. 

In Massachusetts, venereal 
diseases were highest in In¬ 
cidence of all contagious 
diseases during 1972, with 
chicken pox following a close 
second. Twenty to 24-year olds 
were the most vulnerable age 
group and homosexual cases 
accounted for roughly 16 per 
cent of the statistics. 

However, no person who is 
sexually active, even a 
"respectable" married man or 
woman, is free from the risk of 


contracting VD, according to 
Mrs. Anne Jeanne I-ardner, 
R.N.,apart-time 
epidemiologist at Newton- 
Wellesley's Skin and Venereal 
Disease Clinic. 

The clinic is one of 20 free 
hospital-based clinics in the 
Commonwealth, cooperating 
with and largely funded by the 
Department of Public Health, 
Division of Communicable 
Diseases. Anonymously located 
in the hospital's cheerful out¬ 
patient department, the clinic is 
open from 9:30 a.m. to 11:30 
a.m. Tuesday mornings and 
affords the patient complete 
privacy, keeping all in¬ 
formation confidential. House 
physicians are available at 
other times from 8 a.m. to 2:30 
p.m., Tuesday through Friday. 

Headquartered at the clinic, 
Mrs. Lardner, who receives 
continuous training and 
supervision from the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health, is 
responsible for scouting out VD 
in 24 nearby towns, stretching 
from Concord to Canton. 

Part of her job is to interview 
diagnosed VD patients for the 
source, person from whom the 
disease was contracted and 
spread, other persons with 
whom the patient has had 
sexual intercourse- since in¬ 
fection, of the disease. 

"The interview, a minor art 
form in itself," says the 
‘Quarterly,’ “moves from 
sympathetic to probing, and 
usually involves the use of 
explicit photographs showing 


VD damage to the human 
body." 

As an epidemiologist, Mrs. 
I^rdner is also responsible for 
limiting the spread of VD in her 
territory. To do this she may 
resort to the best-known control 
measure to date — checking out 
sexual partners after the fact. 

Using Information gathered 
from her patients and from 
public health bureaus in other 
cities, states and countries 
through the federal Center for 
Disease Control in Atlanta, 
Georgia, she set to work at 
casefinding. Literally that 
means locating persons exposed 
to VD who are named as con¬ 
tacts by diagnosed patients. 

If the persons do not respond 
to carefully phrased mailings, 
she takes to the highway to 
track them down, sometimes 
relying on only the flimsiest 
clues to contact possibly in¬ 
fected persons. In 16 months at 
the clinic, Mrs. Lardner has 
seen the number of incoming 
patients grow from 10 the first 
month to 239 patients last 
March, a number which she 
hopes will decrease as she goes 
about her business of tracking 
down VD in the community. 

More in-depth information on 
venereal disease, an article on a 
new cardiac monitoring device 
called an echocardiograph, and 
stories on Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital’s continuing care 
program and its tumor clinic 
are also featured in the June 
issue of the "Quarterly,” just 
now off the press.

Propose 30-Channel CATV System Here 


By ELIZABETH McKINNON 

While a hearing is being 
scheduled on whether Newton 
should head for the fantasyland 
of cable television, an ap¬ 
plication for a CATV franchise 
has been received that puts 
down in detail some of the 
unbelievable aspects of the new 
medium. 

Newton Community 
Cablevision, I Wells avenue, 
Newton Centre, proposes a 30- 
channel system to be carried 
over 265 miles of city streets. 
The system would include local- 
origination programs and two 
automatic channels for news 
and sports and a weather scan 
with stock ticker information. 

Special equipment can be 
installed that would allow 
subscribers to respond to 
questions asked on the TV set. 

Three public service channels 
would provide direct tie-in with 
the Newton School Department 
and City Hall, with one reserved 
for public access. 


Utilities could lease lines for 
meter reading, but the ap¬ 
plication says that current 
methods appear to be cheaper. 

Security and fire-alarm 
services could also lease 
channels for alarm service, 
subject to the approval of police 
and fire departments. 

Among other possible ser¬ 
vices listed in the application 
are facsimile reproduction, 
games and contests, closed- 
circuit programing, conference 
calls, police surveillance, 
movies, and sports events. 

Proposed charges to sub¬ 
scribers include a $15 in¬ 
stallation charge and a basic 
monthly charge of $6.50 for 
service. 

Estimated capital cost of the 
overall system for the first 10 
years is $2.8 million. 

At a meeting of the mayor's 
advisory committee on cable 
television last week, Jeffrey 
Forbes, executive director of 
the state Cable Television 


Commission, outlined the 18- 
month cycle of hearings and 
review the city must undertake 
before granting a CATV license. 

Forbes cautioned the group, 
which included several 
aldermen, to exert the greatest 
effort to obtain citizen par¬ 
ticipation in any decision for 
CATV, as well as real 
professional participation. 

"Newton has a character all 
its own," Forbes, himself a 
Newton resident, said. 

Forbes pointed out that the 
Board of Aldermen will have 
the final control through its 
permit-granting procedure for 
the use of telephone poles. 

Meanwhile this week the 
Massachusetts Consumers' 
Council has begun an effort to 


invalidate about 50 licenses 
granted before the legislature 
enacted state regulations on 
issuance of CATV licenses. 

Forbes remarked at the 
meeting that in liis opinion there 
should be "renegotiation" of 


some of the licenses now in 
effect in light of new and more 
stringent state regulations. 

The mayor will begin reac¬ 
tivating his advisory committee 
soon along the lines suggested 
by Forbes. 


Frazier Decides Not To Run 
For Long Held Ward 1 Seat 


Francis P. Frazier, longest 
serving elected official in the 
city government, will not be a 
candidate for reelection to the 
Newton School Committee in 
the upcoming municipal 
elections. 

After serving 17 terms as a 
representative from Ward 1 on 


the school board, Frazier has 
announced his retirement from 
public service effective Dec. 31, 
1973. 

During the 34 years Frazier 
has been a schoolcom- 
mitteeman he has served with 
six mayors, six superintendents 
and one acting superintendent.

The planning board of the 
Newton-Waltham regional 
waste disposal district agreed 
on a contract Tuesday night 
that will enable the two cities to 
keep alive for the next year the 
$112,500 grant from the En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
for formation of the districts. 

The two mayors involved, 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann of 
Newton and Mayor Arthur 
Clark of Waltham, have in¬ 
dicated their approval of the 
contract and will urge Newton’s 
Board of Aldermen and the City 
Council of Waltham to vote for 
its acceptance. 

The formation of the two-city 
disposal district, the only one so 
far underway in the state, has 
been dragging along for more 
than a year. The date of ex¬ 
piration of the EPA grant would 
have been June 30, 1973, if 
definitive moves had not been 
made to create the region. 

The contract, drawn by 
Assistant City Solicitor Jason 
Rosenberg, allows the official 
formation of the district while 
the studies and proposals 
continue. 

The planning board of the 
district will be required to 
complete its study of needs and 
methods by December 31, 1973. 

By May 1, 1974, the city 
governments must approve the 
planning board's recom¬ 
mendations with amendments. 

Originally the disposal 
district would have had Newton 


burn Waltham's rubbish in the 
Newton incinerator and 
Waltham dispose of the residue 
from Newton's incinerator in a 
landfill site in Waltham. 

But Newton's landfill site is 
reported in the contract as 
having a life expectancy of 
approximately one year. The 
old Waltham dump has been 
closed, and the use of a 
projected new landfill site on 
Sawyer road has been denied. 
The Newton incinerator has the 
problem of meeting state and 
federal clean-air standards. 

Therefore, a new appraoch 
must be taken. The contract 
calls for the report of the 
district, based on the studies to 
be done this year, to include 
appropriate interim, short¬ 
term, and long-term disposal 
methods, not limited to in¬ 
cineration. 

A report on solid-waste 
management from the Arthur 
D. Little Co. is expected by 
Newton’s Department of Public 
Works later this month which 
may propose alternative 
methods of disposal.) 

The contract between Newton 
and Waltham allows the district 
to establish the disposal sites, 
methods and operational details 


by amendments to the contract. 
Until the amendments are 
agreed upon, solid-waste 
disposal for the two cities will 
continue to be carried out and 
paid for individually. 

Once the district is 
operational, the costs beyond 
those covered by the federal 
government will be shared 
equally by Newton and 
Waltham. 

A paid district director and an 
unpaid district committea, 
appointed by both mayors, will 
administer the disposal district.

Unpaid Debt 

It is grimly ironic that a Massachusetts man who 
• had spent most of his adulthood as a prisoner of war 
of the North Vietnamese should come to the abrupt 
T end of life among the very freedoms and friends and 
’ changes he had longed lor. 

It was October 1965 when Air Force officer 
Edward Brudno became a prisoner of war Long years 

2 of capture followed and eventually he became a 
\ 2 tenant of the so-called Hanoi Hilton. The end to his 

torment appeared to come this past February when he 
was released. 

But Aifrknow now the torment and depression 
and anxiety did not end. The ex-POW was found dead 
Sunday at his In-laws house in a New York suburb. He 
would have been 33-years-old this week. 

Edward Brudno became the first POW to die a 
death of violence following his release. His body was 
found two days after a top medical man in the 
Pentagon had warned that the 566 returned POW’s 
would be watched and advised so that hopefully the 
predictable number of violent deaths that always 
seem to haunt ex-prisoners would be cut down. 

We are told that servicemen who have been 
returned from the prison camps of other wars have 
suffered an unusually higher number — up to 50 per 
cent higher — of suicides, murders and violent 
accidental deaths And so last week the official word 
came out of Washington that there was "concern" for 
the potential of violence that often sticks to former 
prisoners of wars. 

The official plan was to follow for five years 
those who had been captured in order to help the 
POW's and their families. 

The help that obviously is so desperately needed 
' in the inner lives of those who bounced down the 
' steps of the returning airliners never reached Captain 

f, Brudno. 

Certainly his life reached out and touched all of 
us. His imprisonment was an anonymous sacrifice 
. that will remain unrepaid but demands — from all of 
7f us — acknowledgement and gratitude.

Notes from the backs of envelopes on Watergate: 

It will be interesting to see how Senator Sam Ervin and other 
members of the Select Senate Committee handle H. R. Haldeman 
when he makes his appearance before the committee. The 
Charlotte (North Carolina) Observer recently reported that 
Haldeman tried to get North Carolina Republicans to dig up any 
information that might discredit Ervin. Two top Republicans in 
the state told Haldeman that Ervin's integrity was unassailable. 
Ervin and some of the other committee members may not ap¬ 
preciate Haldeman's efforts to unearth some dirt about the 
committee chairman. 

Former New York police officer Anthony Ulasewicz ob¬ 
viously felt the Watergate burglars did a pretty sloppy job. Other 
observers are inclined to agree that they deserved to go to jail lor 
stupidity, if nothing else. “Any old retired man In the New York 
police department would not have gone in with an army. That's 
for sure,” observed Ulasewicz. 

When they were arrested, the incompetent Watergate con¬ 
spirators were breaking into Democratic headquarters to remedy 
some of the blunders they had made on a bungled burglary three 
weeks earlier. For instance, an electronic bug intended for 
Democratic Chairman Larry O'Brien’s telephone had been 
placed by mistake in the phone of an aide. In such an unbelievable 
manner did a third-rate burglary gradually develop into a 
national scandal which threatens the very ability of the President 
to run the national government. 

The reason some prominent Democrats are not pressing for 
President Nixon's resignation or impeachment is that they do not 
want Nixon to get out unless Spiro Agnew goes with him. They 
now understand that Agnew would not quit with Nixon, and they 
have no desire to see Spiro move into the White House. 

Bay State GOP Leader Claims 
Nixon Embarrassment to Party 

A prominent Massachusetts Republican, who never has been 
enthusiastic about President Nixon but always has been loyal to 
him, told the writer this week that Nixon now is an em¬ 
barrassment to the Republican party. 

He said that most Republicans do not want to see Nixon im¬ 
peached and, in fact, are appalled at such an idea. While they 
agree that Nixon's great accomplishments are now behind him, 
they hope he can salvage enough strength to govern the nation for 
the rest of his term. 

Most Republicans, he continued, regard Watergate with 
anger, incredulity and a sense of betrayal and view it as a 
national tragedy which was completely unnecessary. 

"President Nixon was doing so well in the field of in¬ 
ternational affairs when this exploded in our faces,” he continued. 
"Nixon apparently was betrayed by men he trusted. He evidently 
didn't know what was going on, but he should have known, and he 
hand-picked the men who seemingly betrayed his turst if he didn't 
know." 

One of the tragic aspects of the situation, the Bay State GOP 
leader observed, was that only a few months ago President Nixon 
indicated that during his second term he would be working for his 
place in history. About all Nixon can now hope for, he added, is his 
own personal survival.

Those are some of the reasons why Sarge will hold a 
Republican State Convention next year and then appeal to the 
GOP voters to back up the convention endorsements, regardless 
of what the Democrats do. 

“Just because the Democrats don't want to hold a State 
Convention next year doesn't mean we can't have one," an aide to 
the Governor declares. 

Republican chieftains apparently are not disturbed by the 
fact that their conclave would have no legal effect. They are 
confident they can make the endorsements stick. 

Watergate Scandal Offshoots 
Will Be Felt Far Into Future 

One of the numerous reasons so many prominent Republicans 
are so jittery about the political effects of the incredible, widening 
Watergate mess is that the ramifications and offshoots from this 
sordid, squalid scandal will be felt far into the future. 

The hearings before the Select Senate Committee headed by 
Senator Sam J. Ervin of North Carolina will continue at least 
until next fall, according to present estimates, and possibly into 
next year. 

The appeals In trials of men still to be indicted and convicted 
probably will not be finally acted upon for several years to come. 

Many persons already arc becoming sated by the over¬ 
powering amount of news space, television time and intensive 
investigation into the bungled Watergate break-in and burglary, 
the planning which preceded it and the cover-up which followed it. 
But the probers apparently haven't yet even scratched the sur¬ 
face. 

Senator Herman E. Talmadge of Georgia suggested the other 
day that the Senate Committee speed up its proceedings and call 
some of the more important witnesses. He presumably was 
referring to former Attorney General John N. Mitchell, fund¬ 
raiser Maurice Stans, former White House Chief of Staff H. R. 
Haldeman and former Nixon Adviser John Ehrlichman. 

The reason Chairman Ervin isn’t likely to follow Talmadge's 
advice Is that at the time this is written Mitchell, Stans, 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman have not yet been accused of any 
wrongdoing in public testimony to the Senate Committee. 

The allegations against Mitchell, Haldeman and Ehrlichman 
apparently will come from former Presidential Counsel John W. 
Dean, 3rd, and Dean is still trying to get a judicial guarantee of 
immunity for himself if he blows the whistle on everybody else. 

Senator Ervin should be allowed to pursue these hearings at 
his own pace and in his own fair-minded and plodding manner. 

As far as the American people are concerned, the big issue in 
the Watergate investigation is not whether Mitchell, Stans, 
Ehrlichman, Haldeman and even Dean eventually are sent to 
prison. 

The question the people of the United States are asking is 
whether President Nixon told them the truth when he said he was 
not implicated in any way in the Watergate burglary, that he 
knew nothing about it in advance and did not participate in the 
attempt to cover it up after he learned about it. 

John Dean, who has been scurrying around trying to make 
deals which would keep him out of prison, has given testimony 
which, if true, would indicate the President has not been truthful 
with the American public. 

Dean has told federal investigators that President Nixon 
personally congratulated him for helping to cover up the in¬ 
volvement of the Nixon administration in the Watergate 
wiretapping. 

However, Dean Is grinding his own personal axe in this probe, 
and his testimony is suspect. He probably will be cross-examined 
closely when he does appear before the Senate Committee. 

Another point at issue is that President Nixon over a period of 
months referred to an investigation by Dean which had assured 
him no one in the White House was involved in the Watergate 
scandal. 

Dean now denies that he ever made such a report to the 
President. Hie White House agrees that Dean made his report to 
Ehrlichman, not to the President. Hie question now is what Dean 
said in his report to Ehrlichman and whether Mr. Nixon 
justifiably could have cited it as reassuring him no one in the 
White House was involved in Watergate. 

One very important thing the Ervin Committee will do is give 
the American people an opportunity to see and hear Dean and 
make up their own minds on whether he is telling the truth or 
fabricating testimony to save himself. 

Washington observers, Incidentally, expect that Haldeman 
and Ehrlichman will try to protect President Nixon and that any 
damaging testimony against the President will come from Dean. 
They anticipate a direct conflict between the testimony ol Dean 
on the one side and Haldeman and Ehrlichman on the other. 

Haldeman and Ehrlichman apparently were arrogant and 
autocratic in serving as buffers between the President and the 
outside world. Hiey are generally disliked by newsmen and 
members of Congress. This may be reflected at times when they 
finally go on the witness stand. 

How long it will take the Senate Committee to hear all the 
witnesses, listen to their testimony, try to resolve disputes and 
conflicts which develop, is a matter of conjecture. But It will be a 
long time. 
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Most responsible attorneys and newsmen now privately agree 
that so much has been reported In the newspapers and on 
television about the Watergate break-in, much of it based on in¬ 
formation obtained from anonymous sources, that it is now im¬ 
possible for men such as Mitchell, Stans, Dean, Haldeman, 
Ehrlichman and others to obtain fair trials. 

That question was raised at a recent convention of attorneys. 
The answer from a panel of leading newsmen was that it is more 
important for the American people to know about the Watergate 
scandal than it is to send a few men to prison. 

There is much to be said in support of that contention. The- 
point, here, however, is that there was virtually a unanimity of 
opinion that the men to be accused of either planning the 
Watergate burglary, approving it or attempting to cover it up, 
will be unable to get fair trials. 

Yet, there will be an overwhelming demand that these men be 
prosecuted and that every effort be made to send them to prison, 
fair trials or no fair trials, regardless of whether they have been 
convicted on television and in the newspapers. 

One institution which has stood out in this sorry, sordid mess 
has been the judiciary. In the end it will decide who goes to prison 
and who stays out. When those decisions finally are made, some 
men undoubtedly will be freed because of the impossibility of 
giving them fair trials. 

The overriding question right now is whether the President of 
the United States has been truthful in his statements, not what 
Mitchell, Haldeman and Ehrlichman did or didn’t do. 

The answer should come in the historic Senate Caucus Room 
where hearings on the Teapot Dome scandal were held half a 
century ago. 

Sound and seasoned political observers, who are sympathetic 
to President Nixon, believe he can survive the Watergate scandal 
but feel that he will have to stop trying to downgrade the im¬ 
portance of Watergate and its related skulduggery and demon¬ 
strate more candor as he attempts to regain the confidence of the 
American people who overwhelmingly reelected him only seven 
months ago. 

A puzzle to Washington observers is the reason for the falling- 
out between President Nixon and former Attorney General John 
Mitchell, once the closest of friends. Some surmise that Mitchell 
may have failed to tell Nixon all he knew about Watergate before 
it assumed its present proportions as a national scandal. 

Others suggest that Nixon may have become disenchanted 
with Mitchell because of his inability to silence the tongue of his 
wife, but It hardly seems that would cause the President to turn 
against a man who had been as staunch an ally and adviser as 
Mitchell. 

President Nixon gives the appearance of feeling he has been 
betrayed by Mitchell. Whether this is so and whether there is any 
justification for such a contention are questions which 
presumably will be answered during the Senate hearings.

Kidney Transplant Halted By 
Prosecutor in Unusual Case 

In an extremely unusual case in Detroit the Wayne County ' 
prosecutor stepped in and prevented the donation of kidneys and 
corneas by a 16 -year-old boy was dying of brain damage suffered 
in an assault by another teen-ager. 

Doctors sought permission to lake the hidneys and corneas 
for transplant purposes. The parents agreed, declaring that they 
very much wanted some part of their son to "live on and help 
others."

Reaches Final Goal 


Newton-Wellesley Hospital’s 
campaign for the last $ 600,000 
needed to complete the last 
three units of its major im¬ 
provement program, launched 
some eight years ago, is over 
the top, according to Richard P. 
Axten, chairman of the Board of 
Trustees and of its Develop¬ 
ment Committee.

Club which is located on nine acres next to the 
WHDH land. 

The club appealed the permit as did 
Gerald E. Hopkins of 1535 Central avenue, 
also an abutter. The hearing May 29 lasted 34 
hours as petition supporters told the board 
they felt the 1947 variance granted the station 
did not allow for a 12,000 square, foot, two- 
storied building. They also argued traffic 
would increase, that parking lots and lights 
would be offensive and that the location of the 
station on the land was out of character with 
the green belt established by the town. 
Petition supporters also said the permit was 
zoning by variance and would allow com¬ 
mercial use of a residential neighborhood. 

WHDH Attorney Hector D. Scull of 
Needham argued the building inspector was 


within his rights in issuing the permit He 
called for a broad interpretation of the 1947 
variance. He said the proposed station was a 
small building incidental to the purpose of 
broadcasting. 

If the Appeals Board rescinds the foun¬ 
dation permit by ruling Building Inspector 
Rosenfeld erred in issuing it WHDH has 
alternatives. 

It can seek a new variance in order to 
build the station. This would allow the town to 
place restrictions on the project. 

The broadcaster could also sue the town, 
claiming it is entitled to build under the 1947 
variance. 

The third alternative would be to build in 
Newton Upper Falls. According to a WHDH 
spokesman, this alternative is the least at¬ 
tractive to WHDH.

Touring Newton In Style 


A new mode of travel has 
been introduced in Newton in 
the form of 1913 Atanley 
Steamer bus rides through the 
streets of the Garden City. 

Driven by Brent Campbell, 
owner of the $30,000 vehicle 
originally used to transport 
wealthy guests to exclusive 
New England mountain resorts, 
the bus now covers a special 4.7 
mile route through Newton 
starting and finishing at the 
Marriott Motor Hotel. The DPU 
has approved the route and the 
bus begins its trips at 7 p.m. 
every night except Monday. 

Of the 10,000 steam powered 
cars originally produced at the 
Newton factory, only 650 still 
exist according to Campbell. 
There are only 15 of the ex¬ 


clusive Stanley Stamer buses 
operational today. 

Campbell, 27, the vice 
president of a Worcester 
copying firm, brought his 
Stanley Steamer out of 
retirement for the Newton 
Centennial and offers a 30 
minute tour of Newton and its 
historic sites. 

Campbell, whose grandfather 
worked in the Stanley Steamer 
factory in Newton, said his car - 
a 6,000 pound vehicle with a 30 
horsepower engine - reaches 
speeds of 60 miles an hour and 
can climb “virtually any hill.” 

"These cars were used as 
luxury cars and were never 
really produced for the mass 
market," Campbell said. "This 
one. for instance, cost $2,300 in 
1913.” 


He said the car is now worth 
between $20,000 and $30,000. 

Stanley Steamers, he said, 
are virtually pollution free 
because they are steam 
operated. Campbell said his 
car, built 60 years ago, can meet 
the 1975 eemission standards set 
by the federal government. 

He pointed out the simplicity 
of the mechanics of the bus by 
saying there are.only 33 moving 
parts including the four wheels. 
The engine, he added, has only 
13 moving parts. 

Tickets for the Stanley 
Steamer ride can be purchased 
in the Marriott lobby and the 
steamer will leave the Marriott 
on a tour of Newton every half- 
hour. 


A Newton man has been 
appointed director of the new 
Environmental Planning Office 
of the Metropolitan District 
Commission.

sibility for seeing that all MDC 
projects are environmentally 
sound. 

Projects under way include 
coordination and management 
of the 109-community Eastern 
Massachusetts wastewater 
engineering and management 
study to determine area needs 
through the year 2050. and 
water supply and distribution 
studies and advanced water 
quality projects on the Charles 
River. 

In addition, the new planning 
office prepares environmental 
impact reports as required 
under state legislation, and 
reviews similar reports issued 
by other state and federal 
agencies as they relate to MDC 
facilities. 

Weiss, formerly superin¬ 
tendent of the MDC's Deer 
Island sewerage treatment 
plant, holds a bachelor’s degree 
in vivil engineering and a 
master's degree in sanitary 
engineering from Northeastern 
University. He was employed as 
an engineer by the firms of 
Camp, Dresser and McKee, and 
Metcalf and Eddy before 
joining the MDC in 1967. He is a 
diplomate of the American 
Academy of Environmental 
Engineers and a Registered 
Professional Engineer. 

Weiss and his wife, the former 
Marsha Sobell of Brighton, are

available? The law says such 
centers may not turn patients 
away. 

Does the law protect police 
officers fror. ialse arrest suits? 
The bill says policemen may 
take an Intoxicated person to a 
detoxification center against his 
will under protective custody 
but the person is not arrested. 

If the police officer does not 
feel he is protected, will he 
choose to “do nothing” about 
intoxicated person and how will 
that affect the community? 

What is the role of the general 
hospital now that alcoholism is 
considered a medical problem? 

Will the number of arrests for 
affiliated crimes such as 
disorderliness skyrocket and 
add to the burden of cases on 
court dockets? 

These were some of the points 
touched on by panel members 
at the May meeting of Com¬ 
munity Association Serving 
Alcoholics (CASA) at Middlesex 
County Hospital. CASA is an 
organization of persons in¬ 
terested in the treatment of 
alcoholism. 

Panelists were 
Massachusetts Assistant At¬ 
torney General Dennis Sullivan 
who helped draft the law; 
Ronald Geddcs, director of 
Boston Detoxification Project, 
one of the first such centers in 
the state; Emma Stokes, 
regional coordinator for the 
spite's Division of Alcoholism; 
and Sgt. William Lavache, 
member of the executive board 
of the Massachusetts 
Policemen's Association and a 
Waltham policeman. William 
Hartigan, director of the 
Middlesex County Hospital 
detoxification center, 
moderated the meeting. 

"A policeman may take a 
person into protective custody if 
he is "incapacitated" (in-

toxicated) to the point he is 
unconscious, in need of medical 
attention, endangering a person 
or property or disorderly," 
explained Sullivan. 

The policeman may assist 
this person to his home, a 
detoxification center or the 
police station where the desk 
sergeant must call the nearest 
detoxification center. A 
detoxification center may hold 
him up to 48 hours against his 
will. 

Sgt. I^vache took issue with 
the constitutionality of the law. 
"It asks policemen to pick up 
an Individual off the street and 
take him to a detoxification 
center against his will and gives 
that person no chance to defend 
himself, have his side of the 
story heard or face his ac¬ 
cuser," he said. He felt any 
policeman who did this would be 
opening himself to a suit for 
false arrest. 

He would advocate rewriting 
the bill along the same lines as 
the present bill to allow for 
arrest. However, he would 
advocate that any record 
concerning the arrest for this 
reason be sealed so that it would 
not be a public record. 

Lavache questioned if 
protective custody legally 
exists in the state and says it is 
not defined in any law in the 
state. 

He fears more persons will be 
arrested on charges ancillary to 
their drunken behavior and that 
this is undesirable. These 
charges are permanent, public 
court records. They also require 
q,hearing before a judge. 
Current drunk arrests may be 
released after 24 hours and no 
court appearance is necessary. 

"If a person is picked up by 
the police and taken to the 
police station, there may be no 
means of transporting him to 
the detoxification center either 
by the police or the center,” 
Lavache went on. In that case, 
he feels the police would have 
no choice but to let him go even 
if he was still intoxicated. 

The police have the legal 
choice to do nothing, he pointed 
out. The law states they “may" 
pick up an intoxicated in¬ 
dividual. They are not legally 
responsible to do so—only 
morally. 

By July 1 the state expects to 
have 350 beds available for 
detoxification, but 500 will be 
needed and required by the new 
law Ms. Stokes said. The 
division could have more beds if 
more money were available.

Community acceptance is 
also necessary — and 
sometimes hard to get The 
alcohol division does not have 
money to buy buildings for the 
centers. Thus the communities 
mast find a place, she pointed 
out The division, in some cases, 
does help pay for staffing the 
centers 

So often the problem Is people 
only consider the five per cent 
of the alcoholic population who 
are the "skid row" types, rather 
than addressing the needs of all 
alcoholics, Ms. Stokes said. 
Many of these people hold jobs 
and have families but need to 
get help in a treatment center. 

lavache pointed out that in 
Waltham most arrests occur on 
Friday and Saturday nights, not 
during the work week. He 
suggested this pattern is true 
for the suburban areas. 

Hartigan pointed out that one 
of the problems with the new 
law is that the bill was pat¬ 
terned on the situation in 
metropolitan areas and is not 
necessarily geared to suburban 
situations. 


Gcddes described the rescue 
team method his organization 
uses in the South End to reach 
alcoholics and get them to 
treatment centers. He pointed 
out that his group has an ex¬ 
cellent working relationship 
with the police and that 89 per 
cent of their patients are 
brought in by the police. 

He pointed out that It la the 
police who have been managing 
the alcoholic problems of the 
community for many years and, 
therefore, his organization 
studied their methods to 
develop methods of their own. 

The rescue teams are made 
up of recovered alcoholics who 
seek out intoxicated individuals 
and talk them into going to a 
treatment center before they 
cause trouble and the police are 
called in. 

CASA has formed an ad hoc 
committee to meet with Sgt. 
Lavache and Assistant At¬ 
torney General Sullivan find 
report back to the membership 
at its June meeting.

Do more to "help humanity 
through spiritual meaas." 

This was an appeal heard in 
Boston, Monday, by some 12,000 
Christian Scientists from 
around the world, including a 
number from this area. 

David E. Sleeper, the new 
chairman of The Christian 
Science Board of Directors, said 
at the annual meeting of the 
denomination that interest in 
Christian healing is growing in 
various countries but much 
more remains to lie done. 

Sleeper was born in Sharon, 
Mass., and was brought up in 
Texas. He and his wife, Mar¬ 
jorie. reside in Wellesley. 

“The whole human race,” 
Sleeper said "needs the 
ministering, healing, saving 
support of the Christ. And Ue 
can serve that Christian pur¬ 
pose better than were doing.” 

According to Mrs. Peter 
Bickley, the assistnat com¬ 
mittee on publication for the 
Dedham area, the five-year 
goal of the denomination — 
increased emphsis on spiritual 
healing — is being vigorously 
emphasized at the local level. A 
milestone in the history of The 


First Church of Christ, Sicntist, 
in Boston, Massachusetts, the 
annual meeting was the first to 
be held after the occupancy of 
the new Christian Science 
Center by the headquarters of 
the denomination. The theme of 
the meeting was "Every 
Church Activity a Healing 
Activity." 

Sleeper In his keynote address 
said that right in the middle of a

"problem-prone, trouble-ridden 
society God's everpresent love 
and care can be known and 
experienced." 

The world needs a "more 
spiritually enlightened sense of 
brotherhood and unity," he 
said. "This calls upon us all to 
progress in expressing the 
Chirstian qualities of Love 
(God) throughout our churches 
— more patience, gentleness, 
compassion, understanding. It 
is not enough that we talk love 
and equality. We must show we 
mean it." 

Sleeper, the new board 
chairman, left the oil ex¬ 
ploration business in Dallas, 
Texas, to enter the public 
practice of Christian Science in 
1954. 

He became a teacher of 
Christian Science in 1961. Prior 
to joining the five-member 
Board of Directors in 1969, He 
served as executive Ad¬ 
ministrator of The Mother 
Church and as manager of 
Committees on Publication. 

At the meeting, Marc 
Engeler, a former bank 
executive in Geneva, Swit¬ 
zerland, was named treasurer 
of the Church, the first from 


outside the United States to hold 
the position. 

Albert Bankart Crichlow of 
Trinidad, West Indies, was 
recently named to The 
Christian Science Board of 
lectureship. Crichlow is the 


first black to serve as a 
Christian Science lecturer. 

The Church organization 
began in 1879 with the formation 
of the Church of Christ, 
Scientist in Boston, four years 
after publication of the 


Christian Science textbook 
"Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures" by Mary 
Baker Eddy. Today there are 
some 3,200 churches throughout 
the world, including 79 in 
Massachusetts.

When Daniel Chester French 
carved a frog out of a turnip on 
his Concord. Mass., farm at the 
age of 19, little did he realize 
that one of his sculptures would 
be reproduced millions of times 
over. Yet, that is the story of the 
first life-size statue he ever 
created—the “Minute Man of 
Concord.” 

That "Munite Man" — 
symbol of those who laid aside 
their plow shares and took up 
guns to defend our spawning 
nation—has been the insignia of 
U. S. Savings Bonds since 1941. 
And this year marks the 32nd 
birthday as the best-known 
program of thrift. 

There is a certain similarity 
between the 'Minute Man of 
Concord" and those business 
leaders who are spearheading 
the 1973 "Take-Stock-in-

French received the sum of

monuments. 

The "Minute Man” is woven 
into every fabric of the Bond 
Program. The statue appears in 
newspaper and magazine ad¬ 
vertisements, on billboards, 
posters, carcards, in motion 
pictures, on television screens, 
in leaflets, folders, and mailing 
pieces, as well as on Treasury 
citations and silver medals to 
volunteers who have rendered 
outstanding service. 

Thus, since the Savings Bonds 
Program got under way on May 
1, 1941, the "Minute Man of 
Concord" has become 
synonymous with thousands 
upon thousands of volunteers 
who have taken up the task of 
selling America to Americans 
through U. S. Saving Bonds.

The formal establishment of 
the Department of Human 
Resources was given approval 
“in theory” last week by the 
aldermanic legislation & Rules 
Committee, pending necessary 
revision of the ordinances 
governing the three component 
commissions. 

The department, which in¬ 
cludes the Community 
Relations Commission, the 
Council on Aging, and the Youth 
Commission, has been in 
operation since last October 
under the directorship of Rev. 
Jerald Stinson. 

Under a draft of a new or¬ 
dinance officially creating the 
new department, the three 
bodies will still be independent, 
operating under an executive 
director who will report to the 
mayor. 

The executive director will be 
responsible for the Human 
Resources Department budget 


and will coordinate the fields of program planning for the aging 
activity of the three com- to the benefit of the community 


missions more closely than has 
been done in the past. 

President of the Board of 
Aldermen Eliot Cohen, who has 
been working on the new 
legislation, explained that the 
commissions will now be ad¬ 
visory to the executive director 
instead of to the mayor directly. 

Cohen feels this will not affect 
the standing of the commissions 
in regard to the obtaining of 
state funds. The commissions 
were set up originally or the 
principal purpose of receiving 
funds then available from the 
state or elsewhere for com- 
mujity programs. 

The Council on Aging was 
established in 1969 to carry out 
studies and initiate programs 
designed to meet the problems 
of the aging in this community 
and "keep informed about all 
state and federal legislation 
concerning funding and

as a whole.” Edward 
Becherer is chairman. 

The Youth Commission was 
established in 1970 to “carry out 
programs which may be 
designed or established to meet 
the opportunities, challenges 
and problems of Newton 
youth.” The Youth Commission 
is also charged with coor¬ 
dinating existing programs and 
activities carried on by both 
public and private agencies and 
to promulgate policies for the 
prevention of youth problems. 
Chairman is Rev. Charles 
Coyle, a Jesuit priest who is a 
guidance counselor for the 
school system. 

The Community Relations 
Commission was established in 
1965 to advise and assist the 
mayor “in promoting un¬ 
derstanding among all persons 
and groups, of different races, 
colors, religions, national 
origins, or ancestries, and at his 
request, to cooperate with in¬ 
terested citizens and with public 
and private agencies to create 
better communication among - odors 
all residents of Newton.” 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann’s 
request for a personnel 
department was discussed 
again at last week's meeting of 
the Legislation & Rules Com¬ 
mittee, and again was held for 
further work by the Law 
Department. 

The proposal was first 
presented to the Board of 
Aldermen and referred to the 
committee early this year. At 
that time, the main objections 
were possible interference with 
labor and Civil Service 
procedure, and the ever-present 
fear of increasing the city 
budget 

As envisioned by the mayor 
and his assistant, James Salter, 
who presented the proposal, the 
new department should serve as 
a central location for all per¬ 
sonnel matters, and should 
perform the following func¬ 
tions: administer Civil Service; 
maintain job descriptions and 
classifications; respond to 
department and individual 
requests about positions, pay, 
and benefits; maintain per¬ 
sonnel records on vacation, sick 
leave, and personal leave; 
develop training, safety and 
health programs for em¬ 
ployees; assist in labor 
relations; coordinate 
recruitment selection and 
appointment of personnel; and 
handle separation, disciplinary 
action, and retirement. 

The Personnel Department 
now existent in City Hall is 


funded by the federal 
Emergency Employment Act 
until June, 1974. It has been 
directed by Alfred DiBenedetti 
since its inception last August. 

Duties of the department now 
are recruiting and screening of 
personnel for all city positions 
(except School Department); 
including clerical Civil Service 
Jobs; handling hospital and 
medical insurance for all 
positions, including the school 
system; and sitting in on 
grievance discussions with 
labor. 

DiBenedetti said his depart¬ 
ment, consisting of himself and 
a secretary, has also begun 
accumulating duplicate em¬ 
ployment records. 

One of the major benefits of 
getting the department on an 
official basis would be relieving 
all department heads of the 
record keeping and the need to 
keep constantly up to date on 
Civil Service changes, 
DiBenedetti said. At present 
each department maintains its 
own records. 

Salter answered questions 
from committee members 
about including the Police and 
Fire departments saying that 
the internal records of these 
departments should continue to 
be handled as they are now, by 
the chiefs, for security reasons, 
but there seemed to be no 
reason why the administration 
of Civil Service could not be 
done through a central per¬ 
sonnel office. 


In response to committee 
inquiries at the earlier meeting 
about putting School Depart¬ 
ment personnel under a City 
Hall department. City Solicitor 
Melvin Dangel ruled that the 
establishment of a separate 
personnel department by the 
School Department, as now 
exists, is permitted under 
statute. 

Fear was expressed by 
Aldermen Edward Richmond 
and Richard Bullwinkle that, 
while the department may start 
out small, in a few years the 
budget will have soared. 

“You're talking staff people," 
Bullwinkle said, "$100,000 at 
least." 

DiBenedetti said Monday that 
he does not feel the department 
will necessarily be more than 
three persons. He pointed out 
that there are now two persons 
handling retirement and two in 
the Street Department handling 
Civil Service. He thinks that 
these employees could be 
utilized by an expanded, official 
Personnel Department. 

Nearby towns that have, or 
are in process of establishing, 
personnel departments are 
Needham, Wellesley, Water- 
town, Framingham, and 
Brookline. Cities of comparable 
size to Newton that have such 
departments are Cambridge 
and Quincy. Somerville does not 
nor does Waltham. 


Scrutinize Composting Program 


The city's organic composting 
program is getting another 
look, and another sniff, after a 
letter was received by the 
Board of Aldermen from a 
resident of Kippy Drive, near 
the leaf-composting area on 
Beacon St., Waban. 

The letter recommended 
approval of the reconsideration 
motion filed by Alderman 
Ernest Dietz because of “in¬ 
sufficient discusion of the role of 
the city in the composing." 

Stephen J. Waxer, the letter’s 
author, asked to be given the 
opportunity to present ad¬ 
ditional facts to the aldermanic 
Public Works Committee 
concerning primarily "the 
health and welfare of the 
residents of the area, as the 
emitted from this 
operation during the end of 
March and the month of April 
were obnoxious and constitute. 


in my opinion, air pollution.” 

The Board of Aldermen 
passed the reconsideration 
motion unanimously and 
referred the item to the Public 
Works Committee. 

The leaf-composting program 
was begun last fall. Gardeners’ 
trucks and city leaf-pickers 
used it heavily then and again 
this spring. Citizens were also 
encouraged to take their bags of 


Works director said Tuesday 
that in his opinion insufficient 
preparation had been given 
the program from the begin¬ 
ning. 

The Public Works Committee 
communicated its 
dissatisfaction with the 
operation of the compost area 
last month, asking the Mayor 
take steps to insure that it is 
properly run.

Recent Graduates Will Face 
Keen Competition for Jobs 


In one swift week, Rev. 
Charles A. Separk and the 
parishioners of the West 
Roxbury Congregational 
Church were to experience 
enormous conflicts of emotions, 
as their once proud edifice was 
reduced to ashes and an 
overwhelming display of 
community support, rallied to 
their aid. Guided by the in¬ 
credible strength of their 
pastor, aware of the realities 
they had to quickly face, 
emotions were put aside to 
make way for a clearly defined 
course of action. 

Two meetings this week, one 
of Church officers, followed by a 
gathering of parishioners, 
provided the first, perhaps the 
hardest, step toward their 
future. A future certain to hold 
problems, emotions and dif¬ 
ficult decisions, but most im¬ 
portantly. to Reverend Separk, 
a beginning, not to be put off. 

An "exploration committee" 
has been formed to investigate 
all possibilities. The decision of 
rebuilding a Congregational 
Church or, merging witj 
another church, is filled 
practical consideratia^and 
emotional issues. Jpr many 
people of all^mominations 
"the ChurchJWiongs there, it 
has alwavdoeen there.” To the 


parishioners who Joined the 
"Birthday Penny" program, 
proud of supporting 17 or¬ 
phanages in India, the mere 
possibility of adjusting to new 
ways is a painful one. 

For Reverend Separk, who 
came to West Roxbury with his 
family just one year ago, there 
is a unique quality to the 
community which he quickly 
grew to love. A home-spun 
feeling of "community im¬ 
portance" that complements 
and enhances the inner-city. 

Spurred by his dynamic 
personality, the Parish had just 
begun to be motivated into new 
and exciting programs. For all 
of its emotional overtones, Rev. 
Separk displays no bitterness. 
Being a man of enormous 
strength, yet gentle com¬ 
passion. he has urged everyone 
concerned "to feel nothii 
pity for anyone whomgpTCtve 
planned such^ffTlIrt. not 
realizing thajpmy destroyed a 
part of jhpBelves. in the doing. 

Separk is quoted as 
lying, "My feeling is, that this 
fire, which at the time of crises 
seemed tragic, must now be 
seen as a rare opportunity. A 
force, that will unite us, to move 
us into areas of service we 
never dreamed possible. We 


know now, that we have been 
given a sense of motivation, a 
feeling of future and mobility. 
The fire has been a catalyst, 
which should provide new goals, 
dimensions and Incentives." 

The initial findings of the 
"Exploration Committee" 
resulted in a commitment to the 
community. They will explore 
all possibilities and decide on 
the most viable plan that 
possibly would not only in¬ 
corporate a church, but a 
service center for the com¬ 
munity. a multi-purpose 
building of significant purpose, 
including church facilities. 

In accepting Roche Bros, 
check on behalf of the 
Congregational Church. Rev. 
Separk wished to make it 
knowjypWOH Special Fund has 
!et up for such donations, 
fn the unhappy event that the 
Exploration Committee reports 
that rebuilding the Church is not 
feasible, all such checks would 
be returned to the generous 
donors, and will have served as 
a strong moral support in the 
anxious days of reaching 
decisions. It has been learned 
that the Parkway Rotary has 
already voted a sum and that 
many organizations are con¬ 
sidering support, waiting only 


to know the wishes of the pastor., 

Hud Roche expressed his 
personal feelings that the 
community needed the "roots" 
that such neighbors provide for 
each other. "I am certain," he 
said, "that the Congregational 
Chimes will ring out again ns a 
happy reminder to everyone 
that being a neighbor, still 
means caring." If fund-raising 
programs arc part of the 
planning for the Congregational 
Church, Bud assured Reverend 
Separk, the continuing support 
of Roche Bros. Supermarkets, 
and should they desire, Rita 
Sanford, consumer hostess of 
Roche Bros. Supermarket, Is at 
their disposal to spear-head a 
fund-raising committee, with 
considerable expertise and 
promotional background. 

With a touch of humor. Bud 
told of another time, giving to 
re-build a Congregational 
Church as a child, when he 
proudly contributed two bricks 
to a community campaign in 
Roslindale. 

One can't imagine the corner 
of Mt. Vernon and Centre 
streets, without the solid 
comfort of the Congregational 
Church.

The employment situation 
appears favorable for new high 
school and college graduates 
this year, but they will face 
keen competition for jobs ac¬ 
cording to Richard C. Gilliland, 
director of the Massachusetts 
Division of Employment 
Security and the Massachusetts 
State Employment Service. 

"There are jobs in 
Massachusetts," says Gilliland, 
"but the content and outlook of 
these jobs are constantly 
changing. New technologies, 
new life styles, and industry and 
population trends are making 
old trades obsolete and creating 
new patterns of work." 

According to Division of 
Employment Security studies, 
the occupational composition of 
the State’s work force has 
undergone pronounced change 
in the past and continues to shift 
away from low-skilled fields of 
work toward an occupational 
structure emphasizing service 


needs and professional 
technical and clerical skills. 

Significant labor supply and 
demand developments that 
affect the condition of the labor 
market in Massachusetts are 
part of the research of the 
Division of Employment 
Security. Current analyses of^ 
the labor supply and deman 
show that unemployrwtt 
among professional wj^e rs 
remains high in ma^rareas. 

One glaring exaradre of labor 
surpluses is in^Me teaching 
field. While nKt schools are 
accepting Applications for 
teaching positions, thousands of 
new graduates who had planned 
teaching as a career will not 
find employment and will have 
to change their occupational 
choice and pursue other 
careers. Keen competition for 
jobs also exists among 
engineers, scientists and 
technicians. This is due, in large 
degree, to a surplus of ap¬ 


plicants which leads op^iloyers 
to establish rigid^sOTiirements 
for the hiring 

Howeven^ihe State Em- 
ployineQ|^ervice “Job Bank” 
lists Jpmtsands of job openings, 
is a demand in many 
Fas for workers, such as sales 
rainees with good business 
potential. well qualified 
stenographers, typists, bi¬ 
lingual clerical workers, nur¬ 
ses, skilled machinists and 
trainees, auto mechanics and 
many entry level jobs that offer 
chances for advancement 

The State Employment Ser¬ 
vice can also assist recent 
graduates prepare themselves 
for entry into the business 
world. The Service offers job 
counseling, labor market in¬ 
formation, testing, career 
planning, resume preparation 
and a computerized Job Bank 
which lists thousands of job 
openings.

Builders Should 
Harder Stones 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
nation's roads could be made 
safer if road builders used 
harder, sharper and more 
durable stones to mix in the 
asphalt and concrete. 

“We know from accident 
frequency reports that most 
accidents occur on only about 
one per cent of a given stretch 
of highway,” says Dr. Robert 
Snyder, director of research 
and development of Uniroyal 
Tire Co. 

“It’s economically feasible to 
import higher friction and more 
durable materials for these 
particular sections." 

Snyder’s observations result¬ 
ed from a study made on the 
wearing of tires in different 
parts of the country. 

“We have found that tires 
wear out two or three times as 
fast in areas such as Salt Lake 
City or Charlotte, N.C., than 


they do in the Great Plains 
states, he said. "We also have 
found that tires wear faster on 
newly paved surfaces than they 
do on long-established ones. 


-Computer Services 

NEW YORK (UPI) — Busi¬ 
ness and government in 1972 
spent an estimated $700 million 
to buy computer time and 
services, up from $485 million 
tlie previous year. In 1973 
expenditures should rise to $1 
billion and could reach $2 
billion by 1966, according to an 
industry source. 

"Remote computer terminals 
are proliferating so fast, in a 
few years they could be as 
common as postage meters, 
and just about as easy to use,” 
says John Luke, president of 
INFONET, the remote comput¬ 
ing network of Computer 
Sciences Corporation. 


"Tire wear is directly related 
to the abrasiveness and the 
friction of the highway surface. 
Under the impact of heavy 
traffic, the road surfaces 
become worn — and less 
abrasive. The weather also 
plays a role, with a limestone 
aggregate, for example, becom¬ 
ing rougher after a rainstorm 
because the worn powder is 
washed away." 

Snyder said motorists on 
smoother highways enjoy long¬ 
er tire life, but that motorists 
on rougher surfaced roadways 
enjoy better control and stop¬ 
ping abilities.

smoke and gasses of the in¬ 
cinerator, that the 
Massachusetts Legislature will 
enact this law enabling 
Newton's employees at our 
incinerator to be covered by 
benefits regarding disability 
retirement caused by lung 
disease." 

Guzzi and Mann's testimony 
was the culmination of an effort 
begun by resolution In the 
Board of Aldermen to allow the 
city to provide some type U 
retirement coverage similar to 
that which firefighters in 
Newton receive in cases of 
disability due to lung conditions 
resulting from their Jobs. 

The law, if passed as reported 
to the Public Service Com¬ 
mittee, would allow Newton 
incinerator workers to be 
eligible for non-contributory or 
contributory retirement system 
benefits from any impairment 
of health caused by any disease 
of the lungs or respiratory tract 


resulting in total disability or 
death to a full-time employee, 
provided that such employee, 
prior to commencement of work 
at the incinerator successfully 
passed a physical examination.

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Nature’s Ways

If you have a wildflower guide 
similar to mine, the photograph 
of the fringed polygala appears 
slightly larger than the 
photograph of the water lily 
blossom. 

Which is sort of a shame, 
since the fringed polygalA 
blossom grows about as large as 
a fingernail. 

We were musing on the 
problems that flower guides 
must cause the hopeful but 
inexperienced wildflower 
identifier as we wandered 
among a few thousand fringed 
polygala blossoms recently in 
Peterborough, N.H. The 
polygala thrive on the farm of 
Mr. and Mrs. Arnold C. Barker 
in Peterborough. 

Actually, it wasn't the 
polygala that caused the 
Barkers to invite the New 
England Wild Flower Society to 
visit the farm. They were 
proudest of a wild stand of 
yellow lady's-slippers and the 
water arum, or wild calla lilies, 
that grow in their beaver pond. 

The Barker farm, which has 
reverted to woodlands, has a 
remarkable variety of spring 
wildflowers. Painted trillium 
and purple trillium thrive in the 
woods. Bell worts and wild oats 
are common. Star flowers and 
Indian cucumber-root have 
begun blooming. In the sunny 
path of a power line, the geum 
known as water avens had 
begur opening its purplish 
heads 

There were mats of twin- 
flowers not yet in bloom and 
mats of trailing arbutus beyond 
bloom. DwaK ginseng sported 
fluffy white flower heads and 
the foamflowers were showing 
signs of lathering. Bluebead 
lilie were near the point of 
unfolding blossoms. There even 
were a few clumps of fringed 
polygala which were white 
rather than the normal purple. 

In fact, the catalogue of 
wildflowers on the Barker land 
is so extensive that one nor¬ 
mally would xpect to visit 
several woodland tracts to 
equal it. Indeed, there are so 
many species of ferns and othei 
non-flowering plants that one 
could wear out a manual trying 
to classify them all. 

Oddly, if one peruses a 
wildflower guide, one will find 
many different names for 
almost all the flowers en¬ 
countered on the walk through 
the Barker woods. The fringed 
polygala, for instance, often is 
referred to as a "bird In flight”-, 
a rather apt description jn- 
cidentally of the flower form. 
But some guides term it the 
“flowering wintergreen". 1 

One might escape the con¬ 
fusion of popular names by 
learning the scientific name 
applied to each species. If one 
does, however, one finds that he 
or she can carry on a con¬ 
versation mainly with one's 
self. For most persons skilled in 
finding wildflowers rarely 
know thc plant's scientific 
name. 

Heartworm Is 
Threat to Dogs 

A mosquito bite may be an¬ 
noying to you, but it could be 
fatal for your dog, warns the 
Animal Rescue League of 
Boston. 

Dog owners are urged to have 
their pets tested this month by , 
their veterinarian for heart- - 
worm disease which is tran¬ 
smitted by infected mosquitoes. 
Heartworms, long thin 
parasites that live in a dog's 
heart, cause serious illness and 
can be detected only by a blood 
test. 

Dogs stricken with heart- 
worm disease may show 
symptoms such as weight loss, 
coughing, fatigue or appetite 
loss. On the other hand they 
may have no early symptoms 
whatwoever. For this reason,' 
all dugs nine months or older 
should be examined every 
spring for the disease.

(EDITOR'S NOTE: 
Veterans and their families are 
asking thousands of questions 
concerning the benefits their 
Government provides for them 
through the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration. Below are some 
representative queries. Ad¬ 
ditional Information may be 
obtained at any VA office.) 

Q—What cutoff date has been 
set for veterans’ benefits for the 
Vietnam War? 

A—No such date has been set. 
The Vietnam Era is still con¬ 
tinuing for purposes of 
eligibility for veterans benefits. 

Q—I hear rumors about a 
device that will give sight to the 
totally blind. Is this VA 
prosthetics? Is there such a 
device? 

A—You have heard of a 
concept still in the early 
research stage and nowhere 
near ready for prosthetics 
development. In March 1973, 
medical newspapers reported 
that a neurologist from Albert 
Einstein College of Medicine 
believes such a device even¬ 
tually may be possible if the 
concept of electrocortical 
stimulation proves feasible. 

Q—How much time do I have 
to get my schooling under the 
G.I. BUI? 

A—Education or training 
under the current G.I. BUI must 
be completed within eight years 
of separation from mUitary 
service or May 31, 1974, 
whichever is later. 

Q—How many amputees are 
there from the Vietnam War? 

A—There are somewhat more 
than 5,000 among the 6.3 mUlion 
Vietnam Era veterans. Of the 
5,000 about 1,000 have more than 
one amputation. Of the total, 
about 4,500 are leg amputees. 


The Veterans Administration 
today reminded veterans that 
traveling or taking up residence 
abroad imposes certain 
limitations on benefits the 
agency can provide. 

One example is medical care. 
Only veterans with service 
connected disabUities can get 
VA medical care overseas. 
Before going abroad a veteran 
should obtain from the VA office 
which has his medical record a 
statement of his condition, the 
agency emphasized. 

This statement should be 
presented to the American 
embassy or consular office in 
the host country when ap¬ 
plication is made for VA 
medical benefits. 

In an emergency, however, 
an eligible veteran is entitled to 
VA-paid hospitaUzation if he 
notifies the embassy or con¬ 
sular office within 72 hours of 
hospitalization. Notification of 
out-patient treatment must be 
made within 15 days. 

In the Republic of the 
PhUippines, hospital care is 
avaUable to both veterans with 
service connected disabUities 
and wartime veterans with 
nonservice connected 
disabilities at Veterans 
Memorial Hospital. 

But veterans with nonservice 
connected disabilities are 
eligible for treatment on the 
same basib as in the continental 
United States - only if space is 
avaUable, and they are unable 
to defray expenses. Retired 
servicemen are eUgible for 
medical benefits at mUitary 
hospitals and clinics in foreign 
countries. 

VA officials also said GI home 
loans are not avaUable to 
veterans living in foreign 
countries, but this restriction 
does not apply to veterans living 
in Puerto Rico. Veterans Uving 
outside the United States 
(except in "blocked" countries) 
may receive compensation and 
pension checks, however. 

But to insure prompt receipt 
of checks, veterans traveling or 
living in foreign countries 
should, if possible, maintain 
stateside maUing addresses.

Tennis Tips 


By BULKY ADAMS 


There are many different types of shots that a player 
must use during a typical tennis match. The serve, 
forehand, backhand, volley, and overhead, are a'few shots 
that will be used. A good player must be able to hit all of 
these shots. A person with a great forehand and a bad 
backhand will usually do poorly on a tennis court. The 
reason is simple. Anyone who is playing against this person, 
Ls going to hit most of the shots to his backhand. So it seems 
safe to say, Hint if you have any blatcnt weaknesses, you're 
going to be in tough shape on a tennis court. This article will 
help you hit the shot that must people have a lot of trouble 
with — the backhand. 

When waiting for the ball to come, you should be facing 
tlie net and holding the racket on the forehand grip with 
your right hand. Your thumb and forefinger form a "V", 
and the center of the "V" should be struight down the side of 
the racket. Your left hand should be holding the racket at 
the throat. As soon as you see the ball is coining to your 
backhand side I left side), turn your left foot out to the side 
and take your racket back. As you are taking your racket 
back, you must change your grip. 

The "V" in your hand should now run down the back 
corner of your racket, about 45 degrees behind the forehand 
grip. You will find it easier to change your grip if you take 
your racket back with both hands. Your racket should be 
pointing behind you and your arm should be straight with 
your elbow in close to you. When the ball is close enough for 
you to hit, step in on your right foot und swing through the 
bull. The step on your right foot should be a little sideways 
and a little in front of you. Your weight should shift to this 
foot as you step in. 

The swing should start slightly below the ball and end 
high, witli the racket pointing in front of you. (Point the 
racket at the top of the fence in front of you and that's the 
position you should be in at the completion of the shot.) The 
time to meet the ball is w hen it is next to your right foot and 
at waist height. 

If you're hitting the backhand shot too high, then you're 
probably either turning your wrist under the ball or not 
changing your grip. If your shots are going into the net, you, 
most likely, are taking a big, high, baekswing. Try keeping 
the head of your racket down lower when you take it back. 

Follow these directions and you should overcome most 
of your problems on the backhand. 


Karate Is 
Martial Art

How does a student train ? The 
typical student works out 
several times per week. Classes 
are held every night. 

In the average Karate class, 
there is a period of warm-up 
exercises, a period of Kata 
(form study) and u period of 
Kumite (fighting technique). 
Students learn to fight using 
pre-arranged techniques and 
other methods. When a student 
has developed sufficient control 
and skill in technique he may 
engage in supervised "free 
style" sparring sessions. 
'Sparring is not mandatory 
except for black belt test; it is 
voluntary. Tournament com¬ 
petition is also optional. Many 
Uechi-Kyu students have won 
many grand championships 
throughout the country. 

Are the techniques used in 
sparring the same as the ones 
used in self-defense? Similar, 
but not quite the same. Sparring 
is a game with plenty of 
restrictions and rules for safety 
sake. In self-defense, 
movements merge from Kata 
as automated response. That is 
the reason why a student can 
successfully defend himself by 
assiduous practice of Kata 
alone. 

How safe is Karate? Karate is 
a martial art. Sore muscles and 
perhaps a few bruises from 
blocking punches and kicks 
could be expected. Seriour

Bertram H. Loewenberg, 59, 
of 25 liockwood Rd., West 
Newton, prominent Boston 
attorney, died Friday, June 1 at 
the Phillips House, 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital. Born in Boston, 
Loewenberg had been a Newton 
resident for the past 25 years. 

Loewenberg was a senior 
partner in the Boston law firm 
of Sherburne, Powers and 
Needham.

He was a member 
of the Boston Bar Council and of 
the Steering Committee of the 
Lawyers’ Committee for Civil 
Rights Under Law. 

At the time of his death, 
Loewenberg was chairman of 
the Board of the Newton Junior 
College, a trustee of the Newton 
Wellesley Hospital, and trustee 
and clerk of the Newton Savings 


Bank. In addition he was a 
director of Parkway 
Distributors and a member <jf 
the Board of Governors of th$ 
Downtown Club of Boa ton. 

Loewenberg was a trustee 
and past president of Temple 
Shalom of Newton and was a 
former director of the Newton 
Taxpayers Association and £ 
former trustee of the Boston 
State Hospital.

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Compare Fuels Before Converting 


By DOROTHEA M. BROOKS 

NEW YORK (UPI) — If your 
heating bills last winter were 
almost out of sight, and the 
cost of the fuel you use is 
increasing, you may be think¬ 
ing of converting your heating 
system to another fuel. 

If so, study the move very 
carefully. 

According to the National 
Better Heating-Cooling Council, 
a host of fast talking operators 
in blue suede shoes are out in 
force. If your system uses oil, 
they'll paint beautiful pictures 
about the economies you can 
achieve with gas or electricity. 
If you are using gas, they’ll 
glibly discuss the gains you can 
make with oil. 

Before you make a move, 
investigate the comparable 
costs of each fuel. This is not 
always easy to understand 
because the fuels are sold 
differently. Oil, for instance, is 
sold by the gallon. Gas is 
priced by the therm and 
electricity by the kilowatt hour. 

If heating oil costs 20 cents 
per gallon, what would be the 
equivalent cost in gas or 
electricity? Unless you know 
the conversion factor for each 
of these rates, you are certain 
to be confused. 


Fuel Facts Card 

To help out, the Council has 
published a wallet-size Fuel 
Facts Card (reproduced below), 
showing the equivalent rates 
for the three fuels. Just circle 
the price you are paying for 
your present fuel and compare. 

For example, if fuel oil is 
selling at 22.8 cents per gallon, 
a therm of gas should not cost 
more than 16.4 cents or 
electricity higher than 0.7 cents 
per kwh. If they cost less than 
these figures, they are a better 
buy than oil. 

If gas is your fuel and it costs 
18.8 cents per therm, heating 
oil should sell for 28.1 per 
gallon or less to be a better 
buy. If electricity costs more 
than 0.8 per kwh, then gas is 
cheaper. 

The rates on the table take 
into account the varying 
efficiencies of the different 
fuels. Gas and oil are rated at 
80 per cent efficiency and 
electricity at 100 per cent. 

If, after checking the table, 
you come to the conclusion 
your present fuel still is the 
best buy in your area, the 
Council says you still can cut 
your fuel bill by cutting 
consumption.

Suggestions 

It offers these suggestions — 
many of them things you can 
work on yourself during the 
summer: 

—At the outset, make sure 
your heating system is in top 
working order. Sometimes, 
something as simple as clean¬ 
ing the chimney or adjusting a 
few controls on your boiler of 
furnace will reduce the amount 
of fuel the system consumes. If 
you don’t really understand 
your system, now is the time to 
find out about it. Write to the 
manufacturer for instructions if 
you’ve lost them, or ask your 
service man for a rundown. 

—On the other hand, if the 
heating plant is very old, it 
may pay to replace it. The new 
systems are attractive, resem¬ 
bling appliances, and they use 
about 25 per cent less fuel than 
older ones. 

—Go over the house thorough¬ 
ly and repair any cracks in the 
foundation wall by filling them 
with steel wool. Replace any 
broken shingles and caulking 
around windows which may be 
chipped. 

—Storm sash on windows and 
doors will cut heat loss in these 
areas by half. Added insulation 
in the attic will keep the house 
warmer in winter and cooler in 
the summer. Within two years, 
the cost of the insulation should 


be made up by lower fuel bills. 

—Check your thermostats 
and, if necessary, have them 
adjusted. It's a good idea to set 
them back at least 5 degrees 
before going to bed. 

And, if you plan to air a room 
in which the thermostat is 
mounted, set it all the way 
back. Otherwise you’ll be trying 
to heat the great outdoors —a 
sure way to go broke.

Poets have rhapsodized over the 
beauty, fragrance and delirate 
sweetness of the ruby of all fruits . . , 
strawberries. It’s difficult to resist 
baskets heaped high with perfectly 
formed big red berries topped with 
their little green raps, so bring them 
home to enjoy as appetizer or dessert 
for the entire family. 

Although commercial strawberry 
growing began in the United States 
about 11100, records indicate that in 1386 
strawberries were among the plants 
cultivated in the Royal Gardens at the 
Louvre under Charles V. 

Along with their incomparable 
taste, strawberries are endowed with a 
high quantity of Vitamin C. Dieters 
revel in the knowledge that berries 
contain only 55 calories per cup. Why 
not allow strawberries to substitute for 
juice in the morning? You would need 
about one-cup of berries for a rough 
equivalent of half a cup of orange juice 
as far as nutrition is concerned. 

Vividness of hue should be ap¬ 
parent when selecting strawberries. 
Avoid berries with large uneolored 
areas or with large seedy areas (poor in 
flavor and texture), a dull shrunken 
appearance or softness (signs of 
overripeness or decay), or those with 
mold, which can spread rapidly from 
one berry to another. 

Strawberries should be 
refrigerated until ready for use; wash 
them just before eating, and remove 
caps after washing to retain the juice. 
One quart of berries yields 3 cups 
berries or approximately 5 servings. 

Strawberries may be frozen whole, 
sliced or crushed. They may be frozen 
in sugar syrup, in dry sugar or without 
sugar. Sugar and syrup packs keep 
quality better than unsweetened packs, 
but unsweetened, packs are best for 
those who want to use no-calorie 
sweeteners when berries are served. 

Strawberry shortcake Is the most 
sought after summer dessert. Credit for 


the recipe goes to the Indians who 
mixed crushed strawberries with 
eommeal to make a strawberry bread. 

Today there are many shortcake 
variations—some purists insist that 
sweetened sliced berries poured over 
hot biscuits is the ONLY true short¬ 
cake. and others favor sliced berries 
folded into clouds of whipped cream 
between layers of light and airy sponge 
cake. 

Whatever your preference, 
strawberries are a food dreams arc 
built on. 

STRAWBERRIES N LEMON 
WHIPPED CREAM 
2 pints fresh strawberries, washed, 
hulled and halved. 

One third cup confectioners' sugar 
4 pint whipping cream 
■a teaspoon vanilla 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
6 sprigs of fresh mint (optional) 
Reserve 6 whole berries for gar¬ 
nishing. Chill remaining washed, hulled 
and halved strawberries with half of the 
sugar for about 20 minutes. Whip the 
cream with remaining sugar and 
vanilla, adding lemon juice as you 
finish. Pile strawberries into parfait 
glasses or serving dishes; top with 
whipped cream; garnish with one 
whole berry and fresh mint. Serves 6. 

STRAWBERRY LEMONADE PIE 
One third cup sugar 
I envelope unflavored gelatin 
1 can (6 oz.) pink lemonade con¬ 
centrate thawed 
4 cup water 
Red food color 
1 pint fresh strawberries 
1 cup heavy cream 
9-inch baked pie shell (below) 
Combine sugar and gelatin in 
saucepan; stir in concentrate, water 
and a couple drops of food color. Stir 
and heat until gelatin and sugar 
dissolve. Chill mixture until thic 
enough to mound slightly. Mcanwh 
slice strawberries, reserving a few for 


garnish. Whip cream until soft peaks 
form. Fold whipped cream and sliced 
strawberries into gelatin mixture. Pour 
into pie shell. Chill until set. Slice 
reserved strawberries and arrange on 
top of pic. 

PINK PIE SHELL 
One and one third cups sifted all 
purpose flour 

■2 teaspoon salt 

4 cup solid alll vegetable shor¬ 
tening 


3 tablespoons water 
Red food color 

Combine flour and salt in bowl. Cut 
in shortening until uniform but coarse. 
Mix water with about 4 drops red food 
color; sprinkle over flour mixture. Stir 
with a fork and press into a ball. On 
lightly floured surface, roll out pastry 
1*4 inches larger than inverted 9-lnch 
pie plate. Fit into plate and trim 1-inch 
beyond edge; fold under and make a 
stand-up rim.

STRAWBERRYJAM 
4 cups washed, hulled strawberries 
4 cups sugar 

Wash, hull and measure 
strawberries into a large preserving 
kettle in alternate layers with equal 
amounts of sugar until all ingredients 
have been used. (Use only firm, fresh 
berries.) Set aside, covered, in 
refrigerator overnight. Heat the fruit 
slowly to boiling and cook about 10 
minutes or until thickened. Pour into 
sterilized Jars and seal. 

STRAWBERRY WHIP 
Wash and hull 1 cup strawberries; 
slice. Put in a small bowl of electric 
mixer with a dash of salt, 1 egg white 
(at room temperature) and 1 cup sifted 
tioners’ sugar. Beat until very 
iff. Serve as a topping for angel cake. 
Serves 5-6. 

STRAWBERRY ICE CREAM SODA 
Into a large glass put one-third cup 
sweetened crushed fresh strawberries, 
3 tablesppons milk and a large scoop of 
strawberry ice cream. Almost fill glass 
with chilled carbonated water and stir 
gently. Serves 1 happy person.

2 eggs 

14 cups milk 
Butter or margarine 
1*2 quarts strawberries 
Sift together the flour and baking 
powder, salt and sugar. Cut in shor¬ 
tening. Beat the eggs slighly, add milk, 
then add this mixture to dry 
ingredients. Turn the dough on floured 
board and roll or pat to 4-inch 
thickness. Bake in a sheet, or cut in 
circles with a large biscuit cutter. Bake 
at 450 degrees for 12-15 minutes.

PINK STRAWBERRY SOUP 

3 tablespoons cornstarch 
1 cup cold water 

Four-fifths quart (24 oz.) port wine 

1 pint (2 cups) fresh strawberries 

4 cup sugar 

4 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
Light cream 

Blend cornstarch with water in 
medium saucepan. Add ‘4 bottle of 
wine; bring to boil. Lower heat and 
simmer for 5 minutes, stirring often. 
Measure whole or cut strawberries 
(halve or quarter large ones) and add 
to saucepan ingredients. Add sugar, 
salt, remaining 4 bottle wine and stir 
to blend.

Traveling Light Is Traveling Right 


Wherever you’re going this sum¬ 
mer you’ll be happier if you pre-plan 
every item you intend to lake on your 
trip. International flights limit you to 44 
pounds of luggage and the trick is to 
choose traveling clothes that coor¬ 
dinate ensily, pack well and are 
washable (dark clothes won't show the 
soil). 

More than likely you’ll be taking 
along clothes that weigh almost nothing 
and can be laundered. Synthetic knits, 
cotton knits, and silk jersey can usually 
bo laundered and worn the following 
day. Of course, when the label reads 
“Machine Washable” you’re really in 
luck. 

At long last manufacturers have 
come up with beautifully designed 
organized luggage. There are more 
than 30 different lines carrying three 
basic types ranging in six or seven 
sizes. The new soft-sided luggage is 
lightweight and many people think a 
hard molded fiberglass suitcase is 
more durable; seasoned travelers don't 
always agree. 

Soft-sided suitcases made of fabric 
or leather stretched on a wood or 
aluminum frame have been quite 
popular in the past year or so. Young 
students traveling with the bare 
necessities have found the collapsible 
bag ideal for their needs. 

In picking the right suitcase, here 
are some pointers: 

Sizes start with the overnight bag 
which is around 11 inches long and, 
unless you travel very very light, it’s 
doubtful that you will be able to ac¬ 
commodate your weekend needs in this 
bag. 


A tote bag is one you can store 
under the plane seat and is a most 
important piece of luggage. It proves to 
be a combination safety deposit vault, 
makeup kit, semi-overnight case and 
general all-round necessity. Outside 
pockets on this type of bag are the 
perfect spot for your sun glasses, 
paperbacks and folding maps. A 
sweater tucked into your tote bag will 
protect you from the cold blasts of air 
from air blowers on the plane. 

A 24-inch pullman suitcase should 
l>e large enough for a long weekend or 
right through a 10-day trip ... if you’ve 
preplanned your wardrobe carefully. A 
suitcase with a divider will hold ap¬ 
proximately one-fourth more clothes 
than one without. 

The largest (and bulkiest) suitcase 
is the 29 or 30-inch bag called the cruise 
bag. This bag is not as easy to 
maneuver, However, It will carrv 
several complete changes of clothing 
for more than one person. 

A garment bag, frameless, zip- 
pered which folds in the middle for easy 
carrying, has its own hangers and can 
hold several suits and or dresses with a 
minimum of wrinkling. 

Packing in sections will make 
removal of clothes and repacking an 
easier job and clothes will have fewer 
wrinkles. Be sure to fasten all buttons 
and zip everything before packing. One 
designer suggests that you buy inex¬ 
pensive infants’ hangeos because they 
take up very little room and do not put 
marks in the shoulders of knits. 

Puck your clothes on the small 
hungers and in the folds put rolled-up 
dry cleaning bags to avoid creasing. 


It's also a good idea to put accessories 
that go with an outfit into a plastic bag 
and attach it to the clothes hanger— 
when you unpack and dress in a hurry 
this will eliminate a frantic search tor 
the right belt or scarf. You might prefer 
to pack each garment inside a plastic 
garment bag—the type that comes 
from the dry cleaner’s 

Buy or sew your own shoe mitts for 
all your shoes. Place then heel-to-toe at 
back of suitcase. Tuck soft things like 
handkerchiefs, socks and scarves into 
shoes to save space. Purses also should 
be filled with soft items such as gloves, 
scarves and other such accessories. 
Place purse in back of suitcase with 
shoes. 

Lingerie should be folded 
lengthwise, place in sets and 
roll up smoothly. Put rolls along 
side of suitcase in front of shoes and 
tuck in firmly. 

Bras and bathing suits should be 
folded in half, turning one cup inside the 
other; stuff space with stockings or 
panties and roll up and place next to 
lingerie. 

Nightgowns, robes should be folded 
in thirds lengthwise, roll them securely 
and tuck in next to other rolled gar¬ 
ments. 

All pants should be folded in half 
lengthwise and placed in the front part 
of suitcase with waistband to the side. 
Then place a sweater or shirt folded in 
thirds lengthwise, face down and at 
right angles to the pants, letting half 
hang over the side of the suitcase. Fold 
the pants back over the sweater once, 
fold the rest of the sweater back on top 
and fold last part of pants back over 


Allow plenty of time for studying 
the items you want to take with you on 
vacation. First pick out the things you 
MUST have and put aside items In 
order of importance. As you pack have 
a scale handy and weigh your suit¬ 
case. It’s a good idea to stop at 40 
pounds because that would leave you 
room for four pounds of souveniers. 

Take along a plastic bag with soap 
flakes for your hand laundry—this 
eliminates the hazards of spilled liquid 
soap. Also, take a dozen or so empty 
plastic bags—you never know when one 
will come in handy. For example, a 
damp bathing suit or any other washed 
particles that didn’t quite dry before 
departure.

concern to government and the 
auto industry. 

With 63 million more cars on 
the road in 1971 than in 1951 (an 
increase of 121 percent) and 79 
billion more miles traveled (an 
increase of 138 percent) the 
,annual number of traffic deaths 
’to that 20-year span 
correspondingly rose only 
17,7l)L or 48 percent. 

Many, facotrs have been 
responsible for this im¬ 
provement t in highway safety. 
Our highway system boasts the 
best safety record of any nation 
in the world, driver training 
programs, subsidised in part by 
the automotive industry, are 
producing drivers whoare more 
qualified to deal with 4<xhty’s 
complex driving situatic 
Safer cars with better 
dling characteristics, strong 
tires, improved braking and 
host of energy absorbing 


systems from specially 
designed bumpers to padded 
dashes are being built to take 
full advantage of today's 
modern high-speed highway 
network. 

Government and industry are 
working together to develop 
such safety measures as 
overhead or break-away high¬ 
way signs which eliminate the 
collision hazard of roadside 


signs, cushioning devices such 
as sand or water filled cylinders 
placed at potential danger spots 
like highway dividing points, 
special guard rails that when 
struck are designed to angle a 
car back into the roadway 
under control rather than throw 
it out of control or penetrate the 
car like a spear, and high 
median barriers to thwart head- 
on collisions. 

We’ve come a long way in 
highway safety, but we’re not 
home yet. One stumbling block 
is the driver himself.

Louis Rufo, newly reelected 
president of Local 600 (AF- 
3CME), again this week called 
die city administration to task 
for its announcement that all 
city employees under collective 
bargaining would receive a 4.8 
per cent cost-of-living wage 
increase. 

“The city had no right to send 
letters to department heads 
until the cost-of-living index 
was properly discussed," Rufo 
said. 

"Under our agreement 
contract,” Rufo continued, "the 
union is recognized as the sole 
and exclusive bargaining agent 
with respect to rate of pay, 
wages, and hours of em¬ 
ployment." 

Rufo claims that the 4.8 per 
cent figure for the increase in 
the cost of living, given by the 
federal Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, applies to the period 
from April, 1972 - April, 1973. 

The contract agreement, he 
said, indicates a reference base 
of May 1, 1972, to May 1, 1973. 

Bureau of Labor Statistics 
figures are not available for a 
date within a month, only for a 
given month, Rufo said, and 
they are available for any 
month until well into the next 
month. 

Rufo believes that the cost-of- 
living increase should be 
computed for the period May, 
1972, - May, 1973. 

"The city always tries to find 
loopholes in our contract, but I 
am a firm believer in this 
contract and will live by it. I 
think the city should stop 
playing games and stop 
dragging their feet. They should 
work with labor to make this 
agreement contract stand,” 
Rufo said.

Board Needs $1 Million 


Developer Choice 
Enrages Citizens 


The Newton Redevelopment 
Authority placed itself in op¬ 
position to the I/>wer Falls 
community Monday when it 
voted to approve the bid of 
Woodland Realty Trust for 
development of the commercial 
parcel at the Junction of 
Washington Street and Route 
128. 

Both the Ix)wer Falls Im¬ 
provement Association and the 
Project Area Committee 
(LOPAC) had earlier voiced 
support for the bid submitted by 
the firm of Spaulding and Slye. 

The stunned silence that 
followed the vote in the 
auditorium of the Hamilton 
School was broken only when 
Lower Falls resident John 
Young stood and submitted his 
resignation as vice-chairman of 
LOPAC. “It can’t do a thing," 
he shouted. 

Before he angrily walked out 
of the authority meeting, Young 
turned to Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann, also in attendance, and 
said, "I want you to fire 
Davidson. I’ve had it with that 
man." 

Young was referring to 
Robert G. Davidson, recently 
reappointed to the authority by 
Mayor Mann, and one of the 
three voting for Woodland. 
Davidson was joined by 
Lawrence C. Sullivan and Mario 
DiCarlo in that vote. 

Authority Chairman Cecil 
Cad well, abstained from the 
voting although he had 
previously stated a preference 
for the plan submitted by 
Spaulding and Slye. 

Richard D. Clarey, a resident 
of Lower Falls as well as 
authority member, backed his 
neighbors and voted against the 
Woodland bid. 


As soon as the authority 
meeting had adjourned, angry 
residents confronted Mayor 
Mann and insisted he take 
action to reverse the decision. 

The mayor stated he was "as 
disappointed as everyone else, 
but the authority is independent 
and 1 cannot interfere." 

One neighbor, Mrs. Mildred 
Colontuono of Moulton Street, 
reminded Mann that the mayor 
of Lynn had recently entered a 
dispute between that city’s 
authority and residents and 
settled it in favor of the 
residents. 

"I don’t know the problems in 
the city of Lynn," Mayor Mann 
said, "but I do know the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority had 
imput from the community and 
made its independent 
judgement." 

"Two (Clarey and Cadwell) of 
the three men I appointed to the 
authority supported the I/)wer 
Falls community's choice for a 
developer,” the mayor added. 
Davidson is the third appointee. 

William H. Renke, a neighbor 
and long-time foe of the 
authority, termed the decision a 
"baby Watergate with no 
squealers." 

He and other members of the 
improvement association and 
LOPAC, according to John 
Young, will now attempt to 
enlist the aid of every resident 
of the Lower Falls in a cam¬ 
paign for funds to launch a legal 
battle against the authority and 
its decision. 

"We haven’t gone the en¬ 
vironmental impact statement 
route, yet,” Young stated, "but 
we may consider it as a possible 
way of halting Woodland 
development.”

Ieighton has called a special 
meeting of that organization for 
later in the week but he declined 
to comment on any anticipated 
action. 

The vote climaxed nearly 
eight weeks of indecision on the 
part of the authority and the 
outcome was in direct conflict 
with recommendations made by 
the Newton Planning depart¬ 
ment and the authority's two 
consultants, as well as 1X)PAC 
and the Lower Falls Im¬ 
provement Association, all of 
whom termed the Spaulding 
and Slye plan "clearly 
superior." 

Clarey, who had previously 
labeled the delay a "jockeying 
for position" on the part of 
authority members, later 
agreed with Davidson on the 
reason for postponing a 
decision, although he did not go 


along with the result. 

At the voting session, Clarey 
stated that the time taken to 
finally reach a decision "was 
necessary to eliminate" the 
non-conformities with the 
zoning laws found in each of the 
four plans submitted. 

Neighbors were aware that 
Davidson and Sullivan were in 
favor of the Woodland Realty 
Trust bid, but were unsure of 
DiCarlo's position. 

In fact DiCarlo had earlier 
moved the authority accept a 
third bid submitted by 
Abraham Gosman. That plan 
called for a townhouse type, 
office structure on the site. 

Di Carlo's motion was 
defeated on a vote of 4 to 1, 
and he later joined with 
Davidson and Sullivan in

The Newton School Com¬ 
mittee was told this week it 
would have to seek approval of 
the Board of Aldermen for an 
additional $1 million for site 
development at the new North 
High School. 

Dr. Richard M. Douglas of 
Ward 3 informed his fellow 
committeemen that he, 
Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fisk and Dr. Donald 
Levitan of the Mayor’s Office 
were told by officials of the 
state's School Building 
Assistance Bureau (SBAB) to 
forget about state reim¬ 
bursement for site development 
at the school. 

The three Newton 
representatives were informed 
of the state’s decision at a 
meeting in Boston earlier this 
month. 

They had gone to the SBAB to 
request advice on re-opening 


the original construction 
project—Phase I—in order to 
include site development and 
thus be eligible for state 
reimbursement. 

According to Douglas, the 
three were told it was not 
possible to re-open the project 
since the original approval in 
March, 1970, was "specific and 
limited to the already filed 
plans and specifications.” 

Douglas, Fink and Levitan ail 
argued before the SBAB that 
uncertainty over demolition of 
Building III prevented full site 
plans at the time of the original 
filing with the state, but to no 
avail. 

The estimated cost for site 
development to include a mall, 
parking, and demolition, ter¬ 
med Phase II, is expected to 
reach almost $1 million.

The School Committee voted 
unanimously Monday to ap¬ 
prove the appointment of Er¬ 
nest V. Seasholes as the new 
principal of Newton South High 
School. 

Seasholes, principal of the F. 
A. Day Junior High School for 
the past six years, will replace 
William D. Geer Jr. Geer has 
resigned to take a position at a 
private school in Chicago, Ill. 

In making the appointment 
public, Aaron Fink, superin¬ 
tendent of the Newton Public 
Schools, stated, “arrangements 
are being made for (Seasholes) 
to meet with the faculty prior to 
the close of the school year and 
with students and parents at the 
beginning of the next school 
year." 

According to Fink, 105 ap¬ 
plications for the position were 
received from all over the 
country. A total of 20 applicants 
were interviewed personally.

Seasholes received his

Drinan Attacks Plane Sale 


Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan ID.. Mass.), speaking to 
a rally on Soviet Jewry in 
Providence. R.I., recently, 
sharply criticized announced 
plans to sell between 24 and 30 
sophisticated F-4 Phantom 
fighter-bombers to Saudi 
Arabia. 

At the meeting sponsored by 
four organizations, including 
the Rhode Island Board of 
Rabbis and the Rhode Island 
chapter of the National Con¬ 
ference of Christians and Jews, 
the Congressman said: "I am 
shocked and dismayed that the 
Administration should propose 
such an action. To a large 
measure the security of Israel 
depends on its exclusive use of 
this advanced and highly ef¬ 
fective aircraft. To place this 
weapon in the hands of a 
demonstrated foe of Israel 
would be the very height of 
irresponsible foreign policy. 
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“Thisaction would jeopardize 
the existing balance of power in 
the Middle East and sub¬ 
stantially impair the security of 
Israel. 

“The Administration has 
claimed that these Phantoms 
will be used strictly for the 
defense of Saudi Arabia, but 
even Under-secretary of State 
Joseph Sisco has admitted 
under Congressional 
questioning that there is no way 
that the United States can 
guarantee that these aircraft 
are not used agalast Israel,” the 
Congressman said. 

Congressman Drinan went on 
to discuss the possible impact of 
the Phantom arms deal upon 
efforts to secure a negotiated 
peace settlement. “I fear that 
selling these aircraft to Saudi 
Arabia will seriously impair the 
prospects of a negotiated peace 
settlement in the Middle East,” 

, the Congressman stated. “Once 
the United States has sold 
Phantom fighters to Saudi 
Arabia, other Arab states — 
also enjoying the leverage of oil 
resources — will doubtless 
attempt to get these planes for 
themselves. Once this has 
happened, what incentive will 
the Arab states have to 
negotiate with Israel? They will 
be stronger militarily, and will 
have seen the United States 


compromised in its support of 
Israel. 

“In addition,” Congressman 
Drinan said, “the Phantom 
fighter has great symbolic 
importance. It is the symbol of 
the Israeli military might that 
has, I believe, kept the peace — 
fragile though it is — in the 
Middle East. And it is the 
symbol of American support for 
Israel. Selling this plane to an 
Arab state would be a damaging 
blow not only to the military 
posture of Israel but also to this 
brave nation's morale. 

“This proposed sale of 
Phantom aircraft is not the first 
indication we have had of the 
Administration's doubtful 
support of Israel,” 
Congressman Drinan went on to 
say. “Already this year we have 
seen the Administration request 
that Security Supporting 
Assistance funds for Israel — 
which provide vital economic 
support — be dropped from $56 
million to $20 million. 

“I will work in Congress to the 
fullest extent of my abilities to 
stop the sale of Phantom 
fighters to Saudi Arabia,” the 
Congressman concluded. “This 
proposal must not be allowed to 
take effect.”

Three years after its am¬ 
bitious proposal to build 500 
units of low— and moderate- 
income housing on ten sites 
in Newton, the Newton Com¬ 
munity Development Foun¬ 
dation (NCDF) may be moving 
toward building 103 units on its 
Hamlet Street site in Newton 
Centre. 

A meeting will be held this 
week to decide whether to press 
the State Housing Appeals 
Committee for approval of the 
six remaining sites or whether 
to try to get prompt action on 
only the eight-acre Hamlet 
Street property, which is owned 
by NCDF. 

NCDF was formed five years 
ago by a group of Newton 
clergymen for the purpose 
of providing housing for per¬ 
sons and families with low or 
moderate incomes. In the 
spring of 1970, NCDF an¬ 
nounced its scattered-site plan, 
which proposed building on six 
privately owned and four city- 
owned parcels in all areas of the 
city. 

Since that time, after denial 
of the plan by the Board of 
Aldermen and the Zoning Board 
of Appeals, NCDF has been in 
hearings before the State 
Housing Appeals Committee 
under the provisions of Chapter 
774 of the state laws, the so- 
called anti-snob zoning law. 


Chap. 774 allows the state to 
order a municipality to grant a 
comprehensive permit to build 
low-and moderate-income 
housing, when 1.5 per cent of 
buildable land or 10 per cent of 
all housing units are not already- 
devoted to such housing. 

Recent upholding of the law 
by the state Supreme Court has 
given fressh impetus to the 
desire of NCDF to go ahead 
with its housing on 
Hamlet Street, NCDF president 
Rev. Gilbert Avery said this 
week, adding, “I really think 
we're going to build some 
housing.” 

The recent federal 
moratorium on new starts for 
subsidized housing has tem¬ 


porarily clouded the chances for 
a commitment from the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development for buildng 
on the Hamlet Street property, 
but the proposal has been ap¬ 
proved by the Massachusetts 
Housing Agency, and Avery 
said he has “been led to 
believe" the agency has some 
money available. 

Approval of the Board of 
Aldermen will not be sought 
until the financing picture is 
clearer, but NCDF intends to 
keep its interests in the Hamlet 
Street property, as well as to 
maintain its operation on those 
other sites that are still 
available. 

When NCDF first announced 


its plan in 1970, reaction split 
the city into pro and anti fac¬ 
tions with a bitterness 
previously unknown in Newton. 

“Not in my neighborhood" 
became a catchword that is still 
used to deride people who say 
they are for the concept of low- 
income housing but oppose it 
when it is proposed in their 
area. 

Some observers say that the 
city has not yet recovered from 
the polarization occasioned by 
the public hearings. 

At the hearings conducted by 
the Housing Appeals Committee 
Richard Dacy is representing 
the city, Robert Cohen and 
Sumner Darman are 
representing opponents. 


Rep. Pines Battles For 
Child Care Deduction 
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A two-year contract for 
■garbage collection was 
awarded Wednesday to F&R 
Service of Wellesley for a bid 
price of $480,000, according to 
James Salter of the mayor's 
office. 

Both the Purchasing 
Department and the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works had 
recommended accepting F&R’s 
bid. 
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New bids were opened last 
week, after the first set of bids 
had been invalidated in April 
because of “nonrespon¬ 
siveness" to the earlier 
specifications. 

Bids were invited for one-year 
and two-year periods. 

Low bidder for one year was 
Capello Bros, of Newton, the 
present contractor, which bid 
$247,500; CapeUo's bid in April 
for one year was $367,000. 
Capello's two-year bid was 
$505,000. 

F&R Service bid $267,000 for 
one year. 

Terms of the new contract, 
effective July 1, specify once-a- 
week pickup of garbage from all 
homes year-round. Homes with 
garbage disposals may have 
less frequent pickups with 
written consent of the 
homeowner.

The bill, sponsored by Rep. 
Pines, deals with the expense of 
child care as an “ordinary and 
necessary” expense of em¬ 
ployment. Rep. Pines told 
members of the House: “Is a 
child care deduction as valid as 
a deduction for entertainment 
expenses, a country club 
membership, or automobile 
expenses? 

“What about the deduction 
available for your office ex¬ 
penses if you run a business? 
Why shouldn't a deduction be 
allowed for the expenses in¬ 
curred to allow a parent to be 
gainfully employed so that the 
family will have enough food to 
eat? or enough money to pay for 
a college education? or enough 
funds so that the family will not 
have to go on welfare? Most 
women work because they 
must, not because they want 
to." 

She also pointed out that there 
are over 202,000 women with 
children under 17 presently 
working in Massachusetts and 
39.2 percent of 11 women with 
children under 17 are working in 
the state. 

Under the proposed 
legislation, a tax deduction 
would be available against state 
income taxes for expenses 
incurred for the care of children 
under 15, the care of a depen¬ 
dent child over 14 or parent 
provided the child or parent 
were physically or mentally 
incapable of caring for himself 
or herself. Expenses would only 
be deductible if they were in¬ 


curred in order to allow the 
taxpayer to be gainfully em¬ 
ployed. 

This legislation has the 
support of David Liederman, 
head of the Office i A Children of 
the Commonwealth, the 
Governor’s Commission on the 
Status _of Women, the 
Massachusetts Children's 
Lobby, the Massachusetts 
Women’s Political Caucus 
among others, Mrs. Pines said. 

Mrs. Pines pointed out that 
"new workers would come into 
the labor force as a result of this 
incentive. New workers could 


generate new jobs and more 
income for the State. According 
to figures prepared by 
economists at the Federal 
Reserve Board, these new 
working mothers would 
generate over $62 million in 
taxable income. New income 
taxes and new sales tax 
revenues would be generated." 

The legislation was sent to 
House Ways and Means 
Committee for analysis of the 
cost of the legislation to the 
State. Estimates range from a 
loss in revenue to a surplus for 
the State Treasury.

Carmen Backs 
Reclamation 

Mayoral candidate William 
Carmen said this week that the 
“incineration method of 
disposing of solid waste is now 
outdated, outmoded and too 
costly." 

He criticized Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann for not pressing for¬ 
ward “more expeditiously" for 
a recycling and reclamation 
program for “meeting this 
municipal problem," and 
charged that Mann's 
"procrastination almost cost 
the city a substantial amount of 
federal momey." 

"Experts on city government 
are now in virtual agreement 
that incineration no longer is an 
efficient, advisable or 
economical method of disposing 
of solid waste,” Carmen went 
on to say. 

He added that incineration 
also "contributes to the very 
serious present-day problem of 
air pollution." 

"Forward-looking ‘cities are 
now shifting to reclamation as a 
substitute for incineration," the 
candidate noted. “Brockton 
adopted reclamation and now 
has a full-scale recycling 
operation which costs less than 
incineration and does not 
pollute the air.” 

“Newton, under its present 
mayor, no longer can be rated 
as a forward-looking city," he 
said. 

Carmen said he has "believed 
for some time that the most 
efficient economical and sen¬ 
sible solution to this problem 
would be the creation of a 
regional district for the disposal 
of solid waste in which Newton 
and Waltham would par¬ 
ticipate.”

Information to be recorded 
shall be, in addition to a pencil 
sketch of the structure, the 
physical specifications, in¬ 
cluding type of foundation, 
basement area, interior finish, 
heating system, number of 
rooms, number of bathrooms, 
and number of garages. 


Mobile homes, swimming 
pools, and tennis courts will also 
be indicated, as will unfinished 
rooms in expansion areas. 

Commercial property will be 
appraised not only by the 
physical qualities but also on 
the basis of fair rental value. 

Industrial and public-utility 
property will be valued ac¬ 
cording to the purpose for which 
it is being or may be used. 

All tax-exempt property will 
be appraised. 

Cole-I jyer-Trumble would be 
responsible also for compiling a 
property data file for the use of 
the city, a property 
classification, an abstract of 
appraised values, and a 
property record file for each 
piece of property. 

Personal property — fur¬ 
niture and fixtures — will be 
listed and priced according to a 
replacement value as of a 
period to be agreed on between 
the owner and the appraiser. 

A 60-day period at the end of 
the reappraisal would give 
taxpayers an opportunity to 
discuss individual valuations 
with Cole-Layer-Trumble, 
which may then adjust the 
valuation, with approval of the 
Board of Assessors. 

Cole-Layer-Trumble would 
furnish qualified legal wit¬ 
nesses in cases of litigation 
arising from the appraisals.

Aldermen's Pay 

Within a day or two. tha biua ribbon committaa 
that has baen studying tha quastlon of raimbursamant 
for the 24-member Newton Board of Aldermen 
should release its conclusions. 

Even as the report deadline nears unanimous 
agreement has not been reached on a single course of 
recommendation. The committee has held 11 
meetings since it was formed. They were scheduled to 
get together again this week and it is expected the 
issue should be resolved, at laast by a majority, in 
time for the planned announcement. 

With all 24 members of the board up for re- 
election this fall, the matter of salary or reimburse¬ 
ment for expenses, or both, could not be presented to 
the public at a better time. 

The majority recommendation of the reimburse¬ 
ment committee is in no way binding. 

But it certainly carries much weight in deciding 
whether Newton Aldermen should continue, as they 
have in the long history of the city, with no compensa¬ 
tion. not even coverage of out of pocket expenses. 

We've heard it so often that it has become trite, 
no other city in the Commonwealth hes an aldermanic 
board that is unpaid. But tho statistic has force and 
meaning. Serving on the city's legislative arm may 
require legitimate expenses that should be repaid 
when nocessary and needed. Not every member of the 
board has an extra S500 in the bank to use to cover 
the incidental expenses that are connected with his 
duties on the board 

it will he very interesting during the upcoming 
campaigns to hear exactly what the candidates 
themselves think should be the salary solution. At this 
point, there is no dearer campaign issue. Unlike most, 
this boils down to a simple, unqualified "yes" or "no" 
lor paid aldermen. 

And the aldermanic candidates should make 
their position known as soon as possible. 


West Pointless 

All of us probably have had some personal 
contact or knowledge of the high type caliber of young 
men from here who have won admission to the 
service academies. 

They left our neighborhoods for West Point, 
Annapolis. Air Force. Coast Guard and Merchant 
Marine. And because we knew and so often admired 
them we wall might shake our heads in disbelief at 
the strange story of silence that comes this spring 
from West Point. 

Among the graduates this month from the US 
Military Academy was a 21 -year-old New Yorker who 
had been given the silent treatment from his fellow 
cadets for nearly 19 straight months. His name is 
James J. Pelosi. now second lieutenant. Although he 
graduated 452nd in this year's West Point class of 
some 900 members he may securely hold the real first 
place in the minds of many for sheer determination 
and personal courage. 

For nearly 600 days and nights Cadet Pelosi 
lived in enforced silence amid 3.800 other students in 
the Corps of Cadets. He roomed alone and ate his 
meals alone at a 10 man table. He was never spoken 
to by other cadets except on official business. The day 
by day give and take, the exchange of banter, even the 
shared gripes and dreams were part of no cadet 
conversations with Pelosi. 

Ever since the end of 1971 the Cadet Honor 
Committee at West Point had sanctionad silence 
towards James Pelosi. The cadets' action was taken 
towards their classmate alter he had been, found 
guilty of finishing an answar to a quit after a faculty 
member had said the official test time was up. Pelosi 
appealed the charge. Witnesses added weight to his 
denial of wrong doing. Officials reversed the convic¬ 
tion. But all was not forgotten, far from it. Even 
though the academy commanders found no official 
guilt the corps of cadets, apparently convinced that 
their code of honor had been broken by Pelosi. applied 
total silence towards their classmate. 

Although officials at the officer school found no 
reason for punishment or dismissal the cadets 
themselves mandated the sentence of silence. The 
future military leaders claim that all had sworn to 
uphold the cadet code of honor and by his action — at 
least in their front-and-center eyes — Pelosi had 
broken the code. He must they decided, be punished. 
And without doubt he was. Day after day in silence. 

The silent treatment is seldom imposed, we ere 
told. Mainly because cadets, against whom it has 
been used in the past, often resign, drop out quit cold. 

But Pelosi stuck it out. doggedly determined to 
win his commission As graduation neared some 
classmates thawed a bit and. despite the "code", 
were seen to pass a personal word or two to the 
young man who was judged to have dishonored them. 

When Pelosi's name was called at the gradua¬ 
tion ceremony within the West Point stadium he had 
half extracted there might be a few boos from the 
classmates he had lived among but not with. But 
there were no boos and reports say he received many 
handshakes trom other new officers as he made his 
way back to his seat in the stadium. 

But the story does not end there. The ordeal of 
this newly commissioned officer is not over, nor 
apparently will it ever be. 

We ere told that those West Pointers who have 
sworn to uphold the cadet code of honor will never 
speak to Pelosi in fraternal conversation Their official 
silence will mark him throughout his military career. 
Their only communications will be in line of official 
business or massages.

Republican Senators Desert 
Governor On Budget Slashes 

State Senator David H. Locke of Wellesley, assistant 
Republican leader in the upper legislative chamber, put up about 
as feeble a defense of his party chieftain, Governor Sargent, as it 
is possible to make, during a debate on the question of overriding 
the Governor's line-by-line vetoes of a large number of items in 
the deficiency budget. 

“This is the first line-veto of a budget I have seen during my 
time on Beacon Hill, and I applaud the Governor for It. I admit 
there is no logic to his cuts, but at least he tried,” declared the 
conservative Senator Locke who sounded as if he were praising 
the action of a retarded child. 

Sharp-tongued Democratic Senator Francis X. McCann of 
Cambridge had a typical quip about Governor Sargent's action in 
vetoing an appropriation of $2000 to pay for the Paul Revere bowls 
presented to the former POWs during a recent reception for them 
at the State House. 

“Perhaps we made a mistake,” McCann asserted sar¬ 
castically. “We could have given the POWs a bag of rice and a 
pair of sandals." The Democrats, enjoying a political field day as 
they overrode one gubernatorial veto after another, roared their 
approval of McCann’s remarks. 

Republican Senate Leader John F. Parker, who always tries 
to find something good to say about Governor Sargent, had a 
difficult time doing it on this occasion. "We are having a lot of fun 
here smacking the Governor in the teeth," observed Parker. 
"Maybe some of the items should not have been vetoed." That 
wus the under-statement of the day. 

GOP Senator Robert Hall of Lunenberg made no effort to say 
a good word for tbe Governor or to defend him in any way. In fact, 
he urged other Republican Senators to desert Sarge. 

"1 am personally insulted by this action," exclaimed Hall. “I 
suppose we could have the Paul Revere bowls engraved: 'From a 
grateful Commonwealth, the objections of the Governor not¬ 
withstanding.' ” 

All in all, it was not one of the Governor's better days in the 
State Semite.

GOP Law-Makers Stunned By 
Serge's Veto of ROW Gifts 

Republican members of the State Legislature are baffled, 
bothered and bewildered by some of the actions of the 
Massachusetts leader of their party, Governor Francis W. 
Sargent. 

They almost fainted in a group when Sarge vetoed a $2000 
item included in the deficiency budget for the purchase of Paul 
Revere bowls for the former prisoners-of-war, now home from 
Vietnam, who were honored recently in ceremonies at the State 
House. 

Even the most parsimonious, penurious, stingy, nickel¬ 
nursing, penny-pinching miser would not begrudge his share of 
the cost t.' a far more expensive gift than a Paul Revere bowl for 
these sad-looking men who so plainly showed the strain and the 
terrible toll of their imprisonment and their brutal mistreatment 
by their captors. 

State House observers couldn't believe their ey?s or their ears 
when they read or were told that the Governor had vetoed that 


item in the budget. At first they believed it must be a mistake. 

If it had been a mistake, Governor Sargent could quickly have 
corrected it. He didn’t. The veto was allowed to stand. 

A true reflection of the sentiment in the Legislature was the 
223-0 vote in the House of Representatives to override the 
Governor’s veto. 

That’s about as decisive a margin as you can get when you 
realize there are a couple of vacancies in the House and that a few 
members always are sick or absent. 

Not one Republican House member could be found who was 
willing to stand with his beloved leader on that issue. It is a veto 
which Mr. Sargent presumably will be called upon to explain 
before next year’s gubernatorial election. 

Burglars Should Take Look 
A t Watergate Case Sentences 

If burglars were to break into my home or yours and were 
caught red-handed by police as they left with a television set and 
were arrested, they might be sentenced in court to a jail sentence 
of from six to eight months. 

If it were a first offence, they quite conceivably could be 
placed on probation. 

Without downgrading the importance of Watergate in any 
way, it seems to me that a burglary of my home or yours is a more 
serious crime than a break into an empty office in Democratic 
national headquarters and an attempt to place a bag in Larry 
O'Brien's telephone. 

We're not condoning any of the utterly stupid and completely 
unnecessary espionage and sabotage perpetrated by persons in 
the Nixon campaign, but if the Watergate conspirators are to get 
long prison sentences for breaking into Larry O'Brien’s empty 
office, the penalty for burglarizing my home should be even 
stiffer. 

It hasn’t worked out that way. The prison terms meted out so 
far in the Watergate case have been far out of proportion to the 
seriousness of the crimes committed by the persons sentenced to 
spend long years In jail cells. 

Granted that the Watergate mess is saturated with politics 
and that some of the characters involved in it are real-life spies 
straight out of the pages of a paper-back novel, we expect that the 
next time anyone is convicted of burglarizing a home on our street 
he will be sentenced to life imprisonment. That would be only fair 
on the basis of the sentences handed down in the Watergate case. 

News Story On Danbury Prison 
Recalls Curley's Visit There 

A newspaper story the other day told of the Watergate con¬ 
spirators who had been imprisoned in the Federal Penitentiary at 
Danbury, Conn., and it referred to that institution as a "country 
club." 

We don't know what the Danbury Prison is like now, but It 
wasn't exactly a country club when we jouraeyed to it with James 
M. Curley in late June, 1947, just about 2$ years ago, or when we 
met him coming out five months later to the day. 

In his conversations later, Curley referred to Danbury as “the 
Academy," and like almost everyone else who has been in prison, 
lie argued the cause of the men incarcerated there. 

The news story about Danbury carried us back down 
memory’s lane to the June night when we made our first ex¬ 
cursion into Danbu.y. 

After a wearying, uncertain train ride from Washington to 
Bridgeport, the news reporters piled into the only taxicab 
available at the Bridgeport station and instructed the driver to 
follow the black limousina taking Curley to prison. 

I sat iu frout with the driver and a wire service reporter. 
Several other newsmen were crowded in back, among them John 
Harris of the Globe and Arthur Stratton, then of the Herald, now 
retired. 

We raced through the dark Connecticut countryside only a 
short distance behind the big car carrying Curley and the federal 
marshals. 

As we finally swung into the prison grounds, the cab driver, 
who probably knew what would happen, slowed down. The 
reporters screamed at him to keep going. 

The driver started up his cab. As he did, his headlights 
showed a grlm-lookiug Connecticut state trooper standing in the 
middle oi the road, a rifle at his shoulder, pointing nl the cab. The 
cab driver came to a full slop. 
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“Turn around and get out of here!" the armed trooper told the 

driver. 

“Don’t pay any attention to him!” one of the newsmen in the 
back seat shouted. “Go ahead to the prison entrance.” 

"His rifle is pointed at me, not you," the cab driver answered. 

“And there’s a machine gun centered on you," the trooper 
added. “So don't get any ideas.” 

I explained that we were all newspaper reporters covering 
Curley and that we could show him our credentials. 

Newspaper reporters weren't allowed on the prison grounds 
that late at night, he replied, advising that we go back to Danbury 
and call the warden on the telephone to getour Information. 

We had the cab driver take us to the only hotel in Danbury 
(where every room was always taken), and I telephoned the 
warden. Supposedly, I was the only one who had any coins 
although the others suddenly found them to call their own offices 
collect 

The warden told me Curley had been checked into the prison, 
told been sent into the prison's hospital and was asleep. (I 
remained in the phone booth and called the Post before reporting 
this news to my associates.) 

We had an interview with the warden the next morning but 
couldn't see Curley despite our pleas. Danbury then was a pretty 
town. Its chief occupations then were making hats and servicing a 
federal prison. 

But I didn’t like Danbury on my two visits there, and its 
prison did not seem like a country club from my vantage point. 

Jimmy the Greek Bets lOOO-1 
Nixon Will Not Be Impeached 

It probably was only a matter of time until Jimmy the Greek 
began quoting odds on various aspects of the Watergate scandal. 

In case you have strong Ideas on what will happen as a result 
of the Watergate probe and want to back them up with a few bob, 
Jimmy the Greek, the famed Las Vegas odds-maker, is betting 
1000-1 that President Nixon will not be impeached and 200-1 that 
Nixon will not resign. 

Just as intriguing are the 5-1 odds he is quoting that farmer 
Attorney General John Mitchell will not be convicted. (A lot of 
lawyers believe that the cases of Mitchell and others eventually 
will be thrown nut of court on the ground that it will be Impossible 
for them to get fair trials because of all the publicity concerning 
their alleged offences. The customary rules concerning 
publication of reports about persons accused of crimes are not 
being observed in the Watergate mess.) 

Of course, Jimmy the Greek, like all other gamblers, is not 
exactly infallible even though he may be right more often than 
he's wrong. 

At the start of last year he was betting 50-1 that George 
McGovern would not get the Democratic Presidential nomination 
and 5-2 that Edmund Muskie would. But as Jimmy might say, 
something happened on the way to that Presidential nomination. 

Boston Newspaper Chastises 
O wn Columnist For A rtic/e 

The Herald American recently published two articles by 
liberal columnist Tom Wicker of the New York Times which 
expressed high praise of State Correction Commissioner John O. 
Boone, and there was some conjecture at the time as to how much 
Mr. Wicker actually knew about the subject on which he was 
writing. 

The Herald American does not share Wicker's great esteem 
for Commissioner Boone. In fact, it has sharply criticized Boone's 
administration of the Walpole State Prison, has called upon 
Governor Sargent to fire Boone and blasted him for not doing so. 

So It was somewhat unusual but not actually surprising that 
the newspaper turned its fire upon Tom Wicker, explaining that it 
had published his articles because its failure to do so would have 
brought accusations that it was suppressing ideas contrary to its 
own. 

The Hearld American characterized Wicker’s comments on 
the prison situation in Massachusetts as “incredibly naive” and 
charged that he blindly accepted without checks or questions 
information which was supplied to him either by Boone himself 
“or one of his apologists." 

It suggested rather strongly that the next time he wants to 
expound on the Massachusetts prison situation he should obtain 
his information from a more credible and unbiased source than 
Commissioner Boone. 

Rarely has a newspaper publicly chastised one of its own 
columnists in such unrestrained terms. 

Sargent Made No Real Fight 
To Retain State Conventions 

Governor Sargent apparently decided a fight to block the 
Democratic move to wipe out the pre-primary convention system 
of endorsing candidates for state-wide offices would not be worth 
the price he would have to pay in jobs and other political favors. 

This has caused some Democrats to speculate that Mr. 
Sargent is not planning to stand for reelection next year and that 
Lieutenant Governor Donald Dwight will emerge as the 
Republican candidate for Governor In 1974. 

However, persons close to the Governor say he will be 
satisfied with an unofficial Republican State Convention next 
year and is convinced he can invoke party discipline to make the 
convention endorsements stick even though they will have no 
official standing. 

Sargent went through the motions of recommending that the 
pre-primary conventions be retained but that the delegates be 
elected by the people instead of being chosen by ward and town 
committees. That proposal was quickly rejected by both the 
House and Senate, as the Governor must have known it would be. 

Democratic leaders are happy with this turn of events. They 
believe tbe fact that no State Convention will be held next year 
may drive former Representative Michael Dukakis of Brookline 
out of the fight for Governor and possibly into a contest for the 
Democratic nomination for Attorney General. 

They regard Attorney General Robert Quinn as the Democrat 
most likely to be able to defeat Governor Sargent next year. They 
see Dukakis as a possible spoiler and feel he would have a chance 
against Quinn in a Democratic primary only in the unlikely event 
he carried the endorsement of the Democratic State Convention. 
That obviously would not be possible if there were no convention. 

Quinn, meanwhile, is moving quietly ahead toward the 
Democratic nomination for Governor.

Two Beaconwood Road 
raaldcnta voiced their support of 
the Ctccooe project and 13 in¬ 
dicated support by a show of 
hands. 

A hearing was also held 
before the Land Use Committee 
on a proposal to park school 
buses at 55 Farwell St 

Benjamin R. Goodman, the 
petitioner, has asked for per¬ 
mission to use this lot for about 
35 school buses. 

Residents, citing the amount 
of auto and truck traffic they 
already endure, were opposed 
to the plan. 

"North Street (which runs 
into Farwell) is already im¬ 
possibly overburdened with 
traffic in the morning,” 
Marlowe Sigal of 59 North St., 
told the committee. "Adding 30 
to 40 buses is going to be the 
straw that breaks this camel’s 
bade.” 

"The noise is outrageous in 
this area," Rocco Sementelli, 71 
Anthony Rd., said. "It’s not just 
trucks, but cars nine hours a 
day plus the traffic from the 
truck terminal." 

Sementelli gave the com¬ 
mittee a petition he said was 
signed by 70 residents opposed 
to the Goodman proposal. 

"Trucking alone has ruined 
the area in five years,” Louis 
Martin, 29 North St., said. “If 
we add buses, I can guarantee 
someone's going to get killed up 
there." 

Goodman’s attorney said the 
reason Goodman seeks a site 
inside the city is because the 
buses are in use in Newton; and 
if stored there, the city benefits 
from the excise tax payments 
on them. 

The attorney said Goodman 
currently parks the buses at a> 
lot on Needham Steet but that 
the location is not a good one 
and the lot is not large enough. 

The Farwell Street site is now 
used for parking of vehicles, he 
said. 

A total of 27 residents on hand 
Monday indicated opposition to 
the proposal. 

In a hearing on a plan by 
Chateau Realty Trust to build a 
five-apartment structure at 1030 
Boylston St, it came to light 
that the proposal is for less than 
the minimum amount of square 
feet needed for the project. The 
apartments would also contain 
less than the minimum square 
footage. 

Acting Land Use Chairman 
Aid. Matthew Jefferson pointed 
out to the developer that the 
■Newton Planning Dept has 
recommended denial of the 
project 

Neighbors also appeared in 
opposition. 

The committee did not take 
any action on the matters. A 
regular meeting of the com¬ 
mittee is scheduled for Monday, 
June 25. 

In addition to Jefferson, the 
meeting was attended by 
Aldermen Michael Antonellis, 
Peter Harrington, Richard J. 
McGrath and Michael Lipof. 
Aldermen Alan Barkin, Joseph 
McDonnell and David Cohen 
were absent.

(Coat. from Page 1) 
its management Having been 
active in civic and political 
organizations for many years, I 
understand the importance of 
citizens’ involvement in 
government. With this ex¬ 
perience, I hope to bring to the 
Board of Aldermen a new 
perspective in relating 
government resources to 
citizens’ needs." 

"Newton is a good place to 
live, with a wealth of diverse 
natural and human resources", 
she said. “The issue is the wise 
use of these resorces, to im¬ 
prove the quality of life in our 
city. Must we go elsewhere to 
find tranquility, space, or 
recreational facilities? 
Shouldn't the city involve more 
of our vastly talented neighbors 
in community programs?" 

"Newton, as it enters its 
second century, must deal with 
the very real, unanswered 
problems faced by residents,” 
she said. "The Board of 
Aldermen must ensure that 
there is meaningful coor¬ 
dination among the many city 
agencies and commissions, 
efficient administration, and 
that the city government is 
serving citizens effectively." 

"Without necessitating ad¬ 
ditional funding, the city could 
be providing much better 
guidance and service to citizens 
searching for solutions. 

"For example, parents at 
several schools have been 
searching separately for ways 
to improve cooperatively their 
neighborhood playgrounds; the 
Recreation Department easily 
could have made available to all 
of them time-saving cost and 
design information. 

"Many residents are con¬

The programming of a 
computer using ordinary 
natural language (instead of 
artificial languages like BASIC 
or FORTRAN) has been 
demonstrated, according to an 
article published in the June 
issue of "Computers and 
Automation," the oldest 
magazine in the computer field, 
published in Newtonville. 

An example is shown of input 
in ordinary natural language, 
and output of a precise com¬ 
puter program that will do the 
needed calculation. 

“We believe we have ac¬ 
complished, a breakthrough in 
programming computers,” say 
the three authors of the article, 


Edmund C. Berkeley, Andy 
Larger, and Casper Otten. 

"We have taken ordinary 
instructions in natural language 
such as a manager would give a 
clerk in order to do a 
calculation, a worked example 
of the calculation, and the 
layout of calculation. Then 
using a computer program 
which we call GENIE, we have 
produced an accurate computer 
program which will cause the 
computer to do all of that kind of 
calculation.” 

Berkeley has been in the 
computer field since 1939, is a 
former secretary of the 
Association for Computing 
Machinery (1947-53), is the 


author of 14 books including 
"The Computer Revolution” 
(Doubleday, 1962), and has been 
the president of his own 
business since 1954.

Evenings 
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Common Sense Precautions A Must For Travel

Getting ready for a trouble- 
free vacation in the United 
States or foreign lands could 
mean more than making 
arrangements for transporta¬ 
tion and accommodations. 

For instance, did you inform 
the milkman and newsboy to 
stop deliveries while your're 
away? Bottles and papers 
piling up on the porch or 
doorstep could tip off burglars 
that no one is home. 

A few such common sense 
precautions, in fact, could spell 
the difference between a 
delightful or disastrous holiday. 

If you are going overseas, 
you might need passports, visas 
or travel cards, certificates of 
vaccination, etc., in addition to 
confirmed reservations on car¬ 
riers and at hotels. Check with 
your travel agent, airlines or 
shipping company when arrang¬ 
ing the trip—it may take some 
time to obtain the necessary 
documents. 

Here are some other tips for 


the overseas traveler: 

—Carry your passport on 
your person while traveling— 
never pack it in your luggage 
or leave it in the hotel room. 
Keep a record of the number, 
date and place of issue in your 
wallet or purse. If the passport 
is lost, stolen or destroyed, 
inform the local police and the 
nearest U.S. diplomatic mission 
immediately. 

Study Customs Rules 

—Don't carry large sums of 
currency. And list numbers of 
travelers’ checks and credit 
cards as a precaution against 
loss, theft or destruction. If 
they do disappear, notify police 
and the issuing companies as 
soon as possible. 

—Find out what you may 
bring into and out of countries 
on your itinerary—and the 
United States—without paying 
duties or taxes. Some have 
limitations on film, perfume, 
liquor, cigarettes and amounts 
of their currencies. Some 
products are prohibited and will 
be confiscated. Violations of

customs regulations also could 
mean fines and imprisonment. 

—The wise traveler also will 
steer clear of black markets, 
particularly in Eastern Europe. 
He also will not get involved in 
open political discussions in 
Communist countries and will 
refuse to smuggle out letters or 
packages for strangers. 

If your are planning to tour 
the United States by car, you 
should: 

—Check on overnight accom¬ 
modations along the route and 
reserve rooms early. A small 
advance deposit may determine 
whether you sleep in a bed or 
in the car with the wife, kids 
and family pet. particularly 
during the heavily-traveled 
summer months. 

Check AID Papers 

—Find out when major 
sightseeing attractions on the 
itinerary are open and avoid 
possible disappointments. Some 
are closed one day during the 
week while others may be open 
only several hours daily. Don't 
take chances—it could cost you 
time and money. 


—Check driver license, own¬ 
ership registration card, insur¬ 
ance policies and credit cards 
and have them renewed if 
expiration dales should fall 
within your vacation period. 

And here’s a checklist that 
may help eliminate worries for 
the traveler going overseas or 
touring the United States: 

—Tell the milkman and 
newsboy w hen you w ill be away 
and also arrange for someone 
to mow the lawn and pick up 
the mail. But don’t advertise 
your vacation plans in shopping 
centers, service stations or 
other public places where 
strangers might overhear. One 
may decide to take advantage 
of your absence to rifle your 
home. 

—If you live in a small town, 
you might tell police so they 
can check the house periodical¬ 
ly for uninvited visitors. Ask 
the superintendent or doorman 
if you live in the city. 

Leave Lights On 

—Lock all doors and win¬ 
dows, including those in the 
garage, cellar and attic. Leave 


shades only partly drawn and a 
light or two on or hook up an 
automatic timer that will turn 
them on and off at set hours. 

—Check your dealer or 
repairman on whether to turn 
down—or off—thermostats on 
heaters and refrigerators. Dis¬ 
connect air conditioners, televi¬ 
sion sets and other electrically- 
powered appliances. Find out 
about turning off the pilot light 
if your kitchen has a gas range. 

—Leave a key with a relative 
or neighbor in case of 
emergency. When possible, also 
provide a copy of your 
itinerary, including dates, 
places and telephone numbers, 
so they can contact you if 
something really important 
should come up. 

And last, but not least, get a 
medical and dental checkup— 
an ounce of prevention could be 
worth a pound of cure. Take 
along a supply of prescribed 
medicines and have your doctor 
suggest a first-aid kit. 

If you wear glasses, bring 
along an extra pair or the 
prescription. 


Boating Safety Being 
Taught by "Salty Dog "

named Salty Dog may teach 
your kids not to rock the boat.

educate 1,000,000 Seoul 
boating safety. 
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More than 2,000 veterans, 
enrolled in schools under 
Veterans Administration 
education programs, will 
participate in a new work-study 
program providing up to $250 in 
extra allowances. Most of the 
veterans are disabled. 

VA reported it can advance 
the money to these veteran 
students, who in turn will work 
up to 100 hours in jobs which 
mainly relate to or complement 
their educational studies. Some 
of the veterans, VA said, will 
assist other veterans as part of 
the agency’s "Outreach" ac¬ 
tivities to tell veterans about 
their G. 1. Bill benefits. 

The work-study program is 
authorized under P. !,. 92-540. 

Most "Outreach" efforts are 
carried out through the agen¬ 
cy's 72 veterans assistance 
centers around the country, 
with assistance to educationally 
disadvantaged veterans a high 
priority. 

"Veteran-trainees could 
assist in this area," a VA of¬ 
ficial explained, “by 
telephoning these veterans to 
motivate them to enter 
educational or on-job training — 
or. better still, to visit centers 
for interviews wit h our benefits 
counselors." 

Other veteran-trainees will 
work in VA offices and schools 
attended by veterans. "In short, 
they will work in any capacity 
which contributes to better 
service to veterans," the of¬ 
ficial added. 

Veterans interested in work- 
study allowances were advised 
to apply to VA regional offices 
which maintain their records.

Government provides for them 
through the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration. Below are some 
representative queries. Ad¬ 
ditional information may be 
obtained at any VA office. 

Q — I was discharged about 
ten years ago before Ihe current 
G. I. Bill was passed. Did I lose 
out on educational benefits 
altogether? 

A — Not necessarily. For on- 
the-job training, ap¬ 
prenticeship, farm cooperative 
and flight training, you have 
until August 1975 to use your 
eligibility. Other education 
benefits expire May 31,1974, the 
eighth anniversary of the 
current G. I. Bill. All eligible 
veterans have eight years to 
take advantage of education 
l>enefits. Time is computed 
from the date of discharge or 
the date the benefit firs^ 
became available, whichever 
later. 

Q — What is VA doinj^o help 
the severely disabljj^Vietnam 
veterans get jobs! 

A — In addition^ providing 
medical care and com¬ 
pensation, VA is hiring many 
handicapped veterans including 
some who must work in wheel 
chairs or are blind. In addition, 
VA is working closely with 
universities, other government 
agencies, and business and 
industry to help disabled 
veterans get jobs. 

Q — If a lender turns down a 
veteran’s application for a G. I. 
loan, what should the veteran 
do? 

A — He should see another 
lender. The fact that one lender 
is not interested in making the 
particular type of loan the 
veteran wants does not preclude 
the possibility that another may 
be interested.

NEW YORK (UPI)'- One of 
the longest yachting competl- 
tions-at least as far as time Is 
concerned —Is the World Ocean 
Racing Championship, which 
began in February, 1972, and 
will conclude in December, 
1974. 

The boat with the lowest 
fleet-score total from seven 
races of 22 selected ocean 
contests will be the winner. Of 
the seven races needed to be in 
the running, three of them must 
be from a list of six events 
which generally are considered 
to be the most demanding in 
the world. 

The six are the Bermuda 
Race, the St. Petersburg-to-Ft. 
Lauderdale Race, the Channel 
Race (England), the Fastnet 
Race (England), the Transpac 
Race (Los Angeles to Hawaii) 
and the Sydney-Hobart Race 
(Australia). 


The Sydney-Hobart Race Dec. 
26, 1974, will be the last race 
counted toward the Second 
World Championship. 

As the halfway mark of the 
almost three-year period of 
racing nears, Wally Stenhouse 
of Chicago, who has competed 
in four of seven prescribed 
races, holds the lead in point 
standings with 23. 

Turner Is Leading 
Stenhouse, an insurance ex¬ 
ecutive who campaigns the 49- 
foot ocean racer Aura, was 15th 
in the 1972 Bermuda Race, 3rd 
in the 1972 Transatlantic, 
winner of the 1973 St. Peters- 
burg-Fort Lauderdale Race, 
and fourth in the 1973 Mlami- 
Montego Bay Race. 

Among others who have 
completed four of the seven 
prescribed races, Jesse Philips, 
with the 56-foot Charisma, is in 
second place with 49 points, and 
Ralph Ryder, who sails the 50- 
foot Phantom, is third with 65. 


Ted Turner of Atlanta, who 
won the first championship in 
1970-72 with his converted 12- 
Meter American Eagle, is 
leading a dozen boats who have 
finished three of the required 
races. The defending champion 
has 14 points, but he trails 
Stenhouse because he has 
completed fewer races. 

Turner scored a first in the 

1972 Sydney-Hobart Race in 
American Eagle, a first in the 

1973 Miami-Montego Bay Race 
in IJghtnin’, and a 12th in the 
1973 St. Petersburg-Fort Lau¬ 
derdale event. 

Big Race On July 4 

Rules for the World Ocean 
Racing Chamiponship allow a 
competitor to count the records 
of two boats during the three- 
year period. However, once the 
finish of a second boat is 
counted, the first boat may not 
be used again for a bid at the 
championship. 


For example, Australian Alan 
Bond made the Bermuda and 
Transatlantic races in Apollo 
and then raced his new Apollo 
II in the Sydney-Hobart contest. 
Now, for the remainder of the 
competition, only races he 
makes in Apollo II will be 
counted toward the champion¬ 
ship. 

Next big event for yachts 
competing in the WORC is the 
1973 Transpac Race. The 2,225 
nautical mile sail to Diamond 
Head in Hawaii starts July 4 at 
Point Fermin, Los Angeles 
Harbor. 

During the three-year period, 
most boats competing for the 
WORC “Salty Tiger Trophy" 
will have covered over 6,000 
miles of ocean under racing 
conditions. 

The first WORC was adminis¬ 
tered by the St. Petersburg 
Yacht Club, while the current 
competition is being sponsored 
by Yachting Magazine.

Three Things Shape Pets’ Personalities 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Your 
cat or dog’s personality is 
shaped by three things: Heredi¬ 
ty, his environment very early 
in life, and the care and 
training he receives in your 
home. 

All three are important but 
the last is probably the most 
important, says Patricia 
O'Keefe, a woman who knows 
so much about cats, dogs and 
such that she’s the resident 
authority at the Pet Food 
Institute. 

Heredity influences some 
personality traits. Miss O'Keefe 
said terriers, for example, 
usually are spunky little dogs, 
lively and aggressive. Hounds 
by nature, are more placid. 

“A dog whosse family tree 
includes working dogs will 
usually be very trainable," she 
said. “This is because many 
working breeds originally were 
used for herding and protection 
and make good watchdogs." 

In the cat family, Siamese 
cats tend to be very active, 
while the long-haired, big-boned 
Persian prefers a more leisure¬ 
ly lifestyle. 


Get Vets’ Advice 

When selecting a pet, Miss 
O’Keefe said it’s a good idea to 
talk to a veterinarian, a kennel 
or pet shop proprietor to find 
out as much as you can about 
the natural traits of the breed. 
A book on your favorite can be 
helpful in choosing a pet with 
whom you’ll be most comforta¬ 
ble. 

As you go pet shopping, be 
sure the puppy or kitten you 
choose has been well-cared for. 
I. 0 ok for clean pens and food 
dishes in the kennel area. 
Observe how the owner handles 
the pets he offers for sale. 

A healthy, temperamentally 
sound pup or kitten will be 
alert and eager to make 
friends. Don’t lose your heart to 
the apathetic, shy one who 
looks as if he needs a good 
home.

Health For All 


Without oxygen in the air, 
man lives for a few minutes. 
But newborn rats can survive 
half an hour. Pond turtles last 
for five days. 

Baby rats and turtles have top 
billing in a research project 
conducted by Dr. Michael 
Altman at the Temple 
University Health Science 
Center in Philadelphia. 

The subject under in¬ 
vestigation is of vital im¬ 
portance to human patients 
with chronic lung diseases: how 
can living cells learn to survive 
.with less oxygen? How can 
humans, so to speak, become 
more like turtles? 

With a disease such as em¬ 
physema, the ability of the air 
sacs of the lungs to absorb 
oxygen and exchange it for 
carbon dioxide is impaired. As a 
result, the cells of the body do 
not receive as much oxygen as 
they need. 

Finding out how the cells can 
'adapt to reduced amounts of 
oxygen is the goal of Dr. Alt¬ 


man’s research, which is 
supported by a grant from the 
American Lung Associatioa 

What Dr. Altman finds could 
— conceivably — revolutionize 
the treatment of severe lung 
diseases. Today the object of 
current therapy is to improve 
the delivery of oxygen to the 
cells of the body. But Dr. Alt¬ 
man's research could turn that 
situation upside down. 

What he hopes to pinpoint is a 
way to induce metabolic 
changes so that the cells will 
adapt belter to the decreased 
oxygen they get. Trying to 
supply more oxygen to the cells 
will not be the overriding 
problem it is today. 

The American Lung 
Association of Boston (formerly 
the Boston TB and Respiratory 
Disease Association) is sup¬ 
porting this project and dozens 
of others like it to find out more 
about how the lungs function in 
order to control and prevent 
lung diseases. Finding out is a 
matter of life and breath.

NEW TRICKS

Puppies do learn more 
quickly than older dogs, but you 
can teach any dog to do tricks, 
providing he has already 
learned basic obedience. 

Basic obedience training 
includes sitting, staying, lying 
down, walking at heel position 
and coming when called. In 
teaching your dog to obey, use 
the same word for a command 
each time to avoid confusing 
him. Help him to understand 
what you want him to do; then 
praise him when he performs 
and scold him immediately 
when he disobeys. 

Keeping training periods 
short — about twenty minutes 
at a time — because dogs get 
tired and bored very quickly. If 
there is a dog obedience 
training class nearby where you 
and your pet can learn to work 
together, you might consider 
joining it. Most classes are 
conducted at night and are 
usually inexpensive. 

Once your dog has learned to 
give his full attention and 
respond to your commands, it 
will be relatively easy to teach 
him some entertaining tricks. 

Sitting Up — To prevent him 
from toppling over backwards, 
sit your pet in a corner, close to 
supporting walls. Now lift his 
front legs gently while com¬ 
manding him to “Sit Up.” Push 
him back into sitting position if 
he tries to stand up. After 
repeating this several times, 
remove your hands from him 
and give the verbal command 
only. If he still doesn’t have the 
idea, give him a helping hand 
again. A dog biscuit or other 
treats dangled over his head 
may induce him to sit up, but 
this should be used only as a last 
resort because it will encourage 
him to perform only when a 
tasty reward is in sight 

Once he has mastered the 
position, make him stay there 
with warning commands, until 
you say "All right" or "Okay.” 
Pet him a lot at the end of the 
lesson and he’ll be eager to 
repeat his performance next 
time. 

Carrying — Take a rolled 
newspaper, fastened with a 
string or a rubber band then, 
kneeling beside your dog, place 
the newspaper in his mouth and 
command him to carry. Don’t 
allow him to drop it until you tell 
him “Allright” or "Okay,” then 
praise him and pet him when 
the lesson is over. 

Repeat this until he takes the 
paper on command and holds it 
as long as he's told to. Now put 
the leash on and when you 
command him to carry, walk 
him slowly forward. If 
necessary, use your hand to 
force him to hang onto the 
paper. After a lesson or two, 
he’ll be ready to walk at heel 
while carrying. Remember, 
your praise is his biggest in¬ 
centive, so bestow it 
generously. He’ll respond with 
obvious pride in his new ac¬ 
complishment. 

Fetching — Once a dog can 
carry, teaching him to fetch i< 
simple. Kneeling beside him id 
a corner, show him an object; 
then toss it a few feet away and 
command him to "Fetch." If he 
doesn't move, lead him to the 
object, draw his head down and 
put it in his mouth. Still telling 
him to fetch, make him carry 
the object back to his corner. 
Again, administer plenty of 
compliments and pats while 
teaching him, and your dog's 
natural vanity will prompt him 
to learn more quickly. 

"Finding and Fetching" is a 
variation of this trick that will 
provide hours of amusement for 
both you and your pet. It starts 
with elementary vocabulary 
training. Give him an object to 
carry, his dish for example, and 
repeat the name of the object 
until he learns what it means. 
Gradually, you will be able to 
send him into the next room to 
fetch his dish, or your slippers, 
or his leash or even hidden 
articles he knows by name and 
scent. 

Your dog can also be taught to 
roll over, shake hands, jump 
over objects — the list is limited 
only by your ingenuity. His 
pride in each new trick makes 
him ready to learn the next one. 
With patience and persistence, 
you can have a star performer 
in the family.

Cinema Review: 
Scarecrow 

SCARECROW, at first 
glance, seems to have nothing 
outside two well-known actors 
(Al Pacino and Gene Hackman) 
to account for its vast 
popularity.

Freeport will launch a 
telethon appeal to friends on 
Tuesday, June 19, in an attempt 
to keep the Commonwealth 
Avenue resident open for the 
summer.

“But '.ve can't pack them up 
because we need money," said 
one Freeport supporter. "Our 
need for money is not their 
problem.” 

Student and adult volunteers 
will make the telephone calls 
urging financial support for this 
special appeal on the evening of 
June ID. 

Freeport is a non-profit 
grassroots organization, 
dependent on the support of 
foundations, grants and con¬ 
cerned private citizens. Con¬ 
tributions are tax deductible, 
and can be sent to Freeport, 361 
Commonwealth Avc., Chestnut 
Hill.

Dr. Richard MacDonald 

Newton Doctor Joins 
Norwood Hospital Staff 


Richard A. MacDonald, M.D., 
has been appointed chief of the 
Pathology Service and director 
of Laboratory Medicine at 
Norwood Hospital. 

Before coming to Norwood, 
Dr. MacDonald was professor 
of Pathology and chairman of 
the Department at the 

University of Massachusetts 
Medical School in Worcester, 
where he established and 
organized the first pathology 
department in the new medical 
school.

MacDonald, born in 
Manistee, Michigan, received 
his A.B. degree from Albion 
College, where he became a 
member of the Phi Beta Kappa 
Society.

The new Chief of Service 
interned at Boston City Hospital 
from 1954 to 1955 and then 
served as a junior assistant 
resident in Pathology at the 
Mallory Institute of Pathology 
(1955-56) and senior assistant 
resident in Pathology at the 
same institution from 1956 to 
1957. 

Between 1958 and 1966, he 
retained his affiliation with the 
Mallory Institute and served as 
first an instructor, then as 
assistant professor of Pathology 
at the Harvard Medical School 
From 1966 to 1968, Dr. Mac¬ 
Donald served as a research 
pathologist at the Veteran's 
Administration Hospital in 
Denver, Colorado. He also 
became a professor of 
Pathology at the University of 
Colorado. 

Returning to the Boston area 
in 1969, the new chief assumed 
his duties as a professor of 
Pathology at the B.U. School of 
Medicine ar.J was appointed 
chief of the laboratory Service 
at the Boston VA Hospital. 
While at the VA, Dr. MacDonald 
served as the director of the 
School of Medical Technology at 
that institution.

As a beginning, it might be 
useful to examine the problems 
created by role-playing in 
textbooks, and the manner in 
which curriculum materials 
reinforce the stereotyping of 
how men and women function in 
society. 

No significant changes have 
been made to date to alter the 
myth of the inferiority of 
women perpetuated by school 
systems as early as kin¬ 
dergarten, although some 
halting steps are being taken by 
civil rights groups and 
government agencies to effect 
appropriate changes in 
curriculum and teacher at¬ 
titudes. 

The first book a child reads is 
usually one picturing Mother 


entirely concerned with 
household responsibilities while 
the parent who participates in 
the activities of the outside 
world and who makes the 
significant decisions is Father. 

These portrayals relentlessly 
indoctrinate children into their 
traditional sex roles and sup¬ 
port the viewpoint that men are 
the more important members of 
society. 

Dr. Vernon R. Haubrich, 
professor of education at the 
University of Minnesota, says 
that "the first challenge is the 
part which schools in general, 
but teachers, curriculum 
workers, principals, and text¬ 
book publishers, in particular, 
play in the narrowing, 
stereotyping and dehumanizing 
of women's roles in American 
society. The uncritical ac¬ 
ceptance — even active 
promotion — by school per¬ 
sonnel of sex stereotypes from 
kindergarten through college 
has been well documented.” 

United States history books 
simply leave out altogether the 
role women played in the 
building of America, and 
women are seldom if ever 
shown fighting for any goal.

A recent survey of the dozen ! 
most widely used high school ; 
textbooks reveals that the 
portrayal of the role played by 
women left the impression that ! 
females did not arrive on this 
continent until 1619 and then 
were not heard from again until 
1920 when they surfaced to be 
“given" the vote. According to 
these various texts, women 
didn’t even fight for their right 
to go to the polls. 

There is no mention of women 
settlers, the thousands of 
women who homesteaded and 
claimed property without the 
aid of men, nor of the thousands 
more who bore arms during the 
Revolutionary and Civil Wars. 
"Interestingly enough," notes 
the National Council Social. 
Studies Journal, Social 
Education, "the increase in the 
amount of space devoted tp 
black history has not made , 
room for the black woman.” ; 
Furthermore there is little ; 
mention of the fact that black* 
and white women were in thej 
forefront of the anti-slave 
movement — the movement 
that gave black men the vote 
fifty years before white or black 
women. 

Women’s roles as fighters, 
scientists, nurses, journalists, 
educators, and factory workers 
in both World Wars are largely 
neglected and what space is 
given is generally capricious, 
while information on 
discrimination is absent. Social 
Education also notes that "the 
texts are silent on current legal, 
challenges to such practices as 
discriminatory hiring and 
promotion and companies’ 
failures to comply with equal, 
pay legislation.” 

The National Education 
Association (NEA) has laun¬ 
ched a drive to remove sexist 
materials from the schools. 
Recently NEA and the U.S., 
Office of Education sponsored a 
Conference on Sex Role 
Stereotypes in Education and 
has called upon everyone in ; 
education to join in a nationwide 
effort to reduce the negative 
effects of sex role stereotypes.' 

In addition to using textbooks 
which are both realistic and 
constructive, teachers must be 
encouraged to help develop the 
full potential of each child 
regardless of sex. This is not the. 
case now. Girls usually know by 
the fourth grade that they can 
only expect to be housewives, 
nurses, secretaries, or 
teachers. 

California has passed a law 
mandating the elimination of 
sex stereotyping in textbooks by 
1975. NEA has initiated a long¬ 
term program to improve the, 
treatment of women and 
minorities in instructional 
materials. 

Massachusetts has not really 
been in the forefront of the fight 
to erase sexism from the 
schools although several' 
months ago the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association (MTA), 
the Boston Teachers Union, and 
NEA joined together to hold a 
conference focusing attention 
on discrimination. 

Sex discrimination has no 
more place in our society than 
racial or religious oppression. 
Why it has taken so long for 
Americans to come such a short 
distance is very difficult to 
understand, but only through 
concentrated and conscious 
effort by all segments of society 
can we begin to effect the kind 
of change that reason and 
justice dictate.

Guzzi Supports Bill For 
State Control Of Auto Repair 
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PAUL M. WINSHIP has been 
named vice president for Ex¬ 
ternal Affairs at Pine Manor 
Junior College. Winship, whose 
appointment is effective Sep¬ 
tember 1 , will participate in and 
supervise all of the college's 
fund-raising, publications, 
news-bureau, and alumnae 
relations. A 1939 honors 
graduate of Dartmouth College, 
he has been vice president for 
Development at Bennett 
College in Millbrook, New York 
since 1965. He is chairman of the 
American Alumni Council 
National Committee for two- 
year colleges; a member of the 
American College Public 
Relations Association; a 
charter trustee at the Berkshire 
School in Sheffield, Mass.; a 
trustee of the Dutchess School 
in Millbrook, New York and is a 
member of the Board of 
Governors and vice president of 
the Millbrook Golf and Tennis 
Club. Winship is married and 
has five children. 


State Representative Paul 
Guzzi has indicated his strong 
support for legislation to bring 
auto-repair shops under state 
control. 

The legislation would 
establish a Bureau of 
Automotive Repairs respon¬ 
sible for licensing all auto- 
repair establishments, as well 
as supervising the training of all 
mechanics In Massachusetts. 

The proposed state bureau 
would implement strict controls 
on the automotive repair 
business, resulting in more 
uniform prices and higher 
standards of quality. 

Guzzi stressed that the 
bureau would be “an effective 
channel for consumer com¬ 
plaints, with adequate power to 
eliminate unfair and often 
deceptive practices harmful to 
the consumer." 

License requirements under 
the proposed legislation would 
be extended to all service 
stations, independent garages, 
dealerships, and auto body 
shops in the Commonwealth. 
Registration fees would range 
from $50 to $200 annually. 

The legislation also outlines 
the necessary educational 
requirements for mechanics. In 
order to obtain a journeyman's 
license, a mechanic would have 
to complete a three year ap¬ 
prenticeship period and pass 
an examination administered 
by the proposed Bureau of 
Automotive Repair. In order for 
a mechanic to run his own shop, 


he would have to obtain a 
master mechanics' license by 
spending two additional years 
on the job and passing a more 
advanced examination. 

According to Rep. Guzzi, 
there are many consumer 
complaints In this area. The 
most common problems, which 
the proposed legislation is 
designed to solve, include: 
substituting rebuilt parts for 
new parts without the 
knowledge of the owner; 
garages which do more repair 
work than is requested by the 


car owner; and shops which 
deal incorrectly or illegally with 
their warrentees. 

Rep. Guzzi expressed hope 
that this legislation will soon be 
enacted because "strong state 
controls will not only supply the 
consumer with the right to 
obtain knowledge or in¬ 
formation pertaining to a 
certain repair job, but also the 
power to control and take action 
against any establishment 
whose services do not comply 
with the required standards.” 


Tenants Will Now Have 
Six Days To Appeal Eviction 


A bill filed by State 
Representative David J. 
Mofenson to extend the time for 
appeals in an eviction 
proceeding was signed into law 
last week by Gov. Francis 
Sargent and will go into effect in 
August. 

The legislation requires that a 
tenant be given six days in 
which to file his appeals case 
instead of the current 24 hours 
granted. 

The Newton legislator said he 
sees "no reason" why a tenant 
should not have "ample time to 
prepare his appeal.” 

"Even if a tenant fully un¬ 
derstands his right to appeal his 
eviction,” Mofenson said, "he is 
hard-pressed to file an appeal 
within 24 hours." 


Mofenson also reported that 
the state House of Represen¬ 
tatives has passed his bill to 
require the new state agencies 
created last year to supervise 
our criminal records system to 
hold public hearings before 
adopting regulations. 

“These criminal records, 
soon to be computerized, are too 
sensitive to have most of the 
lawmaking about them go on in 
private,” Mofenson said. 
"Although the criminal history 
systems board has been 
operating in a commendably 
open way, this bill will insure 
that this board and its suc¬ 
cessors will give members of 
the public a chance to have 
some input on the collection, 
storage and dissemination of 
this information.” 


Aldermen To Discuss 
Lettuce Boycott Support Four Newton Students 

Roxbury Latin Grads 


A resolution, passed 7-0 with 
one abstention at the alder- 
manic Franchises and Licenses 
Committee last week, calls on 
the Board of Aldermen to 
support the boycott of non-UFW 
lettuce and grapes at retail 
stores and the boycott of 
restaurants that use non-UFW 
lettuce. 

It further asks the Board of 
Aldermen to direct all city 
institutions for which it holds 
fiscal responsibility purchase 
only UFW lettuce and grapes. 

The resolution includes a 
commendation of the four 
major grocery chains that have 
refused to purchase non-UFW 
grapes and lettuce — First 
National, Purity Supreme, Star 
Market, and the Be ton division 
of Stop & Shop. 


Speaking at the committee in 
favor of the resolution were 
Aldermen David Cohen and 
Pam Albright and Mark Chesler 
of the Newton Committee for 
Farm Workers. 

Chesler said the "a vote of 
confidence from the city 
government could influence the 
shopping habits of consumers”. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
wrote to the New England 
Division of A&P more than a 
month ago, requesting a 
commitment on UFW lettuce, 
and several city officials joined 
a March 30 picket line at 
A&P, Chealer said. 

The Newton Committee for 
Farm Workers will appear at a 
School Committee meeting “in 
a few weeks,” added Chesler, 
with a proposal to eliminate 
iceberg lettuce from school 
cafeterias.

FATHER'S DAY — a llmr spent 
catering to Dad's every whim, making 
him master of all he surveys, deluging 
him with love, gifts and his favorite 
foods. 

Most men. given their choice, 
would prefer a thick juicy steak, baked 
potato and salad. However, it is 
possible that the budget will not stand 
the pinch of a prime filet mignon, the 
ultimate in tenderness and good flavor. 
It is possible to buy less expensive cuts 
and perform a bit of magic tenderizing 
by marinating the meat in a homemade 
or packaged marinade. 

Consider top-round, sirloin tip, 
bottom, round hone chuck because of 
their economy and also less fat (fewer 
calories) than more expensive cuts; 
these will give you a more beefy flavor 
plus more vitamins and protein pound 
for pound. Add the tenderness they lack 
by marinating. 

Incidentally, did you know that 
because of its excellence, sirloin steak, 
according to English legend, was 
knighted "Sir I Ain" and later came to 
Ik 1 known as "sirloin." 

For grilling over hot coals or 
broiling, it is advisable that a steak he 
at least 1 -inch thick, unless your taste 
runs to leather-like steak — because it 
is almost impossible to broil a thin 
steak on the rare side with the outside 
crisply browned. 

Keep in mind that steaks are most 
tender and juicy when cooked at a 
moderate temperature — this means 
placing the steak a sufficient distance 
from the heut on the grill or in the 
broiler if you're cooking in the kitchen. 

Directions: Slash the fat edge of 
steak at 1 -inch intervals without cutting 
into the lean meat . . . this helps keep 
the steak from curling. When little 
bubbles appeal* on top of the steak it's 
time to turn it (heat forces juices up the 
uncooked side, making the bubbles). 
Use tongs in turning steak because a 
fork punctures the meat releasing good 
juices. 

Always salt the cooked side — if 
raw meat is salted, too much juice 
escapes. Allow the second side to broil 
less time than the first because the 
second side receives additional heating. 
A 1-inch steak, cooked medium rare 
will take from 13 to 15 minutes total 
cooking time. To check for degree of 


doneness. cut a small slash In center of 
steak near bone and examine for color.

Place steak in marinade and pierce all 
surfaces of the meat deeply and 
thoroughly with a kitchen fork to carry 
flavor deep down and lock in natural 
juices. Marinate 15 minutes, turning 
several times. Remove meat from 
marinade; drain. To reserve marinade, 
add water, remaining 'a tablespoon 
brown sugar, chili sauce and parsley. 
Bring to a boil and simmer 5 minutes. 
Keep this sauce hot on side of grill or 
beside broiler. Grill or broil steak 
approximately 25 minutes, turning and 
basting frequently with sauce. To 
serve, remove steak to carving board 
or platter. Slice in thin, diagonal slices 
across the grain. Three or more slices 
make a generous serving. 1 -adlc ad¬ 
ditional sauce over each serving. 

RAKED POTATOES 
6 medium baking potatoes 
One-third cup hot milk 
3 tablespoons butter or margerine

They don’t 
believe what you’re doing half 
the time, if you have a magical 
night—If it’s a really, really 
fine night. Then we do what no 
other people can do." 

A few hours after Robert 
Plant spoke those words (being 
a rock 'N' roll star requires a 
healthy ego), he and the other 
members of Led Zeppelin had a 
magical night. All the pieces 
fit, and Led Zep's music was 
magnificent. It had to be the 
best rock *n’ roll on the planet 
that night. 

Sometimes I think Led 
Zeppelin is just about the best 
rock band there is. Other times, 
well.... 

Led Zep is inconsistent. I 
figure that they have achieved 
about a 40 per cent success rate 
in recorded music over the last 
five years—actually a bit 
under. But they are one of the 
most popular bands in history, 
because their best is so very 
good. 

They experiment. This trou¬ 
bles some critics, who feel they 
should do what they do best,” 
meaning hard and heavy blues- 
rock. But much of Led Zep’s 
best work has strayed far from 
that particular safety island. 

Led Zeppelin is the direct 
descendent of The Yardbirds, 
one of the great British bands 
of the 60s. Jimmy Page was the 
Yardbirds’ third lead guitarist. 


He replaced Jeff Beck. Beck 
had replaced Eric Clapton. 
Beck and Clapton, of course, 
went on to personal stardom. 
Page saw the band through a 
complete change of personnel 
(including the addition of Plant 
as lead singer and lyricist), 
then changed the name to Led 
Zeppelin. 

On stage, Led Zep has all the 
visual appeal and dramatic 
power The Yardbirds lacked. 
Plant is the key: topped by an 
Immense mane of golden curls, 
graceful and unapologetically 
macho, he has a powerful 
voice, tremendous range and 
near-perfect control. Sharing 
the spotlight, he and Page 
make a devastating team. 

On the second date of their 
1973 U.S. tour. Led Zep filled 
the Tampa Stadium with nearly 
57,000people. The show grossed 
(309,000. Both figures, as the 
PR types never tire of 
repeating, break the Beatles’ 
7V4-year-old Shea Stadium re¬ 
cords. 

Led Zeppelin’s newest album 
—their fifth—is called “Houses 
of the Holy "(Atlantic SD-72S50). 
It's a bit of a disappointment. 
Out of eight cuts, three are 
excellent, four are fair and one 
(The Crunge) should never 
have made it out of the studio. 

The good ones are “No 
Quarter," “Over the Hills and 
Far Away.” (The single-to- 
come), and "The Ocean,” They 


intensely dramatic, innovative 
and powerful. 

As for the lyrics, Plant (who 
is not what you'd call the 
humble sort) accurately ana¬ 
lytes his own work as "a 
combination of fantasy, roman- 
tlrism and vague truths." 

The lyrics aren’t good enough 
to strengthen the basic weak¬ 
nesses in "Houses of the Holy" 
much, however. If this piece 
prompts you to buy a Led Zep 
album for the first time, I 
recommend number four (no 
title—Atlantic Sd-7206) It’s a. 
rock masterpiece. 

Meanwhile, I hope Led 
Zeppelin keeps right on ex¬ 
perimenting. As far as I’m 
concerned, the 40 per cent is 
worth the trouble. 

They’re going to have an 
incredible "greatest hits" 
album.

Under the jurisdiction 
of the Department of Public 
Health, the State Registry is 
based at Lemuel Shattuck 
Hospital, where it compiles the 
data fed in by the affiliated 
hospitals to develop a statewide 
statistical pattern. 

Newton-Wellesley’s Registry 
is staffed by two part-time 
clerks who receive pathology 
reports on all malignancies. 
Tehy also review daily patient 
discharges to make sure their 
files are complete. 

Information from the 
patient's hospital chart is ab¬ 


stracted onto a form submitted 
by the state. The original goes 
to the State Registry and a copy 
goes into the hospital’s file by 
tumor location. 

In addition, an alphabetical 
card file is maintained at 
Newton-Wellesley, as is a 
follow-up file arranged by the 
month of discharge. From this, 
the registry launches its annual 
check of patients' conditions, all 
of which information may 
someday give scientists a 
helpful clue as to the cause and 
cure of cancer.

PROPER MANNER OF 
DISPLAYING THE FLAG 

There are certain fundamental 
rules of heraldry, which if under¬ 
stood genet ally, would indicate 
the proper method of displaying 
Hie Flag of the United States of 
America. Tiie matter becomes n 
very simple one if it is kept In 
mind that the Flag represents 
Hie living country and is itself 
considered ns a living thing. The 
union of the Flag is the honor 
point: the right arm is the sword 
arm and therefore the point of 
danger and hence the place of 
honor. 

1. The Flag should be displayed 
\ only from sunrise to sunset, or 

■ between such hours ns may be 
[ designated by proper authority. 

; However, the Flag may be dls- 

■ played nt night upon special oc¬ 
casions when it is desired to pro¬ 
duce a patriotic effect. It should 
bo hoisted briskly, but should be 
lowered slowly nnd ceremoni¬ 
ously. The Flag should he dis¬ 
played on all National nnd State 
holidays nnd on historic nnd spe¬ 
cial occasions. (However, being 
the emblem of our country, it 
ought to fly from every flagpole 
every day throughout the year, 
weather permitting.) Special 
care should be taken to sec that 
the Flag is displayed on the fol¬ 
lowing days: New Year's Day, 
January 1; Inauguration Day, 
January 20; Lincoln’s Birthdny, 
February 12; Washington's 
Birthday, February 22; Easter 


Sunday (variable); Mother's 
Day, second Sunday In May; 
Armed Forces Day, third Satur¬ 
day in May; Memorial Day (half 
staff until noon), May 30; Flag 
Dny, June 14; Independence Day, 
July 4; Labor Day, first Monday 
in September; Citizenship Day. 
September 17; Columbus Day, 
October 12; Veterans Day, No¬ 
vember 11; Thanksgiving Day, 
fourth Thursday of November: 
Christmas Dny, December 25; 
such other days ns may bo pro¬ 
claimed by the President of tlie 
United States; the birthdays of 
States (dates of admission); und 
on Slate holidays. The Flag 
should be displayed daily, weath¬ 
er permitting, on or near the 
main administration building of 
every public institution. The 
Flag should be displayed in or 
near every polling place on elec¬ 
tion days and, during school 
days, in or near every sehonl- 
house. 

2. When curried in a proces¬ 
sion with another flag or flags, 

the Flag of the United Stales o 
America should bo cither on 
marching right, i.e., the MBg's 
own right, or when thejTis a 
line of other flags, th^Flag of 
the United Stales ^^Amorica 
may he in Iront of Jwe center of 
that line.

1. Do not permit disrespect to 
be shown to the Flag of the 
United States of America. 

2. Do not dip the Flag of the 
United States of America to any 
person or any thing. The regi¬ 
mental color, State flag, organ¬ 
ization or institutional flag will 
render this honor. 

3. Do not display the Flag 
with the union down except as 
a signal of distress. 

4. Do not place any other ling 

or pennant above or, if on the 

same level, to the right of the 
Flag of the Unitet States of 
America. 

5. Do not let the Flag touch 
the ground or the floor, or trail 
in tho water. 

6. Do not place any object or 
emblem of any kind on or above 
the Flag of the United States of 
America. 

7. The Flag should never be 
used as drapery of any sort 
whatsoever, never festooned, 
drawn back, nor up, in folds, but 
always allowed to fall free. 
Bunting of blue, white and red, 
always arranged with the blue 
above, the white in the middle, 
and the red below, should In 
used for covering a speaker's 
desk, draping the front of a 
platform, and for decoration in 
general. 

8. Do not fasten the Flag In 
such manner as will permit It to 
be easily torn. 

9. Do not drape the Flag over 
the hood, top, sides or back of a 
vehicle, or of a railway train or 
boat. When the Flag is disoiayod 
on a motor car, the staff should 
be affixed firmly to the cnassts. 
or clamped to the raatator cup. 

10. Do not display the Flag on 
a float in a parade except from 
a staff. 

11. Do not use the Flag as a 
covering for a ceiling. 

12. Do not carry the Flag flat 
or horizontally, but always atoit 
and free. 

13. Do not use the Flag as a 
portion of a costume or oi an 
athletic uniform. Do not em¬ 
broider it upon cushions or nana- 
kerehiefs nor print it on paper 
napkins or boxes. 

14. Do not put lettering of any 
kind upon the Flag. 

15. Do not use the Flag in any 
form of advertising nor fasten 
an advertising sign to a pole 
from which the Flag is flown. 

16. Do not display, use or store 
the Flog in such a manner as 
will permit it to be easily soiled 
or damaged. 

17. The Flag should never be 
used as a receptacle for receiv¬ 
ing, holding, carrying, or deliver¬ 
ing anything.

CAI.ABASAS, Calif. (UPI) - 
It looks a bit like Punchbowl 
Crater in Honolulu, where 
Americans killed in the Pacific 
during World War II are 
buried, as one drives the 
narrow winding road up a 
hillside dotted with wildflowers. 

But this is the Los Angeles 
Pet Cemetery, final resting 
place of some 25,000 dogs, cats, 
otters, goats, horses, lions and 
a couple of goldfish. 

Since 1929, bereaved pet 
owners have been burying their 
furry friends here, and in 
recent years, in more than 400 


other pet cemeteries throughout 
the United States. 

Celebrities like Richard 
Nixon patronize the places—his 
Checkers is buried at Blde-A- 
Wee Cemetery in Ixng Island 
under a headstone and two 
American flags-but most of 
the customers are ordinary 
citizens. 

“They're just people like you 
and me," says A1 Carbath, 
owner for the past 25 years of 
Cal Pet Crematory in Sun 
Valley, Calif.

Carbath provides only crema¬ 
tion services at $35 to $75, 
depending on the animal's size, 
but most cemeteries offer 
cremation or burial, embal¬ 
ming, caskets, viewing rooms, 
and even perpetual care of the 
grounds. 

The Los Angles Pet Cemetery 
has a small “slumber room" 
where owners may view their 
pet lying in state on a blue 
satin covered stand. There are 
two flower stands in front of 
the casket, and Mrs. Gay 
Collier, who has been making 
pet funeral arrangements for 26 
years, says many owners order 
elaborate displays from florists. 

The redwood caskets, made 


on the premises, arc lined in 
pink, blue or white satin. Hie 
smallest—about eight by 12 
inches—is intended for birds.

There are also some more 
dehort modda, co blue 
plush and lined with tucked 
satin, which Mrs. Collier said 
were "actually made for still¬ 
born babies." 

Buried on the 10 acres in the 
hilly Ixis Angeles suburb are a 
number of celebrities’ pets and 
a few animals famous in their 
own rights. 

"We have Hopalong Cassidy's 
Topper, a circus horse, and two 
horses which belonged to the 
original Tonto (not Jay Silver- 
heels),” Mrs. Collier enumera¬ 
ted. 

"We also have two goldfish. 
The owners moved to California 
from Chicago and when one

died they had it burled here. 
Not long after, the other fish 
died, and it was buried 
alongside the first. 

"We have a special section 
for birds, and we have one 
himmingbird and one quail," 
she continued. 

Owners Visit Graves 

We have several of Lionel 
Barrymore’s dogs and cats, 
Rudolph Valentino’s dog Kabar, 
Alfred Hitchcock’s dogs, Linda 
Darnell's rooster, Mae West's 
monkey, and Bob Newhart's 
dog. And Diana Ross had a dog 
and cat which were poisoned in 
her I^as Vegas hotel room a 
couple of years ago, and they 
are both buried here." 

Burial, including casket and 
perpetual care, costs $110.30 for 
a small dog up to 36 inches. 
Cremation runs $37.50. Black 
diamond granite headstones 
range from $38.50 to $44.50. 

"You get to know some 
wonderful people in this busi¬ 
ness," the petite, white-haired 
lady says. 

“People who think enough of 
their pets to bury them are 
pretty nice folks." 

"I can talk to most of them 
and it seems to help them. Of 
course, I never ask what 


animal passed away from. I try 
to bring up other topics," she 
said. 

Many owners return regular¬ 
ly to visit the grave. 

"One couple used to come 
every Sunday. You could tell 
time by their car arriving. 
They've stopped coming and it 
makes me wonder if one or the 
other of them passed on."

On a recent spring morning, 
artificial flowers blossomed on 
most of the graves, with an 
occasional American flag and 
numerous baskets of chocolate 
eggs and leftover plastic Easter 
bunnies.

Board Approves 
Revaluation Funds 


No Change In Lower Falls 


The Board of Aldermen 
Tuesday night approved a 
$215,000 appropriation for the 
process of revaluation of the 
city's real estate, ending more 
than six months of debate and 
the threat of the city's being 
unable to collect taxes. 

Other major actions included 
holding the request of the 
Director of Public Works for 
reinstatement of the position of 
general superintendent of the 
Street Department for a special 
meeting of the Public Works 
Committee on June 26, post¬ 
ponement of the vote to ap¬ 
propriate money for garbage 
collection, and postponement of 
a decision on the formation of a 
Newton-Waltham regional 
refuse disposal district. 

The appraisal firm selected 
for revaluation, Cole-Layer- 
Trumble of Dayton, Ohio, and 
Portland, Me., must, according 
to the terms of the contract, 
start work within 30 days of the 
signing of the contract. Ac¬ 
cording to James Salter, aide to 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann, the 
contract will probably be signed 
this week, since all review and 
approvals of the contract have 
already been completed. 

Total cost of the reappraisal 
by Cole-Layer-Trumble will be 
$345,000. 

The revaluation debate was

Rosenberg explained that the 
legal basis of the city’s case, 
which has been heard and is 
awaiting a decision, did not 
revolve around the testimony of 
the neighbors, but rather what 
stores were in the location in 
1922 and what the uses of the 
stores involved. 

The city claimed that there 
has been substantial change in 
the use and in the character of 
the business since 1922 and a 
change in the effect of the stores 
on the neighborhood. 

The neighbors' testimony was 
applicable only to the second 
claim, Rosenberg said. The city 
obtained testimony on 
businesses in existence in 1922 
from a former resident of the 
area now living in Florida, and 
presented assessors' data to 
support its contention that 
substantial change in use has 
occurred.

The payment of $1,200 "an¬ 
nual compensation" to all 
aldermen beginning January, 
1974, was the unanimous 
recommendation of the special 
committee on aldermanic pay 
in its report issued last week. 

The committee, composed of 
six members appointed by the 
Board of Aldermen and three by 
the mayor, began meeting last 
February, after a veto by 
Mayor Theodore Mann of an 
ordinance passed by the board 
giving aldermen $2,500 yearly 
compensation. 

Alderman Matthew Jef¬ 
ferson, who originated the 
$2,500 a Idermanic-pay 
measure, said Tuesday that he 
plans to resubmit his proposal 
for compensation as soon us 
possible, accepting the 
recommendation of $ 1 , 200 . 

The committee, chaired by 
.ewis Songer, executive 
director of the Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said in its report that it 
"strongly believes that there is 
nu good reason why alone 
among the 39 Massachusetts 
cities Newton should continue to 
expect its aldermen to serve 
without pay." 

"The committee rejected the 
notion that payment for service 
will attract a lesser degree of 
public-minded legislator, for 


surely no one could financially 
survive on $1,200 as the prin¬ 
cipal source of income," the 
report continued. 

The donation of 300-400 hours 
time a year, plus postage, 
clerical, telephone, and 
automobile expenses, may be 
the cause, the committee felt, of 
an "elitist board, where only the 
wealthy and professional level 
of our community may apply 
for membership." 

The out-of-pocket expenses 
may appraoch, according to 
committee findings, $ 1,000 per 
year. 

In arriving at its recom¬ 
mendation, the committee 
examined the following con¬ 
siderations — the public ser¬ 
vices rendered, attraction of 
candidates, greater 
socioeconomic mix of local 
legislators, recompense for 
expenses incurred in serving 
constituents, cost to taxpayers, 
changing tradition, comparison 
with other nonpaid public 
boards, and inability to legislate 
possible increases in com¬ 
pensation by future boards. 

The lack of legal restraint 
upon future boards, a mutter of 
concern to the committee, 
would have to be handled by the 
voters, Songer commented.

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Group Keeps Searching For Home For Retarded 


"Normalization" — learning 
to live normally — is the basis of 
housing program for retarded 
children and adults being un¬ 
dertaken by a Newton- 
Wellesley-Woston committee 
now looking for a suitable house 
in Newton and for guidance 
from the city about legal 
requirements for occupancy. 

The Ncwton-Wellcsley- 
Weston Committee to provide 
Community Residences for the 
Hctarded. a private, nonprofit 
corporation, sees the eventual 
need in three communities for 
15 hi 20 homes. F.ach will house 
eight persons originally from 
the area who are able to leave 
an institutional setting. 

The first eight have had 
several months of training in 
community living behavior at 
Wrentham State School, from 
which they will be sent to the 
home in Newton us soon as one 
is purchased. 

The committee has received a 
$10,000 grant from the Per¬ 
manent Charities Fund. Inc., of 
Boston, to fund the purchase of 
a house. Each resident will pay, 


from welfare disability 
payments received, $135 per 
month room and board toward 
the mortagagc payments, food, 
and maintenance. 

The State Department of 
Mental Health will pay 25 per 
cent of the mortage payments 
and utilities, and will pay for 
telephone and transportation 
charges and staffing of the 
home. 

House parents have already 
been selected. They are Thomas 
and Susan Corcoran, both of 
whom arc experienced in social 
service work and group homes. 

Mrs. Lucy Chansky of 
Newton, spokesman for the 
committee, said this week that 
since the middle of May she has 
been trying to get some 
guidelines from the city's Law 
and Building Departments as to 
what problems the residents 
will need to deal with before a 
purchase is made, but the two 
departments have been "very 
uncooperative” with her 
requests. "We're really getting 
angry," she said. 

the committee hopes to avoid 


the lengthy procedure of ob¬ 
taining permissive use from the 
Board of Aldermen, with the 
requisite advertising and public 
hearing. 

"We are looking for a two- 
family house," Mrs. Chansky 
said, "hoping that four people 
can live in each half without any 
zoning problem. "We had one 
selected in Auburndale but we 
lost it because of not being able 
to find out anything from the 
city." 

For this first group home, all 
residents will be over 21 years 
of age, the oldest being about 40. 
In succeeding homes, the 
committee plans to have some 
school-age children. 

The community residences 
will become permanent homes 
for the retarded persons where 
they will have a strong voice in 
planning their own lives, em¬ 
ployment and recreational 
activities. 

In the homes they will be 
trained in self-care and living 
skills. The community will 
provide work training and 
sheltered workshop experience. 


Residents of the Newton home 
will attend the Charles River 
Workshop in Needham for job 
training and possible job 
placement or workshop em¬ 
ployment. Transportation will 
be provided by the Newton 
School Department. Those who 
are able to find employment 
outside the workshop would 
travel by public transportation. 

Medical and dental care for 
the eight residents will be ob¬ 
tained privately and paid for by 
die Welfare Department. 

After the first Newton home is 
set up, the committee hopes 
that the Newton Housing 
Authority will agree to a 
proposal, presented at the 
Authority's last meeting, by 
which the Authority will operate 
additional homes that would be 
funded by the Department of 
Community Affairs. 

Under the proposal, housing, 


either new or .rehabilitated, 
would be funded by 
DCA through the Housing 
Authority. In cases of rented 
property the DCA would make 
up the difference between rent 
paid by the residents and the 
amount by the Authority to the 
owner of the property. 

Other expenses would be paid 
for by the Department of 
Mental Health. 

Spokesmen for the committee 
and the Department of Mental 
Health told the Authority that 
the DCA will provide funding "U 
the Housing Authority will 
ask." 

NHA Executive Director 
Frank Quinn said later that the 
Authority had heard of this 
proposal for the first time at 
last week's meeting and that it 
is being considered, although he 
feels the NHA "has just about 
all it can handle right now." 


Safety Officer Retires 


After 45 years of service to the 
City of Newton, Safety Officer 
Gilbert J. Champagne of the 
Newton Police Department will 
retire as of June 22. 

Champagne began his service 
with the Newton Recreation 
Department in 1928 as a 
lifeguard at Allison Beach on 
the Charles River. Due to ex¬ 
ceptionally heavy rains that 
increased the depth and speed 
of the river, Champagne 
rescued five swimmers in his 
first month as lifeguard. 

He remained as beach 
director at Allison until 
Recreation Commissioner 
Ernest Hermann asked him to 
take over Boyd Park as 
recreation director in 1932, due 
to his ability to organize and 
instruct gymnastics and other 
youth activities. 

During his tenure as director, 
he developed a tumbling and 
acrobatic team that performed 
at Sargent College, then a 
leading physical education 
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college and was featured in 
Pathe News movie. 

He later became an out¬ 
standing instructor of first aid, 
beginning his own study of that 
subject in order to take care of 
the injuries that occurred at his 
playground. At that time, prior 
tii Blue Cross, clinics, and the 
likes, first aid was found at drug 
stores or consisted of washing 
with clean water. 

As a result of such a func¬ 
tional beginning, Champagne 
went on through standard ad¬ 
vanced instructors to become a 
consultant in first aid for the 
American Red Cross and 
chairman of Safety Services for 
the Newton Chapter of the 
American Red Cross. He 
consequently became first aid 
and safety officer of the Newton 
Police Department, staff 
member of the Massachusetts 
State Police Academy for first 
aid and water safety, and 
trained all Newton officers, 
men and women since 1947. 

In addition, he has been a 
consultant for water safety and 
use of surf boards in water 
rescues for the state beaches. 

As part of his career in first 
aid he taught the subject at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital to 
the professional staff, and was 
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also a consultant to the Charles 
River Associates on the use of 
resuscitators. 

In addition he was a staff 
member of the National Aquatic 
School in Hanson, Mass. 

At present he is director of the 
Newton Scuba Team for un¬ 
derwater recovery, supervises 
the meter maids and works 
safety programs with the 
Newton school, municipal and 
civic associations. 

During his recreation years, 
Champagne, along with his 
brother Joseph, taught piano 
and dancing during the winter 
months and later, with Chester 
Boudreau, all of Nonantum, 
formed a comedy act and 
toured vaudeville for several 
years, many times appearing 
with the Garland and O’Connor 
family acts, which produced 
such outstanding names as 
Judy Garland and Donald 
O'Connor. 

In 1982, Champagne, in 
cooperation with the Newton 
Recreation Department, 
Newton School Department and 
the Sidney Hill Country Club, 
instituted a swimming program 
for mentally retarded and 
physically handicapped 
children. 

He Is a member of the 
American Legion, Disabled 
American Vets, Charter 
member of the Massachusetts 
Safety Officers League, past 
member of the Community 
Council and past director of the 
Newton Boy's Club. 

Champagne is married to the 
former Monica Trotter and they 
expect to divide their time 
between Cape Cod and Newton 
during his retirement.

Highlands Teens Charged 
In Weeks Jr. High Blast 


Two Newton Highlands 
teenagers were arrested and 
charged with juvenile 
deliquency in connection with 
the bomb blast that rocked 
Weeks Junior High School last 
week. 

Both suspects, one a 13-year- 
old and the other 14, were 
arraigned in Newton District 
Court on Saturday and released 
into the custody of their 
parents. A trial date has been 
set for July 10. 

According to a statement 
released by Newton Police 
Chief William F. Quinn, the 
youths will go to trial on a 
charge of willful and malicious 
destruction of property by 
explosion. 

The blast occurred shortly 
before noon when the normally 
occupied classroom which bore 
the brunt of the damage was 
empty. A desk was destroyed by 
the explosion and several 
windows were blown out, but 
there were no injuries reported. 

One investigator stated 
several youngsters were outside 


the classroom on the school 
grounds and narrowly missed 
injury from flying glass. 

The school was immediately 
evacuated of 720 pupils. Another 
100 were away on a field trip at 
the time. 

One suspect was apprehended 
and questioned by police after 
he was identified by a neighbor 
as the youth she saw climbing 
into the classroom through a 
window shortly before the blast. 

Police said the bomb was 
manufactured from a piece of 
aluminum tubing packed with 
several cherry bombs. A lighted 
cigarette was attached to the 
fuse before the device was 
placed in a drawer of the soon- 
to-be demolished desk. 

The investigation was led by 
Chief Quinn and he was assisted 
by Youth Officer Robert 
Braceland, Sgt Charles Feeley, 
and Policewoman Patricia 
McMaster. The state fire 
marshall also investigated the 
explosion. 

Police were also investigating 
an accident which claimed the 


life of 7-year-old Sean Hooper of 
107 Park St., Newton Corner. 

According to Chief Quinn, the 
child was struck and dragged 
more than 400 feet by a car. 

The youngster was later 
pronounced dead at St. 
Elizabeth's Hospital. Cause of 
death was listed as multiple 
head injuries. 

A citizens' group has been 
formed to determine the cause 
of the accident and Chief Quinn 
said an inquiry board has been 
established by his department 
to investigate. 

"Preliminary reports," 
Quinn said, “indicate the 
Hooper child ran from between 
two trees or parked cars at the 
top of the hill in front of 55 
Washington St.” 

"Even if we had established a 
speed trap at the foot of the 
hill," Quinn added, "we 
couldn't have stopped the child 
from running out unto the 
street." 

Chief Quinn also praised the 
police officers and doctor who 
attempted to save the child a*, 
the scene of the accident. 


The thrust of Senate Bill 1090 
amended is in the direction of 
adding “drug education" to the 
list of subjects which must be 
taught in the schools in the 
Commonweulth, he explained. 

Under Chapter 71, Sec. One 
the words "Drug Education" 
would be added after the words 
physiology and hygiene. It 
would also add the following: 

"In connection with drug 
education, such instruction as 
relates to the psychological and 
physical effects of controlled 
substances as defined in 
Chapter 94 C, alcohol and 
tobacco, including the 
relationship of attitudes and 
decision making regarding the 
use and abuse of said sub¬ 
stances, alcohol and tobacco, 
shall be given to all pupils in all 
schools under public control." 

"The drug problem is not 
simply a local problem it’s a 
national infliction and disgrace 
which can only be overcome by 
providing our citizenry with the 
proper information regarding 
the serious effects of drug abuse 
and its more subtle 
ramifications for the future of 
our society," the alderman 
said. "Senate Bill 1090 as 
amended can start the ball 
rolling in this direction. 

Alderman Lipof urged any 
and all concerned citizens to 
write, call or see their state 
legislators and try to convince 
them of the necessity and merit 
of this bill and urge them to vote 
in favor of its passage. 


Guzzi Voices Criticism Of 
State Budgetary Process 


Representative Paul Guzzi of 
Newton recently stated his 
criticism of the state’s 
budgetary process. 

"Basically, the governor and 
the legislature play games to 
see who can take the most 
credit for cutting the budget,” 
he said. “Unfortunately, this too 
often produces foolish cuts 
which mean little and are often 
harmful, as well as major ex¬ 
penditures which virtually go 
unchallenged. 

A recent example is Governor 
Sargent's veto of the deficiency 


budget, Guzzi said. The 
governor vetoed 31 items for a 
total of $1 million less than 1 per 
cent of the total state budget. 
The legislature was compelled 
to take up the vetoes one at a 
time. On several items, no one, 
including the Republican 
leadership, defended the 
governor's actions, Guzzi ob¬ 
served. 

"Some of these vetoes were 
indefensible, including $600 for 
Paul Revere Bowls to former 
prisoners of war from 
Massachusetts, and $2000 to pay 


Housing Authority Plans 
Units For Handicapped 


The physically handicapped 
have not been forgotten in the 
Newton Housing Authority 
plans for housing. 

According to architect David 
Sheffield who is drawing the 
plans, the Thurston Road 
housing for the elderly will in¬ 
clude four or five specially 
equipped and designed units for 
handicapped persons, and the 
Beaconwood Road housing will 
have two or three family units 
so designed. 


The Authority voted at its 
meeting last week to approve 
electricity for heating, hot 
water, and cooking in the 
housing for the elderly and gas 
for heating, hot water and 
cooking in the family housing. 

Sheffield said that the 
working drawings will be 
completed about the middle of 
July after which, with State 
Departments of Community 
Affairs approval, construction 
bids will be let. 
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the bar examiners who 
corrected last year’s bar 
exams! 

"One one item, that of ap¬ 
propriating enough money to 
control shell fish poisoning, the 
Republican minority leader 
actually lead the fight to 
override the governor’s veto. 
Four items were overridden by 
unanimous vote," Guzzi said. 

"Any veto that is 
unanimously overridden has no 
standing and is embarrassing 
for the governor. Yet, this veto 
message took six hours of 
legislative time. The governor 
should not waste time with 
these superficial vetoes, while 
the more important budget 
items are glossed over." 

"The Legislature could also 
use substantial reform in its 
consideration of the budget," 
Guzzi continued. "One of the 
problems in the process, as it 
now stands, is that it is largely 
done by the Ways and Means 
Committee with very little 
publicity. 

“The items are complex and 
varied, and it is difficult for the 
public or individual legislators 
to find out what is proposed 
until the actual vote takes 
place. Since the governor does 
not take the time to send a veto 
message to individual 
legislators, and the Ways and 
Means Committee does not 
produce a written explanation 
of its actions, individual 
legislators are not informed of 
the issues until the actual items 
are taken up for debate." 

Both the Ways and Means 
Committee and the Governor 
should give adequate written 
notice of the items and con- 
troversy involved, he said. 
Unfortunatley, both branches 
feel that they must get the up¬ 
per hand and the resulting 
credit for either the items 
secured or the items cut in the 
budget. This is no way to run 
state government, he said. 

"State costs are spiraling. As 
this spiral continues, we should 
take extra care to scrutinize 
each expenditure. 1 intend to 
file legislation to open up the 
entire budget process so that 
both the public and the 
legislature will be better in¬ 
formed on how and why our 
money is being spent."

* 'The report upheld the DPU’s 
(intention, voiced at the public 
'hearings held in Newton last 
fall, that the DPU does not have 
-the power to order rebates when 
telephone service is less than 
adequate. 

Sanford Kowal, special at¬ 
torney for the city, tried un¬ 
successfully to introduce into 
the hearings the New York 
Public Service Commission's 
method of ordering continued 


rebates on bills to all customers 
of a district in which telephone 
service has been below 
adequate by telephone company 
standards. 

Kowal pointed to the current 
practice of refunding portions of 
a telephone bill when service is 
interrupted for 24 hours or more 
as a demonstration of the 
DPU's ability to effect rebates 
and cited other case law dating 
back many years. 

At the hearings, DPU 
Chairman John Verani (now 
Secretary for Consumer Af¬ 
fairs) said, "We are interested 
not in rates but in the service 
order at this hearing.” The 
hearings were being held 
statewide as part of a “show 


cause" procedures as to why 
the DPU should not adopt its 
proposed service order 
regarding telephone service. 

The DPU June 12 report 
(DPU 17490) said that the 
service improvements that 
have been attained probably 
would not have been achieved 
without the hearings, which 
together with the entire in¬ 
vestigation the DPU charac¬ 
terized as having “a profound 
shock effect on New England 
Telephone officials." 

The report blamed the 
deterioration in adequacy of 
service, described as "of 
substantial magnitude," upon 
problems of internal NET 
communication.

"I question whether the 
maximum number of children 
will benefit from this ex¬ 
penditure. I fear that the 
beneficiaries will be par¬ 
ticipants of the major sports, 
and that participants in minor 
sports and especially girls will 
be short-changed," the can¬ 
didate observed. 

Next September a state 
mandated integration of 
students with special needs 
becomes effective, he noted. As 
a paraplegic, "I will be ex¬ 
tremely concerned with 
designing programs and im¬ 
plementing this law," he said. 

Teachers must be made 
sensitive to the special 
problems of these new students 
and we must make available to 
our teachers the resources 
which can help them develop 
understanding of new and 
complicated situations," he 
said. 

“My personal and 
professional experience with 
these problems will be of 
enormous benefit to the city.” 

“Education needs to 
maximize the talents of the 
individual. Teachers and 
students must work together to 
find and develop the full 
potential of each student. 

“Parents have concerns 


which must be heard with an 
open mind by a school com¬ 
mittee also responsive to 
financial pressures and 
evaluation of programs. 

“Guidance counselling must 
be improved so that we initially 
meet the state recommended 
ration of 1 - 250. We must insure 
that the guidance counselor 
is seen as the person who is 
trained to assist students with 
problems. Two possible 
alternatives are the anchor 
worker concept and the in¬ 
volvement in the team teaching 
process. 

“One of the most positive 
programs in the last few years 
has been the merger of Newton 
North and Technical High 
School affording wider choices 
to students in all cirricula. I 
look forward to assisting in an i 
expansion of this program to the 
junior high and elementary 
levels,” he said. 

“We must work diligently to 
insure that the many excellent 
and necessary programsstarted 
with federal funds are not the 
victims of federal budget cuts” 
the candidate said. "A special 
revenue sharing for education 
may occur; but until then, we 
must be willing to support those 
programs without interruption 
of important services. 

“Finally, we must not neglect 
the consumers of our product - 
education. As the children 
develop, we must rely on them 
more and more for judgements 
about what they need, while 
continuing to accept our 
responsibility to challenge and 
evaluate the product.” 


“We have been urged, the 
report continued, "to penalize 
the company (NET) for having 
provided inadequate and 
unreliable service . . . Counsel 
for the City of Newton has 
advanced this very argument. 

The argument is further ad¬ 
vanced that the Department 
can order rebates by using its 
general regulatory powers. We 
disagree." 

The DPU report went on to 
say that to correct this lack it 
had introduced a bill in the 
I legislature to provide it with 
the power to order rebates on 
utility bills in the form of credits 
for past unsafe, improper or 
inadequate service. (The bill, 
now called H. 1911, has been in 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee since April 24.) 

The report said that although 
the DPU will not hesitate to use 
the law, if enacted, to protect 
the consumer, the department 
feels that "the need for the 
actual use of this proposed 
statutory power, would, in all 
likelihood, prove to be very 
rare.” 

As a result of the hearings and 
investigations, the DPU, con¬ 
cluding that some of the ser¬ 
vices, equipment and practices 
of NET were and are 
inadequate, ordered regular 
reports from the telephone 
company on installation, repair, 
dial service, and operator 
service, no-circuit percentages, 
potential service problems, and 
other technical problems 
brought out as consumer 
complaints during the hearings. 

A request by the New 
England Telephone Co. that the 
proceeding be terminated was 
denied, and the proceedings will 
be kept open during continuing 
surveillance of the matters 
contained in the report. 

The city of Newton will be 
represented in the appeal by 
Sanford Kowal and Assistant 
City Solicitor Jason Rosenberg.

Approval of Dr. Douglass 
motion cleared the way for 
publication of the study and 
copies of it were made available 
to the public at the library and 
the office of the Superintendent 
of the Schools. 

The school board also in¬ 
structed Aaron Fink, 
superintendent of schools, to 
draw up a contingency plan for 
eventual implementation of any 
or all of the recommendations 


made by the Cambridge con¬ 
sulting firm. 

At the special meeting called 
for the purpose of officially 
receiving the study from Dr. 
Charles C. Halbower of Arthur 
D. Little, several members of 
the committee voiced their 
intention to limit the session to 
information gathering instead 
of actual discussion of the 
validity of the study's contents. 

Ward 8 Committeeman Alvin 
Mandell stated, "I don’t think 
this is the time to argue with the 
presenter of the study.” 

“It has some good points and I 
disagree with some others, but 
at this time we should simply 
limit ourselves to informational 
questions,” he added. 

Halbower, in his verbal 
report, told those present that 
the study addressed itself to the 
question of how to improve 
business management "to in¬ 
sure that resources are 
mobilized and used in the most 
efficient manner” for dollar 
savings. 

“The Newton School 
(Department’s) business 
management services are 


operating at a marginal level of 
effectiveness,” according to 
Halbower, and the greatest 
priority in remedying that 
situation should be given to 
improving communication 
between the dispensers of 
business services and the users. 

"The tension and conflict 
between the business services 
division and other parts of the 
school system is at a level which 
is higher than in any other 
school system in which we have 
worked," Halbower stated. 

The study itself states, "The 
considerable amount of noise, 
static and confusion of 
emotional resentment and fault¬ 
finding makes it impossible for 
messages to be clearly un¬ 
derstood by receivers in this 
two-way communication." 

The deteriorating situation, 
according to Halbower, "has 
reached a state of polarization 
in which some administrators 
are not taking seriously the 
communications received from 
business services." 

Halbower offered five major 
recommendations for remedy¬ 
ing the severe communications 


problems between school 
headquarters and the different 
schools throughout the city. 

The first calls for the 
separation of data processing 
and budgeting-accounting 
from the control of the business 
services department. 

“Being located in the business 
services division makes them 
prone to the bias of being 
utilized extensively to serve 
business services division in¬ 
terests and less extensively in 
serving the needs of other 
divisions and the Office of the 
Superintendent," Halbowe said. 

The second major recom¬ 
mendation culls for placing 
data processing within the 
department of research and 
evaluation and establishing 
budget-accounting as a 
separate department.

Time For Questions 


One hundred end thirty seven deys from today 
the people of Newton will elect their first four-year 
term mayor in the city's 100 year history. 

Carmen or Mann? That's the question now. The 
answer will be forthcoming on the evening of 
November 6th Voting that day will determine who 
holds the mayor's Job until 1978 

Neither the incumbent Mayor Mann, who seeks 
another term as chief executive, nor William Carmen, 
who has long sought the seat, can bo called "reluctant 
candidates." Each — in his own style — wants the 
position with a no-nonsense openness that is devoid 
of shading and shadows. 

But just as the electorate expects a frankness 
and candor from those who run for office, so do the 
candidates have every right to expect a simitar 
frankness and truth from the people who cast the all 
important ballots 

In every campaign there are long speeches and 
long stretches of candidate's oratory. That’s needed 
because we often make final political judgements on 
what a man has to say. But make no mistake about it. 
That time is not now. This is the time when thoughtful 
candidates spend more time listening than they do 
speech making. 

And what are you going to say about that? 

It is in these haty days of campaign summer that 
candidates are most prone to listen to the cares and 
concerns of the citirens who will ultimately cast the 
ballots. It you have a municipal question that toroes in 
on your personal lives then this is the time to 
formulate them, to make them known to the can¬ 
didates 

Some candidates may be all talk but that 
would not apply to Mr. Mann nor Mr. Carmen They 
are available for rather uncomplicated contact. 

Your question could well become an issue. And 
the answer you and others receive to a given situation 
could well determine just who will be Newton's 
mayor in 1974.

Non Graduates 

Against the familiar foreground sounding with 
the hoorays and hurrahs that are so memorable a part 
of every high school graduation is the statistic that is 
so often carefully tucked into the celebration’s 
shadows 

And that is that not all members of the high 
school class of 1973 were graduates this spring. 

For some who made the 12 year climb the end 
was almost within grasp when the painful realisation 
came — either by official word or personal admission 
— that this would not be their June of joy. 

At Norwood High 535 seniors received 
diplomas. Fourteen seniors did not. 

Boslindale High had a sanior class of 387 boys 
and girls. Firm figures ere not being given out but it is 
known that not all members of this year's senior class 
had their diploma day. 

Walpole High School's graduating class 
numbered 336. Thirteen was that school's unlucky 
non-graduating number. 

Dedham counted 444 graduates. But three 
members of that school's senior class were not 
eligible to take part in the June graduation 

Westwood High officials say that all members of 
this year's class — 244 students — were graduates. 

At Newton South the senior class numbers 500. 
At that school four students were not graduated. At 
Newton North High there were 800 members of the 
top class. Of that total 10 were not counted as 
graduates. 

Needham High graduated over 600 It is es¬ 
timated the long parade to the podium for diplomas 
recently did not include eight to 12 who were 
considered classmates of '73. 

School officials have hopes that many who did 
not graduate this spring will enroll at summer school 
and make up the credits. But among the non 
graduating percentage are the few who will cut out 
forever. 

Count us among the proud parents who salute 
those who have already made the grade. And number 
us among the rooters who applaud the second effort 
of the young men and women who will hit the books 
this summer and grasp their diplomas in the near 
future 

And we sincerely hope that those who have 
elected to drop out will have a change of heart 
Second guesses olten miss the mark But taking 
advantage of second chances — and they abound in 
the educational system — are door-openers towards 
success

Many House Law-Makers Sign 
Own Political Death Warrants 

A substantial number of law-makers on Beacon Hill yielded to 
pressure from the league of Women Voters the other day and 
signed their own political death warrants. 

That was when they voted to place on next year’s state 
election ballot the question of reducing the size of the House of 
Representatives from 240 to 160 members. 

Billed as a reform in government, this quite possibly may 
prove to be a serious mistake, but it is virtually certain that the 
proposed slosh in the House membership will be approved by the 
voters who generally adopt the attitude that any change of this 
nature must be for the better. 

Thut will not necessarily be the case. Reducing the size of the 
House will not make it a better body. State government will be 
made a little more remote from the people. The minority groups 
will have less representation than at present. 

If the ideas of the league of Women Voters are carried out, it 
will cost more for a 160-member House of Representatives than it 
does now for a 240-member body. 

Members of the League of Women Voters have worked hard 
and applied political pressure on legislators in many communities 
to place the question of cutting the House on the ballot. But as 
House Speaker David M. Bartley pointed nut, the League 
members have not displayed the same zeal or enthusiasm for 
allowing the people to vote on abortion, capital punishment or 
busing of school children. 

Bartley was sharp in his criticism of the league, but he didn't 
go as far as Representative Gareth Lynch of Westfield who 
pointed to u mural in the House chamber depicting Judge Samuel 
Sewell usking forgiveness for having presided at the Salem Witch 
trials. 

"If Judge Sewell hud been allowed to complete his work, the 
league of Women Voters wouldn’t be with us today," declared 
Representative Lynch in an unseemly display of irreverence for 
the ladies of the League. 

A legislative committee has just finished the task of carving 
the Commonwealth Into 240 House districts. Four years from now, 
it will have to do the job all over again. Only then It will be 160 
districts. 

Even allowing for the fact that some House members will 
leave the body before 1978, a very substantial number of law¬ 
makers have voted to end their own political lives five years from 
now. 

Now the league will flex its muscles and start another fight 
for the enactment of a graduated state income tax. 

John Dean Was Not Qualified 
To Be White House Counsel 

The more one listens to the testimony in the Senate Watergate 
hearings, the more appalled one becomes at some of the sinister 
and shadowy operations within the eumpaign to reelect President 
Nixon and the more one wonders why and how Mr. Nixon hap¬ 
pened to appoint some of these baby-faced young men who ap¬ 
parently were picked on the basis of their supposed public 
relations ability. 

A listener gradually becomes shock-proof as one sensational 
disclosure alter another explodes in this history-making political 
scundul. 

The revelation that former White House Counsel John Dean, 
Ik’d, without any authorization to do so, took it upon himself to try 
to kill the nomination of President Nixon for the Nobel Peace 
ITize a year ago, when Nixon actually wanted to be considered for 
the honor, was simply incredible. 

Dean obviously acted without the knowledge or approval of 
President Nixon, and defenders of the 1 “resident are citing this 
strange instance as evidence that authority was usurped and that 
the I “resident was not informed of things winch were done with his 
supposed knowledge, consent and approvul. 

There is some justification for that argument. At the same 
tune, however, President Nixon must ussume some responsibility 
for the fact that the self-serving Dean was in a position of power in 
the White House — a job us lawyer to the President of the United 
States for which lie clearly was not qualified. 

lawyers with better legal credentials than Dean's are a dime 
a dozen in Boston. They just don’t know the right people. Mayor 
Kevin II White or former Mayor John F. Collins probably would 
not huve even considered appointing Dean as head of Boston's 
city law department. 1110 )' un loubtedly would huve felt he did not

have enough experience for the job. 

Their standards in picking a corporation counsel would be 
more exacting than those employed by President Nixon when he 
approved the appointment of Dean as White House counsel. 

One also wonders on what basis John D. Ehrlichman was 
selected for the important position he held in the White House. He 
had no previous experience in government. It was a case of on- 
the-job training for Ehrlichman. 

Quinlan Senate District To Be 
Wiped Out If Plan Is Adopted 

State Senator John M. Quinn of Norwood, who is now 
planning to seek the Republican nomination for Secretary of 
State, will be virtually forced to stand for state-wide office in 
1974 if a plan for creating 40 new senatorial districts in 
Massachusetts is approved as presently proposed. 

Quinlan will find himself in quite a quandary if next June's 
unofficial Republican State Convention should fail to endorse him 
for some office. 

Under the provisions of a controversial senatorial 
redistricting scheme, the town of Norwood would be divided 
between the districts of Senator Arthur J. Lewis of Jamaica Plain 
and Senator Joseph F. Timilty of Hyde Park. 

That is contrary to the usual guide lines followed in carving 
out senatorial districts, but the Senators are not worrying much 
about Norwood because they figure their colleague, John Quinlan, 
will not be standing for reelection next year. 

Governor Sargent probably will force some changes in the 
senatorial redistricting bill, but he is concerned about the 
creation of a black senatorial district, not about Norwood being 
split into two senatorial fragments. 

Whatever plan finally is approved undoubtedly will still 
divide Norwood between the Lewis and Timilty districts. 

Any Norwood Democrat who wants to run for the State Senate 
next year would face the uninviting prospect of opposing either 
Timilty or I<ewis in the Democratic primary in a district where 
the weight of the vote would be in Boston. 

Any Norwood Republican who desires to stand for the State 
Senate in 1974 would be well advised to consider moving out of the 
town. 

Should Spiro Agnew Move In 
If Richard Nixon Steps out? 

If the U. S. Constitution were still in the form drafted by the 
Founding Fathers, Senator George S. McGovern would become 
President in the event Richard Nixon resigned. 

The Constitution originally provided that the candidate who 
finished second in the Presidential election would become Vice 
President. It was considered at that time that the most popular 
man in the nation should be President and the second most 
popular Vice President. 

But the 12th Amendment, which took effect in 1804, specified 
that the electors must vote separately for both a President and a 
Vice President. This was followed by the adoption of the ticket 
principle, with the candidates for President and Vice President 
running in tandem. 

This is mentioned because now there are open discussions in 
Washington as to what should happen if future developments are 
such us to force the resignation of President Nixon. 

That does not presume that Mr. Nixon either knew about the 
Watergate break-in in advance or the subsequent cover-up at¬ 
tempt or that he will not weather his crisis and finish his term. 

However, experts oa government are pointing out that it is 
conceivable that even if Mr. Nixon is innocent of any wrongdoing 
in connection with Watergate and has told the truth in every 
respect, he may discover that the wheels will not go around any 
more, that the dollar is taking a real buffeting, that inflation is 
getting worse, that a big economic bust looms ahead and that he 
has no choice but to step down for his owu good and the good of the 
country. 

A dispute then erupts as to whether Vice President Spiro 
Agnew should take over the Presidency if Nixon does resign. One 
group of experts argue that if Nixon steps out, Agnew should go 
with him. They maintain that even though Agnew had no part in 
the Watergate scandal, he was involved in a sort of political 
marriage with Nixon. 

That argument apparently is an attempt to get rid of Spiro 
without debating the question of his fitness to be President. Most 
hlierals and a substantial number of conservatives believe that u 
crippled. Watergate-tainted Richard Nixon would be a better 
President than a healthy, innocent Spiro Agnew. 
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There Is no real evidence on which to base a judgement as to 
the kind of President Agnew would make. President Nixon picked 
him out of obscurity and has never given him anything of real 
consequence to do except make a few speeches. 

If both Agnew and Nixon did resign, which seems unlikely 
from this distance, House Speaker Carl Albert would become 
President, and there are those who would not consider that an 
altogether happy development. 

Clark Clifford, counsel to Harry Truman and Secretary of 
Defense under Lyndon Johnson, has made the unique suggestion 
that Agnew resign, that Nixon then nominate a new Vice 
President from three recommendations made to him by 
Congress, with the two branches of Congress then voting on 
Nixon’s nomination. 

If any circumstances should develop which cause Mr. Nixon 
to resign, the one who will decide what Spiro Agnew will do will be 
Spiro Agnew himself, and there is scant likelihood that his 
decision will be to resign since there is no reason that he should. 

Critics of both Richard Nixon and Spiro Agnew should accept 
the fact that one of the two will be President of the United States 
through 1976. 

One Washington observer expressed the opinion that Agnew 
as President would have trouble recruiting top people to serve in 
big jobs. Maybe so, but it's unlikely that his top people could be 
any worse than some of Nixon's top people. The guessing here is 
that Nixon was not involved in either Watergate or the cover-up 
and that he will ride out the storm. 


A nti-A bortion Law Will Face 
Court Test After Enactment 

An anti-abortion bill, strongly supported by the clergy of the 
Catholic Church and sponsored by the leaders of the two branches 
of the State legislature, is on its way to enactment on Beacon Hill. 

As soon as it is placed on the statute books, however, its 
constitutionality will be challenged by the Civil Liberties Union. 
Whether the law remains in force or is thrown out will be deter¬ 
mined in the court. 

Joan Tuttle, speaking foF the CLU, maintains that the 
measure is "patently unconstitutional." 

Her claim is disputed by Joseph Reilly of the Massachusetts 
Catholic Conference who contends that the legislation simply 
brings Massachusetts into line with portions of a Georgia abortion 
law which the U.S. Supreme Court has upheld. 

State Senate President Kevin B. Harrington and House 
Speaker David M. Bartley, who sponsored the bill, believe it will 
survive a court challenge. 

Members of the Legislature reacted overwhelmingly to an 
appeal by Cardinal Mcderos for the passage of the anti-abortion 
bill which, as finally approved, would allow a hospital or clinic to 
refuse to admit a person seeking an abortion, sterilization, or 
family-planning assistance; to decline to furnish such services or 
refer elsewhere; or to refuse to perform or participate in any such 
medical procedures. 

The proposed law specifically exempts from any disciplinary 
action or recrimination those institutions or individuals who 
decline to provide or perform such services on moral or religious 
grounds. 


Prison Reform Will Be Issue 
In Next Year's State Election 

One of the most respected and objective observers on Beacon 
Hill expresses the conviction that Governor Sargent’s strong 
support of prison reform could be a political plus for him in many 
sections of Massachusetts in next year's election. 

He predicts that Mr. Sargent will block any attempt by the 
Legislature to repeal or scale down the prison furlough program, 
as some Democratic law-makers have been urging. 

This is a matter on which there is a sharp difference of 
opinion. Many political pundits believe that public opinion now 
favors the law and order principle and that the furlough system, 
with its periodic escapes, and the conditions at Walpole State 
Prison will be an issue against Sargent next year.

Spiro Over-Did It In Urging 
An End To Watergate Hearings 

By his own statements Vice President Spiro Agnew knows no 
more about the Watergate scandal than does the average 
newspaper reader. 

He had no direct responsibility for what happened or is 
happening. As a matter of act, he has no responsibility for 
anything important except that he Is supposed to preside over the 
sessions of the U.S. Senate and cast the deciding vote In the event 
of a deadlock. 

His elegant office in the Executive Office Building across 
from the White House is uncluttered and unbusy. 

The things he has done which have commanded the greatest 
attention during his service as Vice President were the speeches 
he made in defense of President Nixon and in attack upon certain 
newspapers and television networks. 

However, many observers believe that Mr. Agnew over¬ 
fulfilled his loyalties to President Nixon when he called upon the 
Ervin Committee to suspend its public hearings on the Watergate 
mess. 

Senator Sam Ervin and his fellow committee members have 
proceeded on the rather sensible assumption that It is more im¬ 
portant to let the people know all about Watergate than it is tq 
send a few men to jail. 

There was a Grand Jury investigation and a trial of the 
Watergate consipirators, but when they were completed, the 
surface of the Watergate scandal had hardly been scratched. 

If special prosecutor Archibald Cox is as good a lawyer as he is 
supposed to be, it’s surprising he did not realize Judge John J. 
Sirica has no authority to order a blackout of the Senate hearings. 

The general assumption, correctly or not, is that Spiro's 
speech, calling for an end to the Watergate hearings, was written 
at the White House.

Since we have arrived at the 
warm weather season, a 
proliferation of bicycle riders 
on our streets have appeared. 

This letter is to remind my 
motoring friends to be on the 
look-out for the bicyclist. Give 
him a wide berth and also be 
patient if the rider seems to be 
in your way causing you some 
delay. 

Actually, you should regard a 
bicycle rider as you would a 
pedestrain. After all, they are 
less able to protect themselves 
in certain situations than is a 
pedestrian because they are on 
a moving two-wheel machine 
which must be balanced or it 
will fall while the pedestrian is 
on solid gound on his two feet. 

Now, some words of caution 
to the bicyclist. If you intend to 
ride where there is a good deal 
of automobile traffic, please 
wear a reflectorized vest. This 
item, even during dayllight 
hours, can save your life or 
protect you from serius injury. 
It is available at most bike 
shops at a very low price. It has 
orange and silver reflectorized 
stripes which show up both day 
and night for a great distance. 
Bike riders must understand 
one fact which is that the longer 
period of time that a motorist 
has awareness of your presence 
on the road, the longer he has to 
take action to avoid colliding 
with you.

Chief Quinn Issues 
Vacation Guidelines 


Police Chief William F. Quinn 
announced in his annual 
vacation message recently that 
although this year's burglary 
rate Is lower than previous 
years', it is apparent from some 
I reports that carelessness Is 
accounting for some 
housebreaks. 

"Unlocked doors and win¬ 
dows, or entrance gained by 
removing screens from a rear 
| door or window are accounting 
for some of our braaks." 

“Public awareness, 
vigilance, and cooperation with 
this department have reduced 
the incidence of housebreaks 
throughout the city. However," 
the Chief continued, "constant 
vigilance must be maintained, 
and reasonable security in¬ 
stituted." 

Chief Quinn stated, "Now 
with the vacation season 
starting, we request those 
taking a trip away from home to 
notify our department in order 
that we may provide periodic 
checks.” 


"In addition,” said Quinn, "I 
recommend the following: 

1. Notify milk, newspaper, 
and other delivery services to 
suspend deliveries and arrange 
with the post office to hold mail; 

2. Arrange for a neighbor or a 
relative to check your home 
also, and perhaps remove any 
mail or circulars from the front 
doors; 

3. Have someone adjust 
drapes or shades to give the 
house a lived-in look; 

4. Arrange to have someone 
leave a light on in an inner 
room, or use a timing devise." 

The Chief also reminded all 
that engraving tools and decals 
announcing "Operation Iden¬ 
tification" are still available at 
Police Headquarters and may 
be reserved by telephone. 

In conclusion, the Chief said, 
"Every bit of vigilance im¬ 
proves our partnership in the 
common effort of preventing 
burglary."

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The Veterans Administration 
has stepped up its "outstretch" 
program of informing Vietnam 
Era veterans and servicemen, 
including returned prisoners of 
war. of the availability of 
government benefits. 

VA officials noted 
that "outreach" efforts begin 
while servicemen are on active 
duty, and continue after 
discharge. 

Thus far, G. I. Bill details 
have been provided to two 
million servicemen in Vietnam. 
Another 250,000 have been 
counseled in military hospitals, 
and three million at separa¬ 
tion points. 

"Outreach" is continued after 
discharged, and veterans 
assistance counselors at 72 
Veterans Assistance Centers 
around the country have in¬ 
terviewed 1.5 million veterans. 

In addition, four million 
letters have been mailed to 
veterans, and millions of 
telephone contacts have been 
made. 

VA officials said it appears 
most servicemen who were 
prisoners of war plan to remain 
in military service. However, 
they have immediate eligibility 
for two readjustment benefits. 

One is payment of tuition 
costs of servicemen who go to 
school under the G.I. Bill, not to 
exceed the $220 monthly rate 
paid single veteran trainees. 
The other benefit is a VA 
guarantee of 60 percent of G.I. 
home loans lenders make to 
servicemen and veterans, up to 
a maximum of $12,500. 

Officials cited other VA 
benefits available to Vietnam 
Era veterans and servicemen: 

—specially adapted housing 
(wheelchair" homes) grants of 
up to $17,500, and $150 annual 
clothing allowances for certain 
disabled veterans. 

—dental and medical 
treatment, including drug 
treatment. 

—compensation for service 
connected disabilities, pensions 


for nonservice connected 
disabilities. 

—burial benefits—flags, 
interment in national 
cemeteries and reimbursement 
of burial expenses. 

In general, veterans are 
eligible for VA benefits after 
receiving an other than 
dishonorable discharge based 
on at least 181 days of active 
duty, any part of it after Jan. 31, 
1955. Servicemen become 
eligible after the same length of 
service. 

Veterans also become eligible 
if discharged for service con¬ 
nected disabilities, without 
regard to length of service. 

+ + + 

EDITOR'S NOTE: Veterans 
and their families are asking 
thousands of questions con¬ 
cerning the benefits their 
Government provides for them 
through the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration. Below are some 
representative queries. Ad¬ 
ditional information may be 
obtained at any VA office. 

Q.—My brother got addicted 
to heroin but came out of the 
service with a good discharge. 
His private clinic just went out 
of business because the 
methadone was slipping. Would 
VA put him back on methadone 
or let him go drug free? 

A.—If he appears able to 
make it in a drug free program, 
VA would let him try that. If he 
failed to remain drug free, he 
could receive methadone at a 
VA clinic. 

Q—My husband has not 
changed the beneficiary on his 
National Service Life Insurance 
policy since our marriage. He 
says it is not necessary as the 
insurance is automatically paid 
to the wife. Is this so? 

A—This is not true. Insurance 
proceeds are paid to the 
beneficiary last designated in 
writing by the insured. If none is 
designated, or no designated 
beneficiary survives the in¬ 
sured, proceeds will be paid to 
the estate.

Carole Marcus has a problem - her doctors have told 
ner that unless they come up with the right drug, or drugs, 
she may not live as long as she would like. 

Specifically, Mrs. Marcus, the peppery Dedham 
mother of two girls, has systemic lupus erythematosus, a 
disease of the connective tissues, which can be either mild 
or serious. It also can be controllable or uncontrollable, and 
although today the former is most often the case, it can also 

Called lupus or LE for short, the disease has a 
somewhat mystical quality about it in that doctors and 
researchers are not entirely sure what causes the illness, 
nor are they sure as to what the best treatment is. 

In Carole’s particular case, she has probably had the 
disease for about seven or eight years. But it was only last 
year, in September, that her doctors first suspected that the 
proper diagnosis for the pain and acute discomfort often 
plaguing Mrs, Marcus was lupus. 

It is that type of disease. Not talked about much. Not 
recognized for the potential seriousness it represents, and, 
unfortunately, not treated with the success rate people 
would like to see associated with the illness. 

Recently however, two events have given Carole, 
recently re-elected as the president of the local Dedham 
unit of the league of Women Voters, the incentive of 
making public her battles with lupus. 

Certainly not an easy decision, and one that involved 
Carole, her family, and her doctors, she decided that 
because of, and as a result of her own experiences, she 
could maybe help provide comfort and understanding to 
others — people in similar situations, especially those who 
are in their initial attempts at coping with the realization 
that something is wrong. 

One prod was a book written by a former Newton 
woman, now living in Wellesley, Henrietta Aladjem, en¬ 
titled, "The Sun Is My Enemy,” and the other was a visit to 
Boston by a woman from New York who is associated with a 
Manhattan chapter of the Lumpus Erythematosus Foun¬ 
dation, Inc., an organization dedicated to further education 
and research on lupus. 

The book, about Mrs. Aladjem’s 15-year battle with the 
disease, and its remission, was one of the first, true 
"public” acknowledgements that the disease was one that 
could be mentioned in the front parlor. 

It brought lupus out into the open, and helped free a lot 
of lupus sufferers from the despair and lonliness which

Carole talked with the woman was here and 

after the discussion she decidecUhdfpublicly explaining her 
situation, and how she coraptMlh it, could be of invaluable 
aid to someone elseakdrias lupus. 

"Nobody reaU^nderstands this like someone who has 
it," Carole staSdirecently from her bed at the New England 
MedicaLiinter in Boston where she was taken after a 
lare-up of the illness. 

n ‘There are other people," she added, "who would be 
'glad to hold someone’s hand, to talk with them for an hour 
or so, if it was needed." 

Drawing on her own personal experiences, Carole 
remembers the uncertainty of the future, the fear of the 
unknown, and the sense of depression which set in after her 
doctors told her last September that they thought she had 
lupus. 

While her family, especially her husband, Farley, a 
Boston insurance executive, did as much as they could — 
"They were wonderful" — she found that they too were 
uncertain as to what "lupus" meant to their future as a 
family. Her doctors were understanding, Carole related, 
but something was missing; that understanding exists only 
between people who share the intimate knowledge of what 
an illness is doing to the individual's emotional and 
psychological make-up. 


That is where, now, today, Carole feels she can help. 

Her purpose in making known her own Individual 
problem in regard to lupus is to provide, to others, that what 
she herself didn’t have back in September: someone to talk 
to, to listen to, and someone to use as an example of the type 
of life that can be led, regardless of the illness. Someone 
who understands lupus, not as a clinical doctor, but as a 
lupus patient. 

In Carole’s case she suffers from most of the more 
chronic symptoms, but because the illness has not affected 
any of the functions of her vital organs — something which 
can and sometimes does happen — she considers her case, 
"mild." 

Frequent high temperatures, period of extreme 
weakness, and a constant pain in the joints, similar to ar¬ 
thritis, arc common manifestations of the illness in her 

case. 

Control of the illness is through the use of drugs, mainly 
steroids, but the powerful drugs can themselves cause 
serious side effects and not everyone responds to the same 
drug. At present, Carole's doctors are still experimenting 
with various combinations to find one which achieves the 
desired effect. In Mrs. Aladjem’s case, it took over ten 
years to find the proper drug. 

In the meantime, when not felled by a sudden flare-up, 
Carole devotes herself to her work with the League, and her 
interest in Dedham at large, and to her family. 

Often a spectator at various meetings, including those 
of the board of selectmen, Carole has thrown herself into 
her work with the LWV. In addition to her duties as 
president she also prepares and writes most of the publicity 
for the organization. 

It is that constant output of energy channeled into

constructive outlets that provides Carole with another 
important facet of her own battle plan for dealing with the 
illness. 

"I don’t stay put long enough to get sick," she says, 
adding that if she sat home and did nothing she would be 
just as sick as if she was out working for the League. 
"Running around doesn't make you any sicker," ahe 
concluded. 

"Psychologically your frame of mind has a lot to do 
with how you feel. If you sit around and mope, I guarantee 
you’ll feel ill, but If you're out doing things, it isn't so bad. 
So, I try to keep myself busy." 

The work with the LWV is not Just to forget her pains, 
however. Carole feels that citizens have an obligation to be 
constructive members of their community, and through her 
league work she is fulfilling that obligation. "I'm a citizen 
doing something, not Just sitting around complaining." 

I’ve always tried to keep active, but now I’ve learned to 
pace myself, I have two wonderful kids, Patti and Jody, a 
great husband, a close family, and good friends. How can 
anyone not be happy with that? 

"Many people are miserable all their lives, healthy or 
not, that’s easy. Anyone can be unhappy or unsuccessful — 
it takes work and courage to be happy and successful. 

"I think I have achieved that level, and I think maybe I 
can rub a little of my experience off on others who are just 
now going through the same things I have. That's why I 
want people to know I have lupus."

Today In Education

Of the many unexplained 
myths that have taken root and 
flourished in the American 
ixilitical process one of the most 
absurd is notion that teachers 
should be confined to the 
classroom and have no business 
participating in politics, as 
though the conduct of govern¬ 
ment belongs to certain elitist 
groups while others are too 
naive, too limited, or too 
whatever to be included. 

This point of view has no 
place in a democracy. Although 
it is a timeworn cliche that 
apparently bears repeating, the 
!>eople—all the people—are the 
government, a principle many 
private citizens and public 
officials have either forgotten 
or never really understood. 

Educators, it may surprise 
some individuals to learn, are 
concerned, taxpaying citizens. 

Statistics Indicated that ap¬ 
proximately 80 per cent of all 
teachers go to polls at national 
elections, while the most the 
general population seems to 
manage is somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 60 per cent. To 
say education and politics don't 
mix is sheer nonsense, par¬ 
ticularly when three million 
people in this country teach 
school, a rather sizeable 
number to exclude through 
custom and social pressure 
from an active political life. 

The nation's largest 
professional organization, the 
National Education Association 
(NEA), has been calling upon 
its 1.3 million members and its 
50 state affiliates to become 
increasingly active in the 
political arena. 

Teachers have been 
organizing independent 
political action arms 
throughout the nation in an 
effort to elect candidates who 
consider education and children 
a most urgent matter. Political 
action by those closest to 
education will help to bring 
about greater emphasis on the 
educational needs of this nation, 
which in turn have much to do 
with our social problems of 


poverty, disease and unem¬ 
ployment. 

Some kind of formal teacher 
political action groups who 
work for candidates and 
legislation on a local, state and 
national level, are now func¬ 
tioning in 35 states. 

Many of these groups are 
known as PACE—Political 
Action Committee for 
Education, but there is con¬ 
siderable variety in nomen¬ 
clature. Washington has 
PULSE-Political Unity of 
Leaders in State Education. 
Oregon's is PIE—People for the 
Improvement of Education; 
and Massachusetts has VOTE— 
Voice of Teachers for 
Education. 

What Ho teachers do in 
political campaigns? All the 
things that other political 
workers do to advance their 
candidates and the causes they 
believe in, whether It is man¬ 
ning phones, making calls, 
stuffing envelopes, canvassing, 
or researching on education and 
other Issues. 

In 1970, the NEA, to indicate 
its growing awareness of the 
need for action, began notifying 
each of its members of the 
voting records of U.S. Senators 
and . Representatives on 
education issues. On Capitol 
Hill, NEA has become a 
powerful voice for positive 
social change and will become 
more forceful as its mem¬ 
bership grows in size and 
sophistication. 

While millions of students 
labor in racial isolation; while 
unequal educational op¬ 
portunity plagues the less af¬ 
fluent; or while many children 
come to school without a decent 
breakfast, teachers cannot 
afford to sit back. 

The nation’s teachers know 
that social and political issues 
have as much to do with 
education as reading and 
writing, and now that the 
educational community has 
been aroused it will escalate the 
fight to deliver the American 
dream to all members of 
society.

He was notified that this black 
walnut tree (18" trunk) was 
diseased and should be cut 


have not noticed any adverse 
effect from using the shells on 
rhododendrons.

hauled away. It was like giving 
away $ 2 , 000 , for that was the 
value of the black walnut tree. 

Just because a tree has a dead 
limb on it is no sign the tree Is 
dying, any more than a man s 
dying when he has a bad tooth. 

Black walnut trees are 
disappearing at a fast rate all 
over, because the wood is prized 
for furniture makers all over 
the world. Another friend of 
ours had three walnut trees cut 
down and hauled away from his 
woodlot during the three days 
he was on vacation. 

Time magazine (April 16) 
states that a top quality black 
walnut tree can bring as much 
as $15,000, and it tells how 
rustlers strike at night, Some 
are armed with chain saws 
silenced with auto mufflers! 

We have often advocated 
planting black walnut trees on 
spare land. You may not reap 
the benefits in your lifetime, but 
your children may. In 25 to 30 
years walnut trees will mature 
and be large enough to cut 
down. 

At present, the logs are 
shipped to Japan and Germany 
to be made into veneer, and 
then shipped back. All parts of 
the tree are useful. Branches 
can me made into furniture legs 
and braces. Roots made into 
gunstocks. 

Some gardeners have a 
walnut tree growing too close to 
their vegetable garden, and it 
may be necessary to cut the 
tree. Check with your County 
Agent before you do it. 

Walnut trees give off a toxic 
material known as Juglone, 
which causes a wilt among 
crops such as peppers, 
tomatoes and others. 

By the way, did you know that 
some people use the walnut 
leaves to prevent sunburn? The 
Russians rub freshly ground 
walnut leaves on the skin. 
Juglone (or Lawsone, a 
chemical cousin) protects 
people suffering from allergic 
sensitivity to ultraviolet light. 
They also give the skin a 
tan look, the "in” thing today. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: A 
reader writes: “Is it true that 
cocoa bean shells should NOT 
be used on rhododendrons?"

Cities And Towns To Be 


Reimbursed For Census 


A total of $1,385,000 will be 
distributed to Massachusetts 
cities and towns as rem- 
bursement to these 351 com¬ 
munities for costs incurred in 
the taking of the 1971 census, 
State Secretary John F. X. 
Davoren announced today. 

This marks the first time that 
the State is providing funds to 
compensate the local com¬ 


munities for their outlays in the 
taking of the census, the State 
Secretary pointed out. 

"This distribution represents 
at least a ‘minor windfall’ for 
the cities and towns, par¬ 
ticularly at this time, when 
virtually all municipal officials 
are struggling to keep their 
property tax rates under con¬ 
trol,” Secretary Davoren said.

Whatever the situation may 
be In your neighborhood, these 
trends among birds are well- 
established nationally: 

Crackles, indigo bunting, 
savannah sparrows, chipping 
sparrows, white-throated 
sparrows, starlings, cattle 
egrets and bluebirds are in¬ 
creasing east of the Mississippi 
River. 

Wood thrushes, flickers, 
yellow warblers and tufted 
titmice are decreasing. 

Changes in the status of 
those species have been well- 
documented over a five-year 
period. The calculation has 
been considerably more ef¬ 
ficiently than the Medieval 
method of counting the number 
of angels that can stand on the 
head of a pin. 

Some place in the United 
States on this June day, be it 
bright or dreary, someone has 
spent a few hours counting birds 
along a 25-mile route. 

The count was part of the 
annual nationwide breeding 
bird census. Sponsored by the 
U.S. Bureau of Sports Fisheries 
and Wildlife, the survey has 
spotted some trends in bird 
populations that otherwise 
would have been missed. 
Hopefully, the survey will 
prevent the disappearance 
of bird species without human 
knowledge that the disap¬ 
pearance occurred. The classic 
example is the peregrine falcon 
that bred throughout the East, 
but became extinct throughout 
the region about 10 years ago. 
No one knows the exact year. 

It's a bit difficult to count 
wild, free-living creatures. So 
no one tries to do it with the 
exactness of counting the 
number of potatoes in a bag. 
What coordinators of the survey 
attempt is the establishment of 
trends. 

The process works this way: 
each counting team (usually 
two persons, although 
sometimes only one) drives a 
designated route. Although new 
routes are added each year, 
most routes have been driven 
annually for up to 10 years. 
Beginning a clearly defined 
starting point, the driver stops 
each half-mile which places the 
team within a few feet of where 
either it or another team 
stopped a year earlier. The 
surveyors get out of the car and 
watch and listen for precisely 
three minutes. They record all 
birds seen or heard. Ihen they 
drive a half-mile farther and 
repeat the process. In other 
words, they watch and listen for 
50 three-minute periods. Each 
trip starts a half-hour before 
official sunrise, so the team 
repeats on approximately the 
same date a survey which 
corresponds exactly in clock 
time and location to the survey 
made in previous years. 

Since 1602 routes were driven 
last year-and a few more have 
been added this year--the 
survey center in Washington 
has a broad sample which 
dampens the effects of in¬ 
dividual team goofs. 

Setting of trends results from 
comparison of figures obtained 
each year on routes that were 
surveyed the previous years. 
For instance, while 1602 routes 
were traveled in 1972, one-year 
comparions were on the basis of 
1260 routes which had been 
traveled in 1971 also. 

The one-year comparions 
indicated that bobwhites, 
mourning doves, Carolina 
wrens and turkey vultures 
increased over 1971 figures. 
Tufted titmice continued 
declining significantly in the 
one-year period. 

States which had an all-time 
high in the number of routes 
covered this year include: 
Connecticut, Maine, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island and 
Vermont. Massachusetts has 22 
routes which have been checked 
for several years.

This is the time to think salads. 
Bowls of refreshing crisp greens and 
herbs blended with meat, fish or 
chicken. For versatility, you can't beat 
a vegetable salad since it adapts so 
nicely to all types of menus ... formal 
or casual, Indoors or outside. 

The key to an excellent salad is to 
keep everything crisp and cold. Even 
cooked vegetables should retain a bit of 
crispness. The mainstay of most salads 
is fresh, crisp Iceberg lettuce, but don't 
limit yourself to one type ... a mixture 
of greens is more interesting. A favorite 
combination of restaurants Is Iceberg 
lettuce, rnmaine and curly endive or 
escarolc. 

Bean salads such as the Any Bean 
or Three Bean Salad arc growing in 
popularity ... the idea is to team 
together your own mixture of beans, 
greens and extras. (Extras can often be 
leftover cold cooked chicken, sliced or 
julienne strips of cold roast beef or 
tongue.) Choice of dressing can vary 
from a basic corn oil and vinegar 
dressing to a homemade mayonnaise 
dressing. 

Rinse lettuce quickly in cold water 
and then drain thoroughly before 
storing in refrigerator. While providing 
next to nothing in calories, lettuce gives 
you a comfortably "filled" feeling 
because of the bulk or roughage- 
roughage is also an aid to digestion. 

Salads fall into two broad 
categories, entree-type and main dish 
supporting combinations, and one of the 
nicest foods of summer is the whole¬ 
meal salad. 

The recipes given here represent 
both categories. 

TAPE MEASURE SALAD 

Salad greens 

2 cans (6‘* or 7 oz.ea) tuna, drained 

1 cucumber, sliced 

2 cups grapefruit sections 

4 radishes, sliced 

Arrange salad greens on serving 
plate; place < hunks of tuna in middle. 
Surround with cucumber slices, top 
with grapefruit sections and garnish 
with radish slices. Serve with low 
calorie dressing. Makes I servings of 
about 240 calories per serving. 

GRAPEFRUIT SALAD 
DRESSING

Tough new food labeling 
regulations requiring all food to 
be labeled with its last sale date 
went into law in Massachusetts 
last week according to 
Representative David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton). 

Approved by the Public 
Health Council on May 29 and 
enacted into law June 5, "Open 
Dating" regulations provide for 
the labeling of perishable food 
with the last sale date which the 
food may be sold and the 
labeling of non-perishable food 
with the date after which the 
product should not he used. The 
regulations define perishable 
food as all food having a shelf 
life of less than 00 days after 
manufacture and require all 
dates to contain common ab¬ 
breviations. 

In commenting on the "Open 
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Dating" regulations, 
Representative Mofenson 
stressed the importance of 
allowing consumers to judge for 
themselves the freshness and 
salability of food. "Open dating 
of food will prove to be an in¬ 
valuable purchasing aid to all 
those interested in the quality of 
tlie food they buy," he said. 
Representative Mofenson 
pointed out that Massachusetts 
is now one of the few states with 
a law which protects the pur¬ 
chaser of packaged foods. The 
Newton lawmaker discounts 
claims of higher food prices 
resulting from the special 
preparation which will be 
needed for food containers. 

Exempted from the "Open 
Dating” regulations will be 
alcoholic beverages, fresh meat 
and produce, and bottled goods 
which are hermetically sealed 
in glass containers and which do 
not require refrigeration.

The arguments against

Carmen Charges Small Town Politics 


"One of the things presently 
wrong with Newton is that its 
mayor is trying to run it as if it 
were a small town when ac¬ 
tually It is a large city," 
mayoral candidate William 
Carmen said last week. 

"Newton has the fourth 
largest budget of any com¬ 
munity in Massachusetts,” 
Carmen went on to say. “It is a 
$400-million-a-year business. 

"We must utilize and take 
advantage of modern practices, 
in order to give the people of 
Newton the most efficient and 
economical city government," 
the candidate said. 

Carmen cited the operation of 
a small civilian defense unit in 
Newton as an example of Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann’s “inef¬ 
fective and inefficient” 
government. 

“If Newton were struck by a 
disaster, the police and fire 
departments would be called 
upon to meet the emergency," 
Carmen said. “I doubt that a $1- 
a-year director and a clerk- 
typist in the Civil Defense 


Department would be able to do 
much in such a situation. 

"Yet, Mayor Mann not only is 
continuing to waste money on 
this operation, but this year he 
actually recommended an in¬ 
crease In its budget.” 

Mayor Mann, terming this "a 
piece of political rhetoric," 
pointed out the civil defense 
director's tasks include 
supervision of Newton’s 
Auxiliary Police and the pur¬ 
chase of surplus equipment for 
the city. 

He said that out of the 
department's "$14,000 budget 
last year, $4,100 was for use in 
purchasing surplus equipment 
and an estimated $60,000 worth 
of equipment was obtained.” He 
also noted the Auxiliary Police 
budget is included in the $14,000. 

Carmen also argued that 
Mann is wasting money on an 
obosolete incinerator and 
should move forward with a 
regional reclamation plan. 

On the subject of reclamation, 
Mann pointed out that the city 
now has a recycling program, 


compost site and metal 
reclamation contract. He noted 
that the incinerator has been 
studied for gas emissions and 
that Newton and Waltham have 
a grant from the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) for 
the purpose of exploring the 
possibilities of regionalization 
in solid waste. 

Carmen also said that if he is 
elected in the fall, he will 
"develop an improved city 
recreation program to offer 
greater recreational op¬ 
portunities not only for the 
"young people of Newton but for 
residents of all ages." 

"There is much that can be 
done to give the people of 
Newton better municipal 
government at a lower cost," 
the candidate said. "I hope to do 
exactly that if I am elected." 

“Newton includes a number 
of so-called villages,” he said, 
"but we will not have efficient 
and economical city govern¬ 
ment as long as Newton is 
operated as if it were one tiny 
village instead of a collection of 
rather large villages."

The study suggested that the 
Division of Personnel function 
as the organizer of training 
activity for administrators in 
the system. 

Halbower then turned his 
attention to other aspects of 
business functions within the 
school system and came up with 
several other suggestions. 

He told the School Committee 
that more effective use of long 
range planning would result in a 
great deal of savings to the 
school system. 

“You have an excellent start 
in this direction with the 
research and evaluation func¬ 
tion you have instituted," 
Halbower said. 

He suggeste the School 
Committee look into that por¬ 
tion of its budget dedicated to 
salaries. 

"Cast effectivness studies and 
restaffing patterns should be 
applied to reduce ex¬ 
penditures," he said. 

Halbower also recommended 
that maintenance and repair 
become the exclusive domain of 
the School Department instead 
of the city's Public Buildings 
Department. Such a move, 
according to Halbower, would 
“achieve considerable 
economies and improved 
service to the schools." 

Halbower also covered plant 
operation in his report and 
suggested the School Depart¬ 
ment study the feasibility of 
staggered shifts for custodial 
personnel in order to eliminate 
a large budget for overtime 
payments. 

In one of his final recom¬ 
mendations, Halbower 
suggested that communications 
be improved between School 
Department personnel and 
personnel within the city pur¬ 
chaser's department.

How do you 

Depending on whose recipe you follow, you may be 
adding anywhere from 200 to 1.000 unneeded extra 
calories to a dish that might otherwise be slimming, 
yet is Just as satisfying. 

Beef Stew, Sauteed Chicken, Fried Liver and 
Onions, Mushrooms in Wine, Chill, Veal Srallnpini. 
Fried Eggplant... these are just a few of the hundreds 
of reripes that first call for the basic step of 
“browning" —frying in fat just long enough to provide 
a nicely browned exterior. 

Since fat is the most fattening thing there is — 
twice the calories of anything else — it's interesting to 
note how different cooks and cookbooks approach the 
same recipe. 

Beef Stew, for example. Cooking author James 
Beard uses five tablespoons of fat (500 calories) for his 
American Beef Stew. Craig Clairborne's recipe is 
somewhat slimmer: two tablespoons (200 calories). 
But the best-selling cookbook, "The Joy of Cooking,” 
advises browning beef in a half-pound of salt pork 
(1,705 calories!) 

All their recipes use the same quantity of meat: 
two pounds of beef cubes. None mentions anthing about 
draining the fat or skimming before serving. Also, Mr. 
Beard advises thickening the stew with an unspecified 
quantity of "pea-sized balls of flour and butter kneaded 
together." 

Of course, many cooks are even more heavy- 
handed, simply upending the oil bottle into the frying 
pan or spooning out great gobs of grease ... as their 
mothers and grandmothers did, before them. It's 
understandable, however, since “frying," "sauteeing" 
and "browning" are the first cooking steps one learns, 
and forever after it's automatic. 

No Fat Added 

However, you can brown most meats with no fat 
added! Most cuts have ample fat of their own. Beef- 
stew meat may contain as much as one-third fat. By 
browning the meat in its own fat, you subtract calories 
rather than add them. Here’s how: 

First, you must — simply must — have a nonstick 
skillet. 

Now, instead of searing the meat in huge quantities 
of boiling fat, put the meat in a cold skillet. Then heat it 
very slowly over a moderate flame. No rush! Give the 
meat time enough to release its own inner fat for 
browning. 

With very lean meat, add a tablespoon or two of 
liquid (broth, soy sauce, wine, water or whatever). At 
first the meat will seem to "steam," but then the liquid 
evaporates and meat will brown in its own residue of 
melted fat. 

For chicken, poultry and meats with skin, place 
the pieces skin side down in a cold skillet. Let the 
skillet warm slowly, and the pieces will brown in the 
fat that melts from under the skin. 

Really fatty meats — frankfurters, sausages, 
bacon, etc. — have more fat than they need. Puncture 
with a fork and brown very well, to get rid of as much 
pound-provoking fat as possible. Blot the meat with a 
paper towel. 

Liver, scallops, shrimp, and other virtually fat- 
free foods vegetables, can be browned in as little as 
half-tablespoon of fat or oil. 

To help spread the fat around, combine the fat with 
one tablespoon of water or liquid (or use one 
tablespoon of diet margarine; it's only half fat!). Turn 
the food frequently over moderate heat. Once the 
moisture evaporates, the food will brown quickly.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Pierre 
Cardin exploded into the field 
of men's wear a decade ago 
with a suit line that closely 
followed the contours of the 
human body. Now, at the age of 
50, he has discovered that men 
have shoulders and that is his 
new silhouette. 

His original line was called 
pres de corps, which means, 
literally, near the body, and 
this close fitting line was 
followed slavishly for years by 
imitators who also adopted his 
wide and dramatic lapels which 
reached their zenith in his 
blazer, a status symbol for 
those who could afford the 
original. 

"For the past ten years I 
have been doing my body 
line....developing clothes that 
follow the natural contours of 
the human form," he said 
recently. "And now, I have 
changed my direction: The new 
shoulder look has emerged. 

"The philosophy behind the 
shoulder? Where once the eye 
started at the head and glanced 
downward at the body, the eye 
now goes up." 

If the eye goes up it ends on 
a broadly built-op shoulder on a 
shorter (29 1-2inch) jacket with 
no vent, a line that emphasizes 
the athletic V-form of the male 
body.

Apartments came and went 
this week at a meeting called by 
the Land Use Committee to 
wade through the pile of items 
on its agenda.

Affairs (DCA), would not 
authorize a landtaking until 
they are satisfied through 
bidding that the cost of the 
project falls within their 
original estimates. 

Quinn, elaborating Tuesday, 
said the Housing Authority will 
send all three housing projects 
out to bid in mid-July.

A charter objection raised 
after nearly two hours of debate 
Tuesday night prevented a vote 
on whether Newton and 
Waltham should enter into the 
formation of a regional solid- 
waste disposal district. 

At stake is a $112,500 grant 
from the Environmental 
Protection Agency, (EPA) 
contingent upon formation of a 
regional district by Friday, 
June 30. 

Alderman Peter Harrington 
Initiated the one-man tabling of 
the measure and was joined in 
his “charter" by Alderman 
Richard McGrath, Richard 
Bull winkle, and Andrew Magni. 
When three or more members 
of the Board of Aldermen join 
another member in a charter 
objection, the matter cannot be 
brought up again until the next 
regular meeting of the board, 
which is July 2. 

Mayor Theodore Mann said 
Wednesday that the EPA had 
been alerted to the possibility of 
the postponement of final board 
action until July 2. 

Waltham's city council last 
Monday voted unanimously to 
approve the two-city 
agreement. 

At a special meeting of the 
aldermanic Public Works 
Committee held immediately 
before the full board meeting, 
the question of adoption of the 
agreement was extensively 
debated by committee mem¬ 
bers, but approved 5-1 
(Harrington opposed). 

The agreement, as explained 
by Alderman David Jackson, 
who has been co-chairman .of 
the Newton-Waltham planning 
board of the disposal district, 


will provide a “roll-in period" 
for adoption of the district. 

Because the two cities could 
not meet the EPA timetable for 
establishing an operational 
district, the agreement takes 
advantage of the EPA grant 
while allowing the planning 
board to continue until May 1, 
1974, and at the same time 
constitute the district, Jackson 
said. 

Final approval by the 
governments of Newton and 
Waltham of the regional 
planning board report by May 1, 
1974, would establish the 
operational district. 

Fears were voiced by 
Harrington and Bullwinkle that 
partial acceptance of state 
laws, as provided in amend¬ 
ments to the board order, is not 
only unpermissive but may 
also result in the actual 


formation of the district before 
the 1974 date. 

The amendments, limiting 
acceptance of the state laws to 
those provisions of Chapter 40, 
Sections 44A through 44K, that 
are necessary to effectuate the 
agreement at this time, were 
judged necessary by the 
committee because the 
operational district is not yet 
being formed and therefore the 
district cannot excercise all the 
powers granted to it, such as 
purchasing land or incurring 
debts. 

Harrington said he also felt 
Newton might be "locked in" to 
the disposal district once it is 
operational. This objection was 
answered by Jackson, who 
explained that procedures are 
written into the agreement

Guzzi Files Bill For 
Budget Control 


Common Cause- 
Massachusetts has reported 
votes of Newton's state 
representatives and its state 
senator on five issues. 

The issues and votes of State 
Senator Irving Fishman and 
State Representatives Paul 
Guzzi, Peter Harrington, Lois 
Pines and David Mofenson as 
described by Common Cause 
are as follows; 

-HOUSE CUT: This bill 
would put on the 1974 ballot the 
question of whether to reduce 
the size of the House from 240 to 
160. A "yes" vote favored 
placing the question on the 
ballot. Passed June 6 22-11 in the 
Senate, 143-81 June 6 in the 
House. Fishman, Pines, 
Mofenson, Guzzi, Harrington all 
voted "yes." 

-SENATE REDISTRIC¬ 
TING: A measure changing 
Senate district lines before the 
Senate where a "yes" voted 
favored a plan which did not 
include a black district for the 
City of Boston. Passed Senate 
20-16 June 7 and was killed by 
the House. Fishman voted 
"no.” 


The House considered, a 
motion to override the gover¬ 
nor’s veto of the first Senate 
redistricting plan. A "no" vote 
was for sustaining veto and 
supported the concept of a black 
senatorial district for Boston. 
Failed in the House on a vote of 
139-85 May 31. All four Newton 
representatives voted “no". 

-ABORTIONS: The Senate 
(June 11) considered a bill to 
allow private hospitals to refuse 
to perform abortions or provide 
family planning services. It 
passed 35-2, had previously 
been passed by the House and 
was sent to the governor. Fish¬ 
man voted “yes." 

The House (June 4) voted on a 
motion to order a third reading 
of the same. bill. A "yes" vote 
supported it. It passed 200-26 
and was sent to the Senate. 
Guzzi and Harrington voted 
"yes;" Pines and Mofenson 
voted "no.” 

—FILM CENSORSHIP: A bill 
which would limit grounds on 
which local authorities can 
close movie house to public 
health, safety or order. A “yes" 
voted supported limitation. The 


bill was defeated 14-19 (June 
12). Fishman voted “no." 

-BRANCH OFFICES: A bill 
to set up branch offices of the 
secretary of state's office in 
Worcester, New Bedford and 
Springfield. A “yes" voted 
supported the setting up of these 
offices. It passed 23-14 (June 13) 
and was sent to the house. Fish¬ 
man voted “yes." 

—DAY CARE: A motion in 
the House to overturn an ad¬ 
verse committee report on a bill 
to provide a tax deduction for 
child care services. A "yes? 
voted supported the bill. II 
passed (June 4) 147-80. All fouf 
Newton representatives voted 
"yes.” 

— REPEAL CABINET 

SYSTEM: A bill in the House to 
repeal the system of state 
cabinet officers and 
reorganization. A "yes" vote 
favored repeal of the system! 
The bill was defeated 67-168 
(June 13). Guzzi, Mofenson and 
Pines voted “no;” Harrington 
voted "yes." 


Paul Guzzi (D-Newton) has 
today filed legislation to place 
controls on the procedures 
Involved in developing and 
passing the state budget. 

The bill was jointly developed 
by Guzzi and MassAction in 
response to the unusual 
procedures that have 
characterized the budget in the 
past. 

Rep. Guzzi stated "that under 
this legislation would place the 
entire appropriations process 
under the control of law rather 
|than relying on a* tradition that 
[ is outdated and rules that can be 
manipulated." 

* Guzzi explained that the 
executive branch, as well as the 
legislature, would be required 
to "open up" the process to the 
public and provide back-up 
information for their un¬ 
derstanding. 

For example, the Governor 
would be required to explain all 
changes which he makes from 
the recommendations that are 


submitted to him by his 
department heads. The cabinet 
secretaries would also be 
required to hold public hearings 
as they are developing their 
budgets. 

"It is absolutely necessary 
that the Governor and the 
legislature work more 
cooperatively and more openly 
on the single most important 
piece of legislation that is 
presented to the public every 
year," the Newton Legislator 
emphasized. 

The legislation deals with all 
budget bills, including 
deficiency and supplementary 
budgets, as well as conference 
committee reports and line item 
vetoes. Written explanations 
would be required for each 
action of either the Governor or 
the legislature.

New figures on the past year's 
cost-of-living increase have 
been released by the federal 
Department of Labor Bureau of 
Labor StatiBtics that show an 
increase of 5.5 per cent for the 
period May, 1972-May, 1973, 
Local BOO President Louis Rufo 
announced this week. 

Accordingly, Rufo said, he 
will ask for a 5.5 per cent wage 
increase for May, 1973 through 
May, 1974, retroactive to May 1 
of this year, at a meeting 
scheduled this week with city 
labor negotiator Leon Kowal. 

Rufo rejected a 4.8 percent 
increase announced by the 
administration early this 
month, claiming that the figure 
did not represent a true 12- 
month period. Kowal agreed to

Marr Continues Battle 
With School Committee 


By LEN BATEMAN 

Identifying his philosophy’ as 
one which would permit 
alternative education within the 
existing school system, 
Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink presented his first 
annual report to the Newton 
School Committee this week. 

Acting at the request of the 
committee, Fink and his 
subordinates compiled a 
compendium of current goals, 
past achievements and the 
problems faced by the school 
administration during this 
academic year. 

Fink initiated his one and a 
half hour verbal report by 
stating that he is currently 
faced with the dilemma of 
providing both creativity in the

classroom and continuity for 
students throughout the entire 
educational process. 

The problem, according to 
Pink was "how to provide a 
structured program in terms of 
discipline yet allow for enough 
flexibility within the intellectual 
process." 

"We always have to deal with 
the yin and yang of the 
process," said Fink, referring 
to the orit-.ital concept of op¬ 
posing forces within the same 
body. 

Stressing his belief several 
times that "we can educate well 
and humanely," Fink listed the 
several programs within the 
school system which attempt to 
reconcile the two seemingly 
irreconcilable forces. 

Reminding the committee it 
had permitted tremendous 
increases in the budget for 
individualized instruction, he 
also warned that educators 
have not as yet found a way to 
"integrate the individual ex¬ 
perience into the classroom 
experience."

He also said that the greatest 
flexibility and individuality was 
to be found “surprisingly" in 
Newton’s elementary schools. 

“The teachers on that level," 
stated Fink, "are more willing 
to work with small clusters of 
children and on an individual 
basis with them." 

“As the child progresses 
through the system, however," 
he added, the process becomes 
more rigid." 

Fink admitted that the 
numerous alternative 
programs, including work 
study, and vocational, had 
failed to reach the "kids in the 
middle." 

"This," he said, "is our real 
problem." 

“The Black Experience 
Program is having the same 
difficulty," the superintendent 
told the School Committee. 

In the latter instance, 
however, Fink proposed that 
the program be incorporated 
into the American Studies 
curriculum as a solution to 
ineffectiveness. 

In discussing the high school 
situation, Fink, described the 


academic atmosphere as one 
that was very much different 
than that of the late sixties. 

‘Tack then," he said, "the 
kids were more interested in 
doing their own thing. Now they 
arc more docile." 

Fink emphasized that the 
current student situation did not 
mean an Immediate rein¬ 
stitution of the educational 
practices of the early sixties. 

"We recognize now," he 
stated, "that they can 
legitimately contribute to their 
own education." 


"The public school is the only 
American institution which 
checks on its inmates more than 
is done in prisons," was the way 
the superintendent expressed 
his dislike of the current class 
rotation system in the secon¬ 
dary schools.

The Inner Separation 

The dosing of more private schools. In this area, 
especially those with enrollments from kindergarten 
through the senior year of high school, was practically 
guaranteed this week 

The Supreme Court ruled that it is against the 
law for states to provide financial assistance to 
private schools The high court's action this week is 
another in the long line of decisions upholding the 
separation of church and state. 

The decision has cut another source of help and 
hope desperately needed by many private schools. 
And this is especially true among parochial schools 
which currently educate nearly 200.000 youngsters in 
Catholic school system 

Many private non parochial schools are also in 
jeopardy. For some the days of long waiting lines are 
over. Their fund raising letters beg for survival. 

The decision this week struck down state laws in 
New York and Pennsylvania providing direct financial 
aid for parochial school maintenance and repair. The 
recent decision also outlaws tax relief for the mothers 
and fathers who choose to send their children to 
private schools The court elso said that one state 
could not fund testing in non public schools. 

The ruling of the Court in far off Washington. 
0. C will have full impact in the Norwoods, Dedhams, 
Bostons and Newtons. 

In some ways the church - state separation 
battle seems to adding further burdens and restraints 
to the state, not freedoms. 

Further dosing of private and parochial schools 
adds to the cost ol the public school system and most 
home owners already tend to look at the current 
expense as beyond his means. Communities now 
devote nearly half of their tax income to school 
support '' 

When the parochial school kids move in •*- as 
many will next year and more the following year — 
the cost and tax bills will have to go up again. 

Separation of church and state may ultimately 
be another factor that separates residents from their 
life long homes and neighborhoods. It is ironic that 
many parents who could never afford the luxury of 
time to finish school should lose their hard won 
homes because of school expense. 

One educator noted, following news of the 
decision, that school systems and their costs will 
eventually decrease anyway because of the predicted 
lower birth rate. Now think of that. Are we being told 
that fewer students are the hope for our schools? 
Carried to its ridiculous extreme that would mean that 
someday wu may have a system of finer schools 
providing there are fewer children to attend them. 

Someone may have forgotten that institutions of 
learning exist because of incoming pupils' needs not 
in spite of the youngsters. 

Officials at private and parochial schools will 
continue to try to keep their institutions In existence. 
But this week their chances for continuation right 
here in our hometowns appeared more dim. And all of 
us are the losers. 


Political Highlights

Business Leaders Opposed 
• To New Term For Governor 

A number of Greater Boston's top business executives are 
disenchanted with Governor Sargent, and the feeling appears to 
lie mutual. 

The business leaders, who are prepared to raise a campaign 
chest of $250,000 or more for a candidate acceptable to them, 
sought out former Boston Mayor John F. Collins and endeavored 
to persuade him to stand for the Governorship next year. 

But Collins, an exceptionally good Mayor for eight years, was 
not interested in returning to the political wars. 

He enjoys his role as a professor at M.l.T. and his work as a 
consultant on urban problems. The suggestion that he battle to 
assume the worries, troubles and headaches of a Governor holds 
little attraction for him. 

The business leaders have looked around for someone else but 
have been unable to find anyone who would have a chance against 
Governor Sargent about whom they can work up much en¬ 
thusiasm. 

Attorney General Robert Quinn, who, they now expect, will be 
the Democratic nominee against Sargent, probably differs with 
the business executives oil as many issues as Governor Sargent 
although Quinn does recognize the need of protecting existing 
employment opportunities anil creating new ones. 

Uist fall's controversy over a proposed graduated state in¬ 
come tax apparently is one of the points at issue between the 
Republican Governor und the business community. 

The business leuders are not happy that Mr. Sargent sup- 
(xirted tile unsuccessful move for a graduated state tax, and 
Surge, in turn, feels some of the business executives broke faith 
with him in publicly opposing the graduated tux and contributiog 
to a fund to defeat it. 

In addition to the displeasure he has aroused among a large 
number of normally Republican business executives, Governor 
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Sargent also has incurred the dissatisfaction of many members of 
his own party, including some in the camp of Senator Edward W. 
Brooke. 

Brooke, who has brushed aside suggestions that he come back 
to Massachusetts and run for Governor next year, feels that 
Sargent should have suspended his fund-raising activities last 
year when Brooke was trying to obtain money to finance his own 
campaign for reelcction. 

In fairness, many of Governor Sargent's troubles in his own 
party stem from his realistic recognition that he cannot win 
election on Republican votes alone in a heavily Democratic state. 

Surge has appointed a number of Democrats to state jobs and 
has wooed Democratic votes in the interest of political survival. 
Other successful Republican leaders such as Christian A. Herter 
and John A. Volpe did the same thing although they managed to 
maintain friendly relations with the business community while 
doing it. 

State Order Allowing Nudity 
In Hub Nite Spots Outrageous 

Mayor Kevin H. White was being moderate and temperate in 
his remarks when he declared that there Is something wrong with 
the law when a state agency can overrule the Boston licensing 
Board and order that entertainers lie allowed to appear totally 
nude In Hub night spots. 

The Mayor called It “A shame’’ that the city cannot bar 
complete nudity In Its drinking spots If it chooses to do so. We’d 
call It ridiculous, preposterous and,outrageous. 

Mayor White points out that the state gives lip service to the 
principle of home rule but that in a showdown the city doesn’t 
really have home rule. Of course, he’s right. Boston can’t even 
insist on common decency in public places under its licensing 
jurisdiction. 

Boston's licensing Board last Jan. 1 put into effect a 
regulation prohibiting total nudity in the entertainment in its 
drinking establishments. 

But the State Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission has 
notified the Boston board that it cannot issue anti-nudity 
regulations or prevent the entertainers from appearing com¬ 
pletely in the nude. 

Only the state has the right to take that action, according to 
the ABC Commission, and the state Isn't doing It. 

It is impossible for this writer to conceive of James M. 
Curley, Maurice J. Tobin, Paul A. Dever, Foster Furcolo, 
Christian A. Herter or John A. Volpe sitting still while they were 
Governor while an agency under their jurisdiction made a ruling 
of thut nature. 

The Prisoners Boone Tried 
To Help Cost Him His Job 

One thing proven by the ouster of John O Boone from his job 
as state correction commissioner was that you can't have prison 
reform without the cooperation of the prisoners. 

Boone, a progressive penologist, tried to make life more 
livable for the men confined within prison walls. 

He gave them privileges they never had before, allowing 
them furloughs or vacations to break the monotony, longer 
visiting periods and generally .nore freedom. 

The inmates at Walpole State Prison responded by rioting, 
murdering each other, assaulting guards, staging work stoppages 
and destroying prison property. 

A murderer was blown up while making a bomb in the prison. 
An inmate was set on fire in his cell and burned to death. Another 
convict was stabbed to death and thrown 15 feet to the tier below. 
Guards were assaulted. 

When Boone was persuaded by Governor Sargent to step 
aside, the inmates were pretty much running Walpole State 
Prison, and the prison wasn’t safe for either prisoners and 
guards. 

Things were out of control at the institution. The Governor did 
the only thing he could when he fired Boone. 

His action in dismissing Boone and suspending the furlough 
system would have precipitated a horrendous riot at the prison if 
tile Governor hadn’t moved the state police into the institution. 

Many of the inmates have no hesitancy about stabbing a 
guard or hitting him over the head with an iron pipe. But they 
have a very' healthy respect for the rugged, blue-uniformed state 
troopers. 

It's too bad they didn't have the sume respect for John Boone 
who tried so hard to help them. Boone, incidentally, had 
progressive ideas on prison reform, but he obviously was a poor 
administrator. 

When the prisoners get back their furlough privileges, they 
should try to protect them. 

Endicott Peabody May Enter 
Democratic Governor Battle 

Word from Washington is that former Governor Endicott 
lChub) Peabody may attempt a political comeback in 
Massachusetts next year as a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor. 

Peabody, now a successful attorney in the ualion's capital, 
was the only announced candidate for the Democratic Vice 
Presidential nomination last year but was not seriously con¬ 
sidered by Senator George McGovern eveu though he might have 
been as strong a running mate as Sargent Shriver. 

He has been away from the Bay State political scene most of 
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the time since the 1966 state election when he was defeated by 
Edward A.Brooke for the U.S. Senate seat then being vacated by 
Leverett Saltonstall. 

Peabody was the last Democratic Governor of 
Massachusetts. He was elected in 1962 and served at the head of 
the state government in 1963 and 1964. 

But he was toppled by Francis X. Bellotti, then Lieutenant 
Governor, In the 1964 Democratic primary. The bitterness left by 
that primary battle caused the subsequent defeat of Bellotti and 
the election of John A. Volpe even though Lyndon Johnson carried 
the state by a big margin In the Presidential race. 

The only Democratic candidates for Governor at the present 
time are Attorney General Robert Quinn and former State 
Representative Michael Dukakis. Some political observers 
believe Dukakis may shift to the contest for Attorney General. 

Meanwhile, Peabody’s friends are convinced he is preparing 
to come home and move into the gubernatorial campaign. 

State Conventions Are Killed 
But Sarge Plans Own Conclave 

It's now certain that no official pre-primary state conventions 
will be held in Massachusetts next year for the purpose of en¬ 
dorsing candidates for state-wide offices. 

This became definite when both branches of the Democratic- 
controlled State Legislature overrode Governor Sargent’s veto of 
a bill to scrap the convention system of tapping candidates. 

On the surface, at least, this should be a political plus for the 
Democratic party since most political experts agree the con¬ 
ventions have helped the Republicans and hurt the Democrats. 

However, Governor Sargent, who will stand for reelection 
next year, made only a token fight to save the State Conventions 
and apparently decided it would not be worth the price he would 
have to pay in patronage to kill the repeal measure. 

Sarge, who dislikes the tedious day-to-day job of running the 
state government but who has become an astute and adroit 
politician since he was elected Lieutenant Governor In 1966, 
believes he can hold an unofficial pre-primary Republican State 
Convention with effective results next year, as Christian A. 
Herter did back in 1952 when the GOP’s political fortunes were at 
a low ebb in Massachusetts. 

The convention delegates would be selected In the same 
manner by the Republican ward and town committees. The ac¬ 
tions of the conclave in picking a GOP State ticket would have no 
legal or official effect, but Sarge is convinced he can invoke party 
discipline and make them stand up, Just as Herter and other 
Republican leaders did 21 years ago. 

He probably can. Republican voters are accustomed to ac¬ 
cepting the choices of their conventions and supporting them in 
the primaries. No candidate endoresed by a GOP State Con¬ 
vention has been defeated in a primary since the pre-primary 
convention system of picking state tickets was revived by Herter. 

Sarge also is In a stronger position today than Herter was in 
1952. He has the gubernatorial patronage power and knows how to 
use it effectively. 

Herter was a Congressman, not a Governor, in 1952. But he 
was an outstanding politicals He had a shrewd campaign 
manager in Elmer Nelson, and he had the all-out backing of the 
Repullcan leaders who had persuaded him to run for Governor. 

Miles Mahoney Given Job As 
Director Of County Hospital 

Apparently, It pays to be an obstructionist. 

Miles Mahoney, who blocked the proposed Park Plaza project 
in downtown Boston and prevented hundreds of persons from 
getting jobs at which they might now be working, has been named 
director of the Middlesex County Hospital in Waltham. 

What qualifications he has for the f21,500-a-year position he 
will assume on July 1 are not known to this observer. 

Mahoney achieved a measure of fame when he unexpectedly 
blocked the contemplated Park Plaza development six weeks 
after Governor Sargent had brought him here from Philadelphia 
and named him a commissioner in the State's Department of 
Community Affairs. 

Sarge's reasons for appointing Mahoney in the first place also 
are somewhat obscure, but the Governor demanded Mahoney's 
resignation last February when Mahoney rejected the Park Plaza 
plan for a second time. 

Now Mahoney has been rewarded with a high-paying job as 
director of a county hospital In Waltham. 

Watergate Hearings Prove 
You Can't Beat Soap Operas 

One thing the Senate Watergate hearings have proved to this 
observer without challenge or dispute is that you can't compete 
with televised soap operas. 

Whatever differences of opinion there mny be about various 
phases of the Watergate scandal, no question can exist about the 
popularity the afternoon soap operas have achieved. 

This writer has been astonished at the amount of mail he has 
received about the Watergate hearings. For the most part the 
letters were not about the shadow) 1 , sinister political sabotage or 
spying operations. 

Nor were they protesting the disclosures of dirty politics 
which have baffled and bewildered so many people who didn't 
believe such skulduggery was possible. 

The fart is that most of the letters came from women rom- 
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plaining that they would rather see their favorite soap operas 
than what most of them termed “the boring Watergate hearings." 

They were not interested in whether the constitutional rights 
of witnesses were being violated or that the most incredible 
political scandal in U. S. history was being unfolded day-by-day. 

The letter-writers were much more concerned about the daily 
developments in their favorite soap operas than whether John 
Mitchell did or didn’t plan the Watergate break-in. 

Apparently ine major television networks yielded to the 
pressure of the ladies who like to spend part of their afternoons 
watching the soap operas on their television sets. 

When the Senate hearings started, all three television net¬ 
works were showing the proceedings. Now they’re taking turns, 
each doing it one day a week while the other two televise the 
beloved soap operas. 

Even that has not satisfied some of the ladies because the 
soap operas are still being knocked off one television network on 
three afternoons a week. 

Archibald Cox had strong support from one element of the 
community when he urged Judge Sirica to blackout the Watergate 
hearings. That backing came from the women who don’t want any 
of their soap operas pre-empted by such nonsense as that being 
produced by the Watergate hearings. 

Brave Cop Tags Car Used By 
New York City Police Head 

There had been no recent word from New York as to the 
assignment, if any, currently being performed by parking- 
enforcement agent Hurley Wilson of New York City's police 
department. 

Officer Wilson was writing out a $25 ticket for an official¬ 
looking black Mercury illegally parked on 43rd street in New York 
City when he was informed it was the automobile being used by 
Police Commissioner Donald F. Cawley who was inside the New 
York Times being interviewed. 

Wilson kept right on writing. “All I know,” quoth he, “la that 
No-Standing means No-Standing, regardless." 

Commissioner Cawley did the only thing he could do when he 
emerged from the Times. He praised Wilson for his diligence to 
duty. 

"Good for him," declared Cawley. "We’ll pay the fine." 

The suspicion lingers that after a respectable period, Officer 
Wilson will be checking the headstones in some cemetery. 

Watergate Scandal Almost As 
Expensive As It Is Incredible 

A Massachusetts Congressman estimates that the in¬ 
vestigation of the Watergate break-in and the prosecution of the 
persons involved in It will cost U. S. taxpayers several million 
dollars before the last verdict has been reached in court. 

He figures the bill for you and me and the other taxpayers 
already is close to $3 million and is climbing every day. That, of 
course, does not Include the money paid from Nixon campaign 
funds to the Watergate conspirators or the fees for the lawyers 
representing either the defendants in court trials or the persons 
who have appeared before the Ervin Committee. 

The taxpayers are footing the bills for the salaries of the staff 
employees working with the Select Senate Committee, the FBI 
agents working on the Watergate case, the special prosecutors 
hired to press the investigation and prosecution, the salaries of 
the judges, jurors, grand Jurors, office expenses, transcripts, 
transportation and even meals for the jurors. 

The Watergate mess is almost as expensive as it is incredible. 

Nixon Gets Good Advice From 
An Old Foe On Watergate Mess 

President Nixon is not likely to take the advice of his old 
antagonist, George S. McGovern, on how to regain the confidence 
of the American people, but a lot of observers believe the 
President must take some of the steps urged by McGovern if he is 
to survive his crisis of confidence. 

McGovern suggested that Nixon stop acting like a monarch, 
that he hold regular weekly press conferences in which he subject 
himself to the questions of reporters, that he voluntarily appear 
before both the Senate Committee and the Grand Jury in¬ 
vestigating the Watergate scandal. 

The South Dakota Senator made his suggestion in response to 
questions put to him by Elizabeth Drew during a televised in¬ 
terview. McGovern would not say, incidentally, whether he would 
prefer to see Nixon remain in office or get out. 

But he did express the strong conviction that the Nixon 
campaign strategists did not try to set him up as the Democratic 
nominee for President. He voiced the opinion that the Nixon 
saboteurs centered their efforts on whatever Democratic 
Presidential contender they considered the front-runner at the 
time. 

McGovern said some strange things happened in his cam¬ 
paign which he did not understand when they occurred. 

President Nixon probably will not do any o( the things 
suggested l}y McGovern. But unless and until he stops being so 
remote from the people and takes some dramatic action to clear 
up the public uncertainty and misgivings, he will limp along as an 
ineffective President under a cloud. 

He will not be able to regain the public confidence he has lost 
and give the kind of administration he visualized last November 
by delivering carefully worded television speeches which do not 
eliminate the confusion caused by the conflict in the testimony of 
his former aides. 
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Lower Falls Decision 'Dismaying'

Dear Mayor Mann, 

It Is only with great dismay 
and chagrin that a citizen of 
Newton can read the recent 
decision of the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority 
(NRA) against the citizenry of 
Newton Lower Falls. 

The awarding of the 
development contract to J.W. 
White Construction Co., the 
owner of Woodland Realty and 
the last choice of LOPAC, the 
Lower Falls Improvement 
Association, was a slap in the 
face to the people of that 
community; and, indeed, a 
message to the Newton com¬ 


munity at large that our 
Redevelopment Authority is not 
interested in and could care less 
about the concerns of the neigh¬ 
borhoods in which it wishes to 
operate. 

The NRA had sought to 
establish a modicum of com¬ 
munication and trust with the 
Lower Falls community. As I 
understand it, an agreement 
had been made to give the 
community a strong voice in the 
matters of future development 
which might affect its en¬ 
vironment and character and' 
the lives of its inhabitants. 

Yet, when the NRA made its 
decision, it was “people be 
damned!" 

Yes, "People be damned!” 
On the surface, that is the first 


reading of that decision. But 
isn't it strange at the very least 
that this decision not only 
arrogantly dismissed the 
community's repeated and 
unanimous preference, and 
chose instead the least 
preferred of the four 
developers, but also rejected 
the recommendations of two of 
its own consultants and of 
members of the Newton 
Planning Department as well? 

This can only give rise to deep 
concern and speculation that 
there were other reasons behind 
the votes of authority members 
Davidson, DiCarlo and Sullivan. 

At a time when our country is 
consumed by revelations of 
gross misconduct and criminal 
acts by government officials 


and agencies, it is all the more 
crucial that decisions such as 
that made by the NRA be 
completely free of any taint of 
collusion or unjust con¬ 
siderations. 

Moreover, since Mr. 
Davidson's term of office ex¬ 
pired on April 12, and since he 
has not yet been formally 
reappointed by you, I urge you 
to take this opportunity to 
replace him with a person who 
will be sensitive to the needs of 
people and to the importance of 
cooperative and just action by a 
Redevelopment Authority 
toward the community it is 
supposed to serve.

New Mental Health Regions Destructive 


Editor, Newton Graphic: 

The Executive Office for 
Administration and Finance 
under Secretary William Cowin 
has been busy developing a 
common set of regional 
boundaries for all state and 
federal programs which are 
organized on a regional basis 
within the Commonwealth. 

This is a good idea in itself 
since it will allow municipalities 
to deal with a single set of state 
agencies instead of separate 
groups dealing with the dif¬ 
ferent communities for various 
programs as is generally the 
case now. 

Unfortunately, these new 
regional boundaries as they are 
now would destroy already 
established and functional 
regional divisions, particularly 
those of the Department of 
Mental Health and Mental 
Retardation. For example, 
under these new regional 
boundaries, the Newton- 
Wellesley-Weston Mental 
Health Area of Region V would 
be shifted to a new Region III. 
The area board of Newton- 
Wellesley-Weston is 
vehemently opposed to such a 
move as it would cause untolled 
-problems for the area. 

Services to the adult mentally 
ill would be seriously disrupted 
by switching from the Region V. 
state mental hospital (Medfield 


State Hospital) to Region III 
(Metropolitan State Hospital). 

The 20-year cooperative 
relationship with Newton- 
Wellesley hospital would be 
severed. This relationship is the 
cornerstone of the continuity of 
care for adult services that are 
part of the planning of the 
Newton — Wellesley — Weston 
Community Mental Health 
Center that received a quarter 
of a million dollars from the 
federal government and has a 
staffing grant application 
pending review. 

In addition, Medfield provides 
an after-care clinic at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, Wellesley 
High School has a volunteer 
program with Medfield, the 
Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program (RSVP) provides a 
community experience for 
chronic patients, and Medfield 
has two cooperative apartment 
projects in Newton-Wellesley- 
Weston. 

Services to mentally ill 
children may become disrupted 
and overburdened if Waltham 
loses its child guidance clinic in 
Belmont and consequently 
turns to Newton-Wellesley- 
Weston for service. 

Just as new industrial 
developments have "en¬ 
vironmental impact,” changes 
in regional boundaries have a 
"human impact” in the delivery 
of services. 


It has not been made clear 
why the regional boundaries for 
human services that have been 
in existence for seven years 
have been found inadequate and 
why new regional boundaries

"The Board of Aldermen." he 
went on to say, "is on record as 
to its intention relative to the 
Housing Authority's taking of 
this land. To do anything else 
indicates to me some wavering 
of purpose on the part of some 
board members." 

Committee chairman 
Alderman Alan Barkin, urging 
the committee hold the item, 
said the Ciccones had spent 
money to have plans drawn aqd 
the pians should be kept alive 
until the Housing Authority is 
prepared to move. 

Replying to McDonnell, 
Barkin said "there will be no 
deviation by this board in its 
intention to use this site for low 
income housing." 

The committee also voted to 
recommend denial of a plan by 
Frank A. Donato for a six-story 
apartment building on land on 
Paul Street in Ward 6, denial of 
a plan by the Auburndale 
Development Corp. for 72 units 
on its Staniford Street site in 
Auburndale, and denial of a 
plan from Chateau Realty Trust 
for a five-apartment building on 
Boylston Street in Ward 5. 

Plans for the long-term "life 
care center" for the elderly in 
Ward 4 were held by the com¬ 
mittee for further information. 
Some confusion has developed, 
due to the novelty of the 
proposal, over what degree of 
zoning applies to the 200-unit 
elderly apartment building and 
20-bed nursing home. 

According to Barkin, at least 
two zoning classifications could 
be applied to the center. 

In addition, because the life 
care center is a new type of 
development, licensing 
provisions have not been made 
for the total unit at the state 
level. 

The I-and Use Committee 
decided to hold the proposal 
pending information from two 
communities, in California and 
Connecticut, where such cen¬ 
ters exist, explaining how these 
communities zoned and 
licensed the projects. 

A plan for apartment con¬ 
struction at 2326 Com¬ 
monwealth Ave. in Auburndale 
was also kept in committee. 


Plans for parking of Newton’s 
school buses at a site on Farwell 
Street in West Newton was 
denied by the committee and a 
plan for an 80-bed orthodox 
Jewish nursing home on 
Florence Street in Ward 8 was 
denied by the committee.

Department Orients Staff 


The recent twthday orien¬ 
tation session held by the 
Newton Recreation Deportment 
at the Mason-Rice School in 
Newton Centre was attended by 
the 56 individuals who will staff 
the city's playgrounds this year. 

The initial session on Thur¬ 
sday was opened by Recreation 
Leader and Supervisor Joe 
Siciliano after which the district 
directors, Fran Towle, Bill 
Barry, Bob Doherty, and Joe 
introduced themselves. 

Joseph Sainato spoke on track 
and field events and Kevin 
Corrigan on tennis. Crafts were 
discussed by Esther Toher and 
Ralph Hamilton. 

Recreation Commissioner 
John B. Penney opened the’ 
general session Friday with a 
“Welcome Aboard." 

The group was addressed by 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann who 
emphasized the responsibility 
of the staffers as city em¬ 
ployee' 

Mrs. jvfarjoirc Tennant and 
Gene Penrod of the Newton Red 
Cross informed the group as to 
the proper procedures in case of 
an accident. 

The principal speaker was 
Russell Halloran, former 
Wellesley recreation com¬ 
missioner and presently a coach 
and public relations director at 
the Rivers Country Day School. 

The morning session con¬ 
cluded with the signing of civil 
service forms directed by 
Marjorie Lesbirel. 

After lunch Senior Recreation 
Supervisor James M. Murphy 
spoke about the special events 
scheduled during the eight- 
week program and then the 
recreation leaders had a period 
of role playing. 

Assistant Recreation 
Foreman Joseph Taranto spoke 
on maintenance of the 
playgrounds, a discussion of 
policies and procedures was 
conducted by supervisors and 
then each staffer was 
acquainted with the equipment 
to be used at the playgrounds 
this summer. 

Summarizing personnel, a 
spokesman for the Recreation 
Department said that of the 56 


hired for the 1873 season, 17 are 
on the civil service list A total 
of 48 of the M are returning this 
year and have had previous 
playground experience. For¬ 
ty-nine of the staffers are 
presently attending, or have 
graduated from college and the 
rest are high school graduates. 

There are 29 males and 27 
females in the playground work 
force this year. 

The district supervisors 
represent many years of ex¬ 
perience in the recreation field. 
Joe Siciliano has been with the 
Recreation Department for 
seven years. Robert Doherty 
who is in charge of District 111 
has been a supervisor for 15 
years. William Barry, who 
directs District 11, also has been 
with the department for 15 
years. Miss Fran Towle, 
District 1 director, has a record 
of four years’ service. 

The Newton Recreation 
Department has also announced 
plans to form a co-ed track club 
for residents 8 to 18 years of 
age. 

Practices will be held at the 
Newton North High School 
track on Tuesdays, Wednesdays 
and Thursdays from 6 to 8 p.m. 
beginning Tuesday, July 3. 

These sessions will be 
basically instructional covering 
the fundamentals; sprints, 
relays, middle and long 
distance and field events. The 
program will be geared to the 
intercity track meets later this 
summer. 

The club will be directed by 
Joseph Sainato, a physical 
education major who is 
currently a teaching intern with 
the Newton Recreation 
Department. Sainato has 
specialized in track coaching 
and is the former three-time 
captain of the Bedford High 
School track team. 

All interested young people 
should plan to attend the first 
practice on July 3, dressed, 
ready for action.

According to Recreation 
Supervisor William J. Barry the 
Newton Recreation Department 
is planning two tennis teams, 
one for boys and girls 12 and 
under, and the other for boys 
and girls, 13 to 15. The program 
will be directed by Kevin Steele, 
a work-study student from the 
University of Massachusetts.

Drinan Backs Veterans'Benefits 


In testimony submitted to the 
House Veterans Affairs Com¬ 
mittee, Congressman Drinan 
.spoke out on behalf of the many 
veterans and their dependents 
within his Congressional 
District who have suffered a 
reduction in pension as a result 
of the 20 percent increase in 
Social Security benefits enacted 
last year. 

Drinan pointed out that "some 
1.2 million pensions have been 
affected by this action, and that 
21,000 people have actually been 
dropped from the pension rolls 
as a result of this Social 
Security increase. 


"It is important to keep in 
mind that 76 percent of the 
persons receiving veterans' 
pensions are also receiving 
Social Security benefits, and 
that these persons must rely on 
both of these sources of Income 
to meet the ever escalating cost 
of living,” Drinan said. 

Drinan noted that he had 
sponsored legislation to insure 
that veterans’ pension would 
not be reduced because of In¬ 
creases in monthly Social 
Security benefits, and urged the 
Committee to look favorably 
upon the measure.

Public Works May Work 
On High School Grounds 


Newton’s Public Works 
Department may do much of 
the construction for street and 
grounds development around 
the new Newton North High 
School. 

The aldermanic Public 
Buildings Committee Tuesday 
asked to withdraw its approval, 
voted last week, of $41,063 for 
bids on various projects around 
the school. 

The committee had voted to 
approve $163,000 for con¬ 
struction of the mall at the rear 
of the new school, $19,940 for its 
landscaping, $12,406 for the bus 
dropoff area on Elm Road and 
$2,912 for widening of Elm 
Road, and $5,806 for widening of 
Kimball Terrace. 

The revised vote leaves the 
mall construction funds un¬ 
changed. 

Director of Public Works 
Richard Dudman will present a 


package plan, including the four 
last items and another referred 
to him at the Public Buildings 
Committee meeting — the 
possibility that the Public 
Works Department could 
construct the teachers’ parking 
lot, in a less permanent manner 
than that bid on in conjunction 
with the mall construction 
and at far less cost. 

Several members of the 
committee felt that any 
"permanent" parking lot build 
on the grounds of the school 
may some day not too far away 
be supplanted by another 
solution to the parking problem. 

An untried program exists by 
which a "replacement parking 
project" - a parking garage - 
can be built be federal funds. 
The potential for this type of 
solution is being explored by 
Director of Community 
Development Donald Levitan. 


incomes which the recipient has 
earned for two different 
reasons. What has been given to 
them by one hand of the 
government has been taken 
away by another. We must not 
allow this to happen." 

Congressman Drinan also 
announced that he has spon¬ 
sored two additional bills which 
will affect our nation's 
veterans. 

“One bill would lift the time 
limit on veterans’ use of 
educational benefits under the 
G.I. Bill,” Drinan said. 
“Veterans presently have only 
eight years from the date of 
discharge to take advantage of 
these educational benefits. In 
order to encourage veterans to 
continue up-grading their skills 
throughout their lifetime, I 
believe no time limitation 
should be imposed." 

The other bill Congressman 
Drinan sponsored would 
provide reimbursement to any 
100 percent disabled veteran 
who through threat of loss of life 
must be admitted to a private 
hospital for Immediate care. 

"A veteran who lives a 
lengthy distance from a VA 
hospital is left helpless should 
an emergency arise,” Drinan 
said. “Although this bill would 
affect only a very small number 
jA individuals, some form of 
assistance should be provided.”

Approximately 120-hospital 
executives from 74

will staff the councils, 
management committees and 
board of trustees of the 
Massachusetts Hospital 
Association (MHA) were an¬ 
nounced today by the 
association. 

They will volunteer numerous 
hours to meetings, conferences, 
public hearings and travel in 
behalf of the hospital industry 
during the next 12-months, 
according to MHA President 
William T. Robinson. 

They will help chart and 
implement courses of action 
which ultimately are translated 
into patient care of the highest 
quality, within hospital's intent 
upon being effective and 
responsive to the needs of 
patients. The programs and 
activities they undertake for all 
hospitals via the association 
will come back home to assist 
them and the patients in their 
own hospitals,” said Robinson. 

The association conducts the 
largest nonprofit shared 
computer program in the 
northeast, providing a variety 
of quality business services as 
well as cost and efficiency 


savings for hospitals of the 
Commonwealth. It also con¬ 
ducts an active systems 
engineering program, designed 
to foster the most effective 
utilization of hospital resources. 

The association’s computer 
also provides medical records 
abstracting for many hospitals 
in the state, givin them both a 
management and a quality 
measurement tool, as the 
hospitals strive to be efficient 
both in the business and the 
patient care aspects of their 
human service. 

In addition to supervising 
programs of that type, the 
persons active in association 
affairs will concern themselves 
with personnel recruitment and 
personnel education, labor 
relations, legislative relations, 
community health problems 
such as drugs and alcoholism, 
hospital reimbursement, and 
standards of patient care and 
safety. 

‘‘These people are an im¬ 
portant reason a highly 
sophisticated and top-notch 
hospital system exists in this 
Commonwealth. While MHA 
does not provide care to a single 
hospital patient, every action of 
its membership has improved 


patient service as its goal," 
Ftobinson explained. 

A total of 49 people from 30 
hospitals in the Boston area will 
be involved in determining the 
association's directions. In all, 
approximately 500 people from 
the 180 -member hospitals of 
Massachusetts will volunteer 
their time to programs and

"The First New England Catalogue"

For every New England-lover 
— armchair reader or traveler, 
native or tourist — the First 
New England Catalogue is a 
valuable resource. 

With a format patterned after 
the Whole Earth Catalogue, the 
publisher did not include ad¬ 
vertising. The requirement for 
including an item in this 
catalogue is unique: There 
must be a New England address 
and the article or item must 
exemplify that New England is 
not just a geographical spot on 
the map, but is a way of life. 

The catalogue is divided into 
five sections: earth, education, 
leisure, habitat, and craft 


Within each section, each 
page has several articles and 
illustrations. Famous 
quotations are interspersed 
among the articles, along with 
poems and old home remedies. 
Each section is indexed, and a 
geographic index is found at the 
end. 

The range of subject matter 
covered in the catalogue is vast 
— from how to build a lobster 
trap to where to buy hand-dyed 
yarns to ordering a custom- 
made bicycle. 

The editors make no pretense^ 
at covering the subject in de 
At the end of each articli 
refer the reader to thri^nace 
where the item is produced or to 
a book on the subject. Some of 


the stores, shops, schools, 
museums and historic places 
they mention are large and 
famous; most are small and 
relatively unknown.

What’s more, their soups, 
sandwiches, chili and desserts 
set a good example for home 
cooks concerned about both 
nutrition and rising food prices. 

They stretch expensive in¬ 
gredients—meat, poultry, fish 
and seafood—in combination 
dishes. They put vitamin and 
mineral-rich vegetables and 
high protein nuts and beans in 
sandwiches, desserts and 
breads as well as in the soups. 

But don’t call The Front 
Porch group health food re¬ 
staurants. 

“The whole health food 
business is such a charade,’’ 
says Cleves Rich, co-owner 
with Liz Zimmerman of three 
restaurants and a commissary 
that prepares food for their own 
and other restaurants. 

In an interview, Ms. Rich 
said: 

Rotating Desserts 

I’m not anti-vitamin and good 
nutrition. But organically 
grown wheat—most of that is a 
lot of malarky. ■ It takes 15 
years to get insecticide out of 
soil. 

Ms. Rich—in private life, 
Mrs. Steven Weber—and Ms. 
Zimmerman opened their first 
restaurant about two years ago 
in a former pharmacy in 
Greenwich Village. The second 
occupies a former warehouse 
on Manhattan’s lower West Side 


and the third, a storefront on 
upper Broadway. 

All three offer a daily choice 
of three soups—one a thick 
stew type, one medium thick 
and one light. All are served 
with homemade bread and 
butter. Chili and one variety 
each of sandwich and dessert 
are available dally, but never 
the same sandwich or dessert 
two days in a row. 

Most recipes are drawn from 
the partners’ cookbook collec¬ 
tions, which predate their 
restaurant collaboration. Ms. 
Rich had been an office 
manager and Ms. Zimmerman 
was a clothing designer. 

Their operating procedure 
has more in commor^with that 
of a well-organized home cook 
than a professional chef. Only 
desserts are on a regular 
rotating schedule. The soups 
and sandwiches—many of them 
on homemade fruit and nut 
breads—are prepared on the 
basis of Ms. Zimmerman’s 
daily shopping at wholesale 
markets. 

The extensive soup list 
includes dozens of European, 
Asian and North and South 
American specialties, plus 
some originals. One is red lace, 
a thick soup containing tomato¬ 
es, dill and rice. Another, sweet 
soup U.S.A., is made with 
peaches and tapioca. 

Hot soups include Near East 
white bean soup, Virginia 
peanut soup, Mackinac bean 
and vegetable soup and Turkish 
wedding soup-lemon-flavored, 
thickened with eggs and con¬ 
taining lamb, carrots and clove- 
studded onions. 

Junk Foods Avoided 


The closest thing to a 
standard meat sandwich is 
Smithfield ham on pumpkin 
bread. Most sandwich fillings 
are blends of nuts and 
vegetables with cheese, eggs, 
meat, poultry or fish. 

Plain peanut butter sand¬ 
wiches are not on the printed 
menu but Ms. Rich said they’re 
always available for children, 
who don’t usually like mixtures. 

Desserts make wide use of 
fruit and include a sausage and 
fruit cake made from Ms. 
Zimmerman's mother's recipe. 
She said they baked it often at 
hog butchering time on their 
farm neary Dayton, Ohio. 

Ms. Rich, whose specialty is 
baking, is from Raleigh, N.C. 
Some desserts reflect her 
Southern heritage, but in their 
effort to avoid what she calls 
junk food, they also make 
things like carrot cake, baked 
carrot pudding and rice pud¬ 
ding. 

The most expensive items on 
the menu are a bowl of soup or 
chili, 91.50 at this writing. The 
sandwiches and desserts are a 
single price, regardless of 
content. Each is less than |1.

Anchor Boating Fun To Safety 
Bay State Seafarers Urged 


Wednesday, June 27, 1973 


Splashing surf, misty salt air 
and the cry of soaring sea gulls 
paint a pretty summer boating 
picture for Massachusetts' 
summer sailors. 

But the nation's 46 million old 
and new salts will enjoy this 
scene only by battening down 
the hatches of their watercraft 
safety procedures, says the 
Insurance Information In¬ 
stitute. 

Before casting off take these 
simple precautions: Check 
vessel for physical soundness, 
review the “rules of the road" 
and make doubly sure that 
insurance policies are adequate 
to cover all possible perils. 

In 1972 nationwide, the Coast 


Guard reports, there were 3,942 
boating accidents accounting 
for 1,437 deaths, 829 injuries and 
more than $7 million in property 
damage. In Massachusetts, 
there were 57 reported ac¬ 
cidents involving 20 deaths, 23 
injuries and more than $190,000 
in property damage. 

Don't say “it can’t happen to 
me" and ignore standard safety 
procedures, warns the Institute. 

Statistics show that more 
boating accidents occur on 
Saturdays and Sundays during 
the month of July, and between 
thehoursof2and4p.m„ when a 
maximum number of boat are 
on the water. 

Operators and their faultv 


handling of boats were blamed 
for 836, or more than 58 percent, 
of last year's fatalities 
nationwide. 

The chief faults of the 
operator were listed by the 
Coast Guard as improper 
loading and overloading of the 
boat, disregard of weather 
warnings, and proceeding in an 
unseaworthy craft. 

Fire and explosion—resulting 
in $720,000 in property 
damage—again were usually 
caused by an operator's im¬ 
proper installation or main¬ 
tenance of engine or equipment, 
disobedience of safe fueling 
practices and lack of operating 
experience. 


Just plain bad judgement - 
operateng in waters which 
exceed the limits of the craft, 
the operator's training or ex¬ 
perience, or without the usual 
mandatory lookout when towing 
a water skier-was one of the 
largest contributors to death 
and injury on the nation's 
waterways. 

These grim facts and 
statistics, says the Institute, 
should be enough to encourage 
boating enthusiasts to be both 
safety-conscious and insurance- 
minded. 

Boating is fast becoming 
summer's premier pastime. 
Some 9.5 million pleasure craft 
are now afloat. Because 
marinas, boatyards and yacht 
clubs-numbering only 5,900- 
have not kept up with this 
growth, boat jams have become 
common occurrences.

It was an accident that I met 
Sam Peckinpah. I had (tone to 
the studio where he was making 
a picture with the idea of talking 
to another man. But when a 
publicity representative 
suggested that I also see the 
fascinating Peckinpah, who just 
happened to be looking at the 
previous day's rushes on his 
production, I accepted with 
some trepidation. I had no 
preparation for the job. 

The trepidation proved 
correct—Sam Peckinpah is not 
n celebrity to talk with unless 
you are conversant with his past 
record, ran keep up with his 
decisive, sometimes Intricate, 
always exciting recital, and 
never let your thoughts wander 
a single second from the subject 
of the story. Miss a sentence 
and you find yourself in a 
morass of incident which is 
obviously important but has 
become impossible to cope with. 

I spent part of that interview 
admiring the director purely as 
a virile, dynamic man, and 


wondering about his love life, 
which I had been told was 
prodigious. When I made a 
remark about a certain actress 
and her reputation as a siren, he 
remarked that he didn't know 
much about that. 

“After all, she is in my pic¬ 
ture," said he, "and I make it a 
rule not to pursue an affair with 
an actress while we are working 
together. But I think I'll ask her 
for a week in Mexico after we 
finish." 

I suspect the lady accepted 
the invitation, because a lot of 
other ladies have. Maybe these 
not-so-dandcstine holidays 
after he has concluded a film 
gives Sam renewed gusto to 
approach his next production. 

But it is not as a great lover 
that this 48-year-old ranch-born 
director is known all over the 
world. 


Peckinpah film and the 
criticism from the fllmgoera 
gets loud and vigorous. 

His latest film in Boston Is 
"Pat Garrett and Billy the 
Kid." Ijke most, but not all, of 
hLs other films, it is a western. 
Few men in California have 
become as knowledgeable about 
the West and all its phases as 
Peckinpah. James Coburn 
plays Pat Garrett, outlaw 
turned lawman, and Kris 
Kristofferson is Billy the Kid. 

Sam maintains that the old 
West had a code of courage, 
loyalty and friendship. 

But they played rough, just as 
did his characters in "The Wild 
Bunch" (which brought down a 
storm of protest from women's 
organizations for the actions of 
children torturing scorpions) 
and "The Straw Dogs," in 
which actor Dustin Hoffman 


out on the top, although not 
wholly happy about it. 

"I try to make violence ai it 


Is—not a (bleeped) Hollywood 
piece of garbage," says the 
director, not only to me but to 
nearly every other interviewer. 

He likes to break down myths 
about the West. The western 
gunfighter was not a gen¬ 
tleman. This is history as it was. 

"Everybody wants to deny 
that we are human," he says, 
emphasizing each word. "We 
are violent by nature. We're 
going to survive by being 
violent. If we don't recognize 
that we are violent people, 
we’re dead. 

“Churches, laws,—everybody 
seems to think that man Is a 


noble savage. But he’s only an 
animal, a meat-eating, talking 
animal. He may have grace and 
love and beauty. But It is one of 
the great brainwashes of all 
time to say we’re not violent.” 

Peckinpah was brought up on 
a ranch on a mountain named 
for his family, Peckinpah, but 
later the family moved to San 
Joaquin Valley. The boy’s 
father, a Judge, was a stern 
disciplinarian and made Sam 
sit through the trial of a teen 
age boy up for rape. He felt it 
would be good moral in¬ 
struction.

down to become a Sunday 
School type and when he got Into 
films there were some really 
wicked battles with ad¬ 
ministration and management. 

He was removed as director 
of "The Cincinnattl Kid" and 
they took "Major Dundee" 
away from him to be edited by 
someone else. But by this time 
he was beginning to be talked 
about— a lonely artist standing 
against the system like Orson 
Welles. There’s a theme he likes 
to perpetuate (as he told me in 
Hollywood) which can be found 
in "The Wild Bunch," "Cable 
Hogue," “Junior Bonner" and 
■now "Pat Garrett." 

He says that men became 
obsolete in the West. The 
western hero and villain are 
alike out of date and irrelevant. 
They are not the bigger than life 
characters displayed in such 
films as "Butch Cassidy and the 
Sundance Kid.” 

Peckinpah's early career in 
Hollywood, which followed 
military school and a tour of 
duty with the Marines in China, 
included jobs as scriptwriter, 
director of television westerns 
(including episodes in “Gun- 
smoke," “The Rifleman" and 
"The Westerner”) and as a 
writer for the science fiction 
thriller "Invasion of the Body 
Snatchers." 

His “Ride the High Country,” , 
one of his first films, was 
considered a msterpiece by 
critics of a dozen years ago. 
Sam is now being disparaged by 
some of the same critics who 
shudder at the brutality of his 
melodramas. 

Says Sam, “I gamble every 
time I walk on the set. I am 
gambling with my life, my 
career, my integrity. You must 
be joking if you think I don't feel 
thfr pressure. It was five years 
after I started directing before I 
wasn't throwing up every 
morning when I walked on the 
set. I’d go on, lay out the first 
shot, turn around and go out and 
puke."

(Cont. from Page 1 ) 
whereby either city may ter¬ 
minate the agreement upon six 
months notice. 

On the floor of the board, 
Alderman Alan Barkin also 
questioned whether parts of 
state laws can be accepted. 
Jackson admitted that the 
agreement Ls '‘challengeable*’ 
as drawn, but pointed out that 
the legal departments of both 
cities think it is acceptable, and 
that "our only risk Is time." 

The agreement, Jackson said, 
Ls the only way the Newton- 
Wallham planning board for the 
district can accept EPA funds. 

Public Works Committee 
Chairman Joseph McDonnell 
said that in his opinion "any 
court will interpret the 
agreement and Its amendments 
as an intent to effectuate the 
law."

consented to accept the adop¬ 
tion of the agreement by 
Newton and Waltham Instead of 
the creation of a fully 
operational district. 

Bullwinkle, pursuing the 
doubtful aspects of accepting 
parts of sections d state law. 
said that he remembered 
"having to take the whole law 
many times when we didn't 
want to. To get in this situation 
for $ 112,000 is ridiculous." 

After defeat of a motion by 
Harrington to table the measure 
until July 2, a motion was put to 
"move the question," a 
parliamentary tactic to cut off 
further debate. Before vote on 
the question itself, Harrington 
rose to raise the charter ob¬ 
jection. 

Jackson, who has worked on 
the solid-waste district for more 
than a year, commented af¬ 
terward that he had asked 
Harrington before the meeting 
not to charter the proposal, 
suggesting that the matter was 
not properly one that should be 
able to' be killed by one aider- 
man. 

Harrington explained Wed¬ 
nesday his reasons for raising 
the charter objection. 

"What the board was going to 
do was make believe it created 
a district, but I think the courts 
would say we did create a 
district," Harrington said. 

"The law sets out the duties 
and rights of a district. The 


board order clearly does not 
conform to the legal establish¬ 
ment of a district," Harrington 
continues. 

"Either the agreement would 
be null and void, or we would 
have established a district. If 
we create something that's null 
and void to collect $112,000, we 
are trying to hoodwink the 
government," he said. 

Harrington added that he has 
no doubt that the board will get 
a time extension and finally 
vote its approval. 

Mann confirmed Wednesday 
that the city has been working 
on obtaining a time extension to 
adopt the agreement. 

Mann commented, “I 
recognize that the objections of 
the aldermen may have been in 
good faith, but it seems to me 
there was sufficient time for 
these objections to have been 
raised before last night's 
meeting. 

“Mayor Clark of Waltham 
and I have been working on the 
regional concept for over a 
year. I hope we will not lose the 
$ 112 , 000 . 

“The charter objection may 
have prevented us from dealing 
realistically with the en¬ 
vironmental problems facing 
out two cities. In a matter of 
such importance, when 
questions arose they should 
have been discussed, so that a 
charter objection would not 
have had the potential to kill the

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Legislation filed by Rep. 
David J. Mofenson (D-Newton) 
to protect consumers from 
financial loss due to unfair and 
deceptive trade practices has 
passed the House and is nearing 
passage in the Senate. 

The bill would establish 
specific requirements for class 
action suits under the 
Massachusetts Consumer 
Protection Act. 

According to Rep. Mofenson, 
present class action provisions 
do not contain the detailed 
standards necessary for a group 
of citizens to form a class. “The 
rights of consumers to band 
together to secure relief under 
the Consumer Protection Act", 
said Mofenson, “Does not exist 
in the Commonwealth." 

Mofenson noted that it is 


impractical for an individual to 
bring suit against a 
manufacturer or store in a 
consumer case since the cost of 
such legal action is often 
greater than the recovery. 
Class actions, on the other hand, 
allow numerous individuals in 
similar circumstances to bring 
suit together and increase the 
size of the recovery. 

Rep. Mofenson further in¬ 
dicated that by providing an 
incentive for consumers to 
recover financial losses due to 
unfair trade practices, the bill 
would be a deterent to those who 
might otherwise engage in such 
practices. Mofenson also 
pointed out that the bill would 
avoid hampering court ef¬ 
ficiency with numerous small 
actions.

Frontier

It's n frustrating experience 
to try to go birdwatching with 
the kids. Children Just don't 
stay still and quiet long enough 
to keep from scaring the birds 
away - at least mine don’t. 

I haven't developed a method 
for keeping them silent in the 
pathless woods, but at least I've 
found a way to encourage them 
to sec what's in front of their 
eyes. 

It's difficult to sneak up 
quietly on shy bluebirds with 
children dancing among the 
daisies, but fortunately children 
can develop powers of ob¬ 
servation even on sparrows and 
seagulls. 

The secret is to make full use 
of the brave birds which can 
stand having people around - 
and to let the children do what 
they're best at: moving, 
making noises, and pretending. 

Next time you’re out for a 
walk, have the children make 
believe that they are one of the 
birds you see. The birds may 
not be the exotic and unusual 
ones you wish you were ob¬ 
serving - but one must start 
somewhere. 

Even a city park can be a 
source of beginning ob¬ 
servation. Maybe you'll only see 
sparrows, starlings, and 
pigeons, but the children can 
imitate how they walk, how they 
fly, how they land, how they 
bike off, how they bathe, what 
sounds they make, how they 
eat. A good game is to have one 
child imitate a bird and see if 
the others can guess which kind 
of bird he is. 

A beach is a wonderful place 
for children to imitate birds. A 
three-year-old can be an 
amazingly graceful seagull. 
Boys, being natural dive 
bombers, are excellent at 
imitating the swoop of a tern 
looking for fish. And if you’re 
lucky enough to get to the beach 
when the sandpipers are 
passing through, an imitation of 
a little bobbing fast-legged 
sandpiper by a seven-year-old 
can be hilarious. 

The wilder the area you visit, 
the more interesting the birds 
become (from an adult point of 
view). Then the children can 
branch out into such activities 
as daring like swallows or 
having a contest to see who can 
be the fastest woodpecker. 

The game is fun - and will be 
the basis for observation and 
comparison when the kids get 
old enough to sit still. 
Presumably that will happen 
eventually, though I have my 
moments of doubt. 

Did you ever wonder why 
conservationists, who are 
concerned with such unnatural 
phenomena as oil spills and 
pollution and overpopulation, so 
often started out as bird¬ 
watchers? 

It's only a step from being 
curious about nature and loving 
the beauty of nature to caring 
enough about the natural world 
to want to make a cleaner, 
better world for every living 
thing, including people. 

That's what you want to 
develop in your children.

The Fourth Year of the Nixon 
Watch 

by John Osborne. 

(Uveright, 16.95) 

In his years of maintaining 
the Nixon watch, columnist 
Osborne has grown increasingly 
critical of the present adminis¬ 
tration. So the reception given 
this collection of opinion will 
depend largely on individual 
political beliefs. 

While studiously attempting 
to keep his views balanced, 
Osborne seems to have become 
disenchanted enough with 
Nixon's actions in the 1972 
election year to have turned his 
writing rather accusatory and 1 
hostile. 

Still, he strives for objec¬ 
tivity. For instance, he ignored 
the June arrest of the 
Watergate buggers, explaining 
in retrospect: "Put it down to 
my reluctance to believe the 
possible worst about Richard 
Nixon.” 

All in all, for political 
perception, for reasoned obser¬ 
vation, few chroniclers of the 
Washington maelstrom come 
close to Osborne. The words 
are accompanied by Paul 
Conrad’s devastating cartoons.

Baker, best known for his 
book on Ernest Hemingway, 
turns to u spare, straight 
murder mystery this time when 
a headless body is found at the 
foot of Gay Head, a promontory 
at one end of the Cape Cod 
island of Martha's Vineyard. 

The Race, by Eunice Walkup 
and Oscar Otis.

The scene is the 100th 
running of the Kentucky Derby 
and the ca6t of characters —the 
non-equine ones —are beset 
with problems ranging from 
drugs to kidnaping. The run for 
the roses is exciting and 
interesting but there's too much 
soap opera in this horse opera.

The Middlesex County 
Commissioners this past week 
.announced the appointment of 
3B-year-old Miles Mahoney of 
Swampseott as the new head 
administrator of the Middlesex 


County Hospital in Waltham. 

Mahoney, former Com¬ 
missioner of the Department of 
Community Affairs for the 
Commonwealth, resigned that 
post in March following a 


firestone 
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disagreement with Governor 
Sargent over the Park Plaza 
Project Mahoney takes over 
the position held for the past 
three years by Doctor John 
Noble, who is taking a hospital 
position in North Carolina. 

The chairman of the Middle¬ 
sex County Commissioners, S. 
I-ester Ralph, stated, “We have 
been grappling with the issue of 
the hospital since we came into 
office in January. We are for¬ 
tunate in having an individual 
like Miles Mahoney not only 
because of his administrative 
skills, but because of his sense 
of vision of the Multi-service 
center that could be". The 
Commissioner also said the 
major problem at the hospital is 
the spiraling deficit weighed 
against the services rendered. 

County Commissioner John 
Danehy stated, “The 116 acres 
of land at the County Hospital 
presents an excellent op¬ 
portunity to develop a regional 
service center for the 
surrounding communities. 
Whether it be in the area of 
elderly care, drug 
rehabilitation or recreation. 
This type of regional center is 
the vehicle to the future of 
government in Massachusetts. 
We believe", Danehy con¬ 
cluded, "that Miles Mahoney 
has the ability, creativity and 
vision to undertake this enor- 
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mous task and is an excellent 
appointment". 

County Commissioner Paul 
Tsongas stated, following 
Mahoney's appointment, “He is 
a strong-willed, controversial 
administrator and that appeals 
to me. Individuals like that are 
atypical in the bureaucratic 
system, and when they come 
along, we must move to enlist 
their services". 

Mahoney, for his part, said 
the hospital can be improved on 
its services, that he has ad¬ 
ministered facilities with 
problems in the past, and that 
he believes a program can be 
developed with available ex¬ 
pertise to achieve the desired 
goals. 

Mahoney will take over his 
new position on the first of this 
July.

County Hospital Reaches Out To Alcoholics 


During its first six months the 
Alcohol Detoxification and 
Rehabilitation unit at Mid¬ 
dlesex County Hospital has had 
over 420 admissions to its 20 
beds, handled over 1,500 
telephone queries and 
developed an expanding out¬ 
reach program to assist and 
work with communities. 

Admissions have come from 
32 cities and towns within the 
county, with the highest per¬ 
centage coming from Waltham, 
Somerville, Cambridge and 
Newton. 

Statistics show the admission 
represented 330 different in¬ 
dividuals which gives the unit a 
very low repeat rate, thus a 
verv high success rate. 


As soon as a patient is 
medically able he is included in 
group therapy sessions and 
provided with individual 
counseling which develops a 
rehabilitation program for him. 

One of the most important 
facets of the unit is its evening 
Alcoholics Anonymous groups 
with different community 
groups meeting in the hospital. 
At present the Belmont, 
Weston, Watertown, Newton, 
Tewksbury and Malden AAs 
meet at the hospital. This allows 
the patients to become familiar 
with the organization and often 
puts them in contact with 
members from their local 
communities so they will have a 
bridge when they return to their

The "Directory of 
Rehabilitation and Chronic 
Hospitals in Massachusetts,” 
prepared by Middlesex County 
Hospital, has won the first place 
award for catalogs in the 
northeast regional competition 
sponsored by the Society of 
Technical Communications.

The unit's direct line accepts 
calls countywide and acts as a 
referral source back to local 
groups within the various 
communities. The majority of 
the callers are family members 
seeking assistance for a 
member of their family. They 
are usually referred to an Al- 
anon organization for families 
of alcoholics or an outpatient 
clinic. 

The unit's staff has been 
working with local community 
planning groups. Ron Skinner, 
clinical coordinator of the unit, 
recently was elected chairman 
of the Metropolitan- 
Beaverbrook Task Force on 
Alcoholism. 

Two other staff members are 
working in the community part 
of the time. Diane Kingsley is 
working with the Watertown 
Youth Center to develop a 
program for young adolescents 
who are beginning to have 
difficulty with alcohol. Carol 
Perez will be working at the 
House of Commons, 
Burlington’s community drop- 
in center, to develop a group for 
housewives with alcohol related 
problems. 

The staff also has been 
working with community 
groups to develop educational 
programs about alcoholism. At 
present, with the cooperation of 
Maude Thompson of the state's 
Department of Mental Health, 
Ned Whalen of the state’s 
Division of Alcoholism and 
Barbara Cole of the state’s 
Office of Human Services, a 


training program for 
emergency floor nurses'of 12 
local hospitals is being for¬ 
mulated. The hope is to provide 
training and information to 
nurses who are in a critical area 
to recognize the needs of 
alcoholics and direct these 
people to the appropriate 
facilities. 

The Middlesex unit is one of 20 
such units designed by the 
state's Division of Alcoholism 
as detoxification centers as 
specified under the law which 
goes into effect July 1. That law 
designates alcoholism as a 
medical problem rather than a 
crime. Bill Hartigan, director of 
the program, is working with 
local police and acute hospials 
in the area to develop a joint 
approach and referral system 
for the publicly inebriated 
after July 1. 

Hartigan has also spoken to 
many church, civic and school 
organizations about the 
Droblems of alcoholism and 
their effect in the suburbs. 

Mary Comeau, counselor on 
the unit, has been awarded a 
scholarship to Rutgers 
University summer school in • 
alcohol studies. Rutgers is 
recognized as having the most 
effective program of this type in 
the field of alcoholism. Sister 
Katherine Reeves, R.N. and 
Sister Veronica Michalowski 
have been awarded scholar¬ 
ships to attend the New England 
School of Alcohol Studies at 
Salve Regina College, Newport, 
R.I.

Neil Jorgensen, another 
Harvard resident and author of 
"A Guide to New England's 
landscape," was along on the 
trip sponsored by the New 
England Wild Flower Society. 
He discovered an orchid on a 
lower slope of holy hill that 
surely must have been the rare 
Hooker’8 orchis. Its two huge 
leaves lay as flat as saucers, 
both much too large and blunt 
for even the large twayblade. 
Its buds remained unopened on 
a large staff typical of the 
fringed orchids. 

There is a disadvantage in 
roaming the woods of the 
Harvard-Littleton area. For 
instance, one acquires there the 
feeling that rattlesnake- 
plantain may be as common as 
wood asters. The misnamed 
plant associates neither with 
rattlesnakes nor plantain. It is 
an orchid with most unusual 
leaves - dark green laced with 
an intricate pattern of white. 
While not in bloom, many plants 
were evident. 

The unusual aspect of a plant 
like the one-flowered win¬ 
tergreen — to return to the 
flower which opened the 
dissertation — is not its 
rareness. It is the wonder that a 
plant that occurs so in¬ 
frequently in the landscape 
manages to maintain itself as a 
thriving species. How does a 
plant that occurs only here and 
there — often miles between 
insignificant patches — manage 
to get from here to there?

South's Top Ten Athletes For 1972-73 Season

While n good many of Newton 
-South's sports teams were 
compiling good or excellent 
seasons, particularly the soc¬ 
cer, wrestling, golf, tennis and 
baseball teams, it was not a 
very good year for Newton 
South athletes. 

Although there were many 
capable performers dispersed 
amongst the teams, there were 
few athletes who excelled at 
more than one sport. 

Competence was present in 
abundance, but stardom was a 
commodity even rarer than 
usual. There were, however, 
two athletes, who stood far and 
away from the rest, two who 
would be classified as stars in 
any year. Newton South's best 
two athletes this school year 
were John Staulo and Ned 
Moan. 


Choosing between the two for 
top honors was difficult, but the 
nod went to Staulo because of 
his superior winter season. 
Moan's overall productiveness 
was also hindered by the Injury 
which hampered his football 
season and kept him from 
having the great fall season he 
was capable of. 

THE TOP TEN 

NEWTON SOUTH ATHLETES 
OF 1972-73 

1. JOHN STAULO's efforts on 
the football field were hidden 
beneath the cloak of anonymity 
that most linemen's are. He was 
a hard worker and a solid 
performer In the interior line. 
Staulo emerged into the 
spotlight during the winter 
season. He finished 15-0 In dual 
matches, the best mark on the 
team, and often produced the 


decisive points from his 
heavyweight spot. He captured 
the sectionals and placed 
second In the state. 

During the outdoor campaign 
Staulo returned to a more 
anonymous role, playing 
defenseman for the lacrosse 
team. His sterling play enabled 
him to become the first Newton 
South player to earn All-State 
recognition in the sport. 

2. NED MOAN was the only 
junior on the South top 10 list 
last year, in ninth, and he im¬ 
proved upon his play in every 
sport. 

The solidly-built, 5-11, 175- 
pounder was slated for a big 
football season, but after three 
quarters of the first game of the 
season, in which he had already 
totaled 171 yards rushing, he 
hurt his foot. That just about 
finished off his season. Although 


hampered by the Injury through 
the rest of the fall he managed 
to rush for 310 yards and a 4.3 
average, and after shifting to 
quarterback, complete 22 
passes for 427 yards. 

During the winter Moan was a 
starter on the basketball team 
and was the squad's second 
highest scorer with 197 point* 
and an 11.5 average. 

This spring was Moan's 
greatest season as a South 
athlete. He led the baseball 
team in runs, hits, RBI’s, batted 
.300, made only one error in 130 
chances at first-base, and was 
chosen All-State. In addition, he 
received the Hammell Award 
as Newton's ougstanding 
schoolboy buseball player. 

3. mike McDonald 
is another performer whose 
jobs, if performed right, keep 
him out of the spotlight. Mc¬ 


Donald was an All-Dual County 
league guard for the football 
team, and posted a memorable 
wrestling season in the 107- 
pound weight class, finishing 13- 
1. In the spring he toiled for the 
lacrosse team and was the 
leading goal-scorer on the team 
with six. 

4. BARRY KAPLAN didn't 
set any school records, and he 
didn't place very high in all¬ 
league competition, but when it 
came to dual meets, sometimes 
he was the only thing that kept 
Newton South track respec¬ 
table. Kaplan heaved the shot- 
put 46 feet, but more im¬ 
portantly, while the rest of the 
Indoor team was losing, he was 
winning. Four times he was a 
double-victor in the shot and 
hurdles and led the team with 45 
points. Outdoors he tallied 854 
points and was a triple winner 
twice. 


5. STEVE OWENS was a 
classic defenseman for the Lion 
pucksters this winter. He was 
great at his. position, being 
named All-Dual County, but he 
was great unlike Bobby Orr, the 
revolutionlzer of the position. 
He was a defenseman in the 
true mold of Doug Harvey, who 
practically lived on the Ice. 
During the spring Owens was 
the most consistent golfer on the 
best golf team in school history. 


6. MARK FOGEL didn't play 
anything very often this year, 
but he was so dominant in the 
one season he played that he 
deserves recognition. Southpaw 
Fogel pitched the Lions to a 
share of the Dual County 
I-cogue title and a berth in the 
state tournament. He was 8-0 
with three shutouts and batted 
.333. 


7. JIM KAVANAUGH was the 
other half of the Lions' deadly 
pitching combination, going 4-3, 
through with some bad luck, 
and fanning 81 men in 49 in¬ 
nings. He was also the hockey 
team's leading scorer with eight 
goals and two assists. 

8. RON BERMAN is a strange 
story. Up until this fall he had 
not played soccer in high school. 
This fall was his senior year. 
Instead, he had spent his spare 
autumn afternoons acting as 
manager of the soccer team. 
Thus year he decided to try and 
play. He ended up as the Lions' 
starting goalie on their best 
team ever and a record in¬ 
cluding five shutouts and a 
goals against average of under 
2 . 00 . 

9. PAUL PATTERSON 
hauled in 13 passes for the 


football team and was a rugged 
blocker for the end run. He was 
selected as an All-Dual County 
end this fall. During the spring 
he was a starter and one of the 
top scorers for the lacrosse 
team. 

10. JACK FERRERI never ran 
competitively before the 1971-72 
school year. Last fall he was the 
number one man on the Lion 
cross-c intry team with a low 
time oi 14:27 for the 2.6-mile 
home Mt. Ida Junior College 
course. This winter he was the 
second-leading scorer on the 
track team with 35*-* points, and 
placed third in the league in the 
600-yard run. In the spring he 
saw some action as a pitcher 
with the baseball team and 
found time to compete three 
times in the quarter-mile for the 
track team, placing second all 
three times.

N'ewtun South plays baseball like a team from a dif¬ 
ferent era, and that's not to say the style is archaic, it's not. 
The Lions utilize tough pitching, the hit-and-run, the stolen 
base, and above all, the bunt, to wreck the opposition. They 
play the game with abandon. And the abandon they play the 
game with, works.

The 1973 Newton South baseball team earned a share of 
the Dual County I-eague pennant with a 14-2 record, but 
then lost a playoff game to Concord-C'arlisle to lose home 
advantage in the state tournament, and lost to Ashland in 
the first round of the tourney to finish 14-4. 

It was a competitive season, in which the Lions 
discovered a new rival. Newcomer to the league, Concord- 
C'arlisle, provided the stiffest battles this year, after 
departing the Middlesex I-eague. 

When the teams met the first time, South was 5-0 and on 
top of the league. Concord won the matchup between its own 
ace Sam Griffith und South hurler Jim Kavanaugh. That 
moved Concord into a first-place tie. 

The second time the teams played a portion of the 
league crown was on the line. This time the Lions won, 3-1, 
to move into u first-place tie. 

However, the sprint down the stretch weakened the 
Lions' psyche and they dropped a 7-4 playoff decision to 
Concord and a 4-0 game to an overpowering Ashland club, 
to close out 14—4. 

South's basic strength came from its pitching staff. 
I-efthander Mark Fogel was brilliant and at times simply 
awesome, through on some occasions bothered by control 
problems. Fogel was an incredible 84) with 64 strikeouts in 


54 innings pitched. And right behind him, though with not as 
impressive a mark, was righthander, Jim Kavanaugh. 
Kavanaugh, too, was sometims awesome, but his luck was 
not good and he finished 4-3, despite an earned run aveage 
just over 2.00 and 81 strikeouts in 49 innings. He was an ace 
relief man as well as a dependable starter. 

The only other pitcher to figure in a decision for the 
South diamond nine was reliever Mike I-ushan, who was 2-1. 

Newton South did not club the opposition into sub¬ 
mission this year. Once again the suicide squeeze played a 
major role in the Lions' victories, but there were some 
strong individual offensive performances. 

The strongest came from senior firstbaseman Ned 
Moan. Moan batted an even .300 with a team-leading 15 hits, 
13 runs, 12 RBI’s, and a .992 fielding mark which 
represented just one error in 130 chances. He was South's 
most important clutch hitter and did everything in every 
game. 

Robbie Shahon was injured through much of the season 
and Hal Bennett saw limited action, but both of them came 
through when they were needed, batting .500. 

Fogel, who sometimes played when he wasn't pitching, 
batted .333 with 10 hits in 30 official trips to the plate, and 
catcher Jon Rosenberg was a clutch hitter, driving in 10 
rims on 10 hits. 

Next year, South's strengths may be reversed. 
Maturity in the batting order seems imminent, with most 
infield and outfield starters returning except for Moan. 
However, pitching will be a questionmark since Fogel, 
Kavanaugh, I.ushan, and even part-time players Rich 
DcMichele and Jack Ferreri have graduated. 

Something is bound to materialize by next spring, 
though. The Lions always answer their questions early, and 
if not, McPhee can alwavs null a little magic out of his hat.

Tennis Tips 

By BUCKY ADAMS 


There are basically two things you should do if you are 
serious about playing tennis and improving your game. 
The first is to take a series of lessons from a qualified 
professional. The second is to get out on a court and 
practice what you have learned in the lessons. When you 
are practicing, there are quite a few good drills that you 
may want to try. Here are some that should help you 
become a better player, faster. 

(Beginners: Both players stand on opposite sides of the 
net, and in the center of the court One person drops a ball 
and hits it to the other so that he can catch it on a single 
bounce. Try to do it until you've done it five times in a row. 
Now let the other person try it. When you've both done this, 
one player hits the ball to the other on one bounce and the 
other returns it on one bounce. Try to do that five times In a 
row. After you've done that, move back a couple steps and 
try it. This should be done, first on the forehand, then the 
backhand. When working on the serve, practice tossing the 
ball over your head so that it lands about a foot in front of 
you. Personally, I feel the toss is the most crucial part of 
the serve. If you can toss it where you want it, the serve will 
be easy for you. If not, it can be extremely difficult. This is 
why the toss, alone, should be practiced at first. Once 
you’ve found your toss is consistant, then you can actually 
start hitting serves. Practice the serve until you can hit five 
in a row into each service box. 

Intermediates: Hit twenty forehands back and forth to 
each other. The ball should bounce once only between each 
hit. Once you've reached twenty, go for thirty. Keep trying 
to beat the old mark until you've found you can consistently 
get to the ball on one bounce and hit a good forehand shot. 
Now try the same thing on the backhand side. After this, 
one player should come to the net and hit five volleys in a 
row to the man in the backcourt. The player in the back- 
court should be hitting the ball to the man at the net, rather 
than trying to pass him. Now each player should try to hit 
five put-away overheads in a row, while the other person 
hits him lobs. The overhead is a good warm-up for the 
serve, because it is basically the same motion on the swing. 
After you've practiced overheads, practice your serve. 
Take ten serves to each box until you hit at least seven out 
of ten in. The player on the other side can practice retur¬ 
ning the serves. 

Advanced players: Warm up, hitting forehands, 
backhands, volleys and overheads. Now hit only forehand 
crosscourt shots to each other, running back to the center of 
the baseline after each shot. After that, do the same thing 
on the backhand side. When you feel your crosscourt is 
accurate, hit down the line. First, the right sideline, then 
the left sideline. When you can do this consistently, have

The Green Thumb 


HOUSE PLANTS & 
VACATIONS: When you're on 
vacation, who’ll manage your 
house plants? If you’re going on 
a real long vacation, maybe a 
friend or a neighbor can tend 
the plants, but for shorter trips 
you can fix the plants so they 
can take care of themselves. 

Plastic bags in assorted sizes 
ran give the needed help for 
maintaining your plants. First, 
water the plants thoroughly on 
the day before you plan th leave. 
Allow the pots to drain for at 
least one or two houfs. 

At the end of thaf time, slip 
each of the pots Urto a roomy 
plastic bag and (pose the bag 
over the top of each plant. If 
plants are smalj. several may 
be placed witnin one large 
bag. If your plants are too large 
for plastic bags, use large 
sheets of dear plastic, or 
transparent Clothing bags. 

Put the plants in the coolest 
room in the house. Houses 
closed in summer become hot 
and stuffy. Plants should be 
kept in rooms with the least 
heat buildup. If air conditioning 
is kept running during the 
vacation, plants need not be 
moved. 

Basement areas are often 
cooler in most homes and 
should be preferred when 
adequate light is available. 
Never put the bags in direct 
sunlight as it will trap the heat 
inside. 

Another trick is to place your 
plants in a bathtub. Draw off a 
couple Inches of water, put 
some bricks in bottom of tub 


and set plants on them. Bricks 
are porous and will 
automatically water the plants. 
NEVER set plants on 
newspapers in bottom of tub. 
Ink from the papers will etch 
the enamel. 

Some pcole use Wicks to water 
the plants. These may be made 
from sash cord or jute rope with 
one end placed in (he base of the 
pots. The other end is kept in a 
reservioir of water beneath the 
pot. Set up the system well in 
advance of vacation to make 
sure it is working OK. 

SUNFLOWERS: Few plants 
fascinate kids more than (all 
sunflowers. They like to see the 
big heads swaying in the wind, 
and like to watch the birds pick 
the seeds. Want to get your 
children interested in raising 
sunflowers? Send me a self¬ 
address-stamped envelope for 
your free packet of giant sun¬ 
flower seed. We still have giant 
pumpkin seeds left, and there's 
time to plant both. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: A 
reader writes: “I suggest your 
readers grow lots of carrots for 
year round eating. Make 
several sowings throughout the 
season. In fall dig the carrots, 
wash them off, and while still 
wet, place in plastic bags and 
keep them in your “second" 
refrigerator in your garage. 
Use as needed. They are garden 
fresh!" 

Good tip. A second 
refrigerator in your garage can 
be a good bet.

Our Colonial forefathers

Pomp and Parade, with Shews, 
Games, Sports, Guns, Bells, 
Bonfires and Illuminations 
from one End of this Continent 
to the other, from this Time 
forward forever more." 

These are some of the little 
known facts about one of the 
nation's most significant 
documents contained in a 
booklet, "The Declaration of 
Independence," published by 
John Hancock Mutual Life 
Insurance Co. 

On July 4, the delegates 
adopted the Declaration of 
Independence as the resolution 
of freedom. Several copies of 


the Declaration were printed 
and sent out on July 5 to the 
governors of the several 
colonies and to the generals of 
the army but it was not until 
July B that the first public 
reading of the document took 
place In the old State House 
yard (Independence Square) In 
Philadelphia. 

By order of Congress, the bell 
in the old State House, where 
Congress was in session, was 
rung to call together the citizens 
of Philadelphia. Now known as 
the “Liberty Bell," it had been 
cast originally in 1752, and was 
twice recast by Pass and Stow 
in Philadelphia. In 1753 it again 


hung in the old State House 
(Independence Hall). The In¬ 
scription on the bell was indeed 
prophetic: "Proclaim liberty 
throughout all the land unto all 
the Inhabitants thereof." 

While July 4, 1776, was the 
date on which the Declaration of 
Independence was adopted, the 
actual signing did not take place 
until August 2. 

In all there were 56 signers 
but it is very likely that fewer 
than 50 signed it on August 2. 
The others signed at various 
times, even as late as 1761 when 
Thomas McKean, who had 
voted for the Declaration on 
July 4 and left Philadelphia 


almost at once to Join the army, 
was allowed to sign. 

John Hancock, as president of 
the Congress, was first to place 
his bold signature on the 
document "where all nations 
should behold It,” he is 
reported to have said, upon 
laying down his pen.

Health For All 


Variety Of Science Shows At The Museum Of Science 


Synthetic rubber manufac¬ 
tured in 66 seconds, light pat¬ 
terns made from music, and a 
heavy load lifted with the help 
nf a thin film of air are among 
technical achievements being 
demonstrated tills summer at 
Boston's Museum of Science. 

A variety of 20-minute science 
shows, prepared by General 
Motors, will be given five times 
daily (except Monday) through 


August 12. Two GM 
representatives, Randall N. 
Lund and Floyd M. McCurdy, 
will conduct the demonstrations 
in the Museum's Wright 
Theatre. 

Using lasers, working 
imodels, and a gyroscope in a 
suitcase, the shows relate some 
of the most recent develop¬ 
ments in scientific research and 
industrial activity. 



Eight topics arc covered, 
although all of them may not be 
presented on any one day. They 
are: 

Man-made Molecules, on 
synthetic rubber; 

Impact Sled, on automotive 
safety; 

Air Bearing Platform, on an 
air support device; 

Gyroscope Suitcase, on 
guidance systems for aircraft, 
ships, and spacecraft; 


Laser; 

Moon Rover, on harnessing 
the energy of the sun; Air- 
Water Pollution; 

Gas Turbine Engine. 

The demonstrations are 
called "Previews of Progress.” 
In regularly updated versions 
they have been given to junior 
and senior high schools and 
adult audiences since 1946 in 
this country and abroad. 


Chameleon Tactics Of 
The Flu Virus 

Flu viruses that cause 
worldwide epidemics may be 
earthbound Andromeda strains 
that hide out, waiting for the 
right moment to burst forth on 
the world. 

At a recent conference at the 
National Institutes of Health, 
Dr. Edwin D. Kilbourne— 
chairman of the Department of 
Microbiology at Mount Sinai 
School of Medicine in New 
York—compared the flu virus to 
the organisms from outer space 
that almost produced global 
disaster in Michael Chrichton's 
novel. 

The flu virus, according to Dr. 
Kilbourne, appears to be the 
only virus afflicting man that 


undergoes sudden, major 
genetic changes. He believes 
strains of past flu viruses, for 
which man has developed an¬ 
tibodies, are now breeding in 
animals. 

While in the animals, he feels 
they can change their stripes. 
When a random recombination 
of genetic materials occurs, the 
virus once again is infectious 
for man. 

When a favorable climate, an 
"ecological niche," develops for 
them, they travel back from 
animal to man again. 

According to Dr. Kilbourne, 
the flu virus of 1918—which 
killed 21 million people in the 
world—was similar to a virus 
discovered in pigs years later. 
The so-called Hong Kong virus

of the late 60's, he said, was also 
capable of infecting swine. 

There are strains of the 
"Influenza A" type virus in 
horses and domestic birds as 
well as man. There are out¬ 
breaks of this virus every 10 or 
12 years. 

Dr. Kilbourne believes that 
the viruses that will cause 
tomorrow's epidemic are hiding 
out now in domestic animals. 
But modern public health 
measures can avert 
catastrophies. Killed virus 
vaccines can help provide 
protection against the flu itself; 
but new ones must be made for 
each variation in the virus.

Across The Kitchen Counter

The Pennsylvania Evening Post of 
July 2, 1770, reported that "This Day 
the Continental Congress declared the 
’ United Colonies Free and Independent 
States." 


It is reasonable to wonder then, why 
July 1 and not July 2 become "the 
great anniversary festival." What 
happened on July I was that the 
Declaration of Independence, after two 
days of scrutiny, was approved by a 
vote of the Continental Congress, New 
York abstaining. And on the following 
day John Adams wrote to his wife: 


"The Second of July, 1770. will be 
the most memorable epoch in the 
history of America. I am apt to believe 
that it will be celebrated by succeeding 
generations as the great anniversary 
festival. It ought to be commemorated 
as the day of deliverance, by solemn 
acts of devotion to C.od Almighty. It 
ought to be solemnized with pomp and 
parade, with shows, games and sports, 
guns, bells, bonfires and illuminations, 
from one end of this continent to the 
other, from this time forward, 
forevermore." 


How will you celebrate the fourth'.' 
For almost 200 years families have 
enjoyed picnics at the shore, up country 
or just a family get-together in the 
backyard. 


The idea is to choose a menu that 
' ran be almost completely assembled 
for each person on an individual tray. 
With the wonderful array of coolers and 
thermos containers, toting cold foods is 
no problem. 


There’s little wonder that chicken 
■i# queen of the picnic basket. It's 
'delicious eaten chilled, rich in protein 
and remains an inexpensive main 
dish. Fill an ice chest or 
cooler one-quarter full of ice and layer 
aluminum foil packets or plastic bags 


of chicken, celery, carrots, radishes, 
lettuce and fruits over the ice. Salad 
dressings should be in small individual 
Jars along with olives and pickles. 
Another ice chest can be used for cold 
drinks. (Remember to pack your foods 
in sequence, so that the last item in the 
basket is the first to be served.) 


Two good rules from the Bureau of 
Food Sanitation are: "KEEP FOOD 
HOT, KEEP IT COLD OR DON’T 
KEEP IT" ... and "WHEN IN 
DOUBT. THROW IT OUT". Use care 
and cleanliness when preparing food. 
Wash hands just before touching food 
and make sure that all dishes and 
cooking utensils are thoroughly clean. 
Some foods are poor travelers. Leave 
them at home. They include cream- 
filled pastries and rakes, scoLmmIs, 
creamed mixtures and mixed salads. 
Take safe foods sueh as fresh fruit, 
cheese, peanut butter, jam or jelly 
sandwiches. Eat the picnic lunch soon 
after arriving. Food that stands for any 
length of time has a good chance of 
spoiling. 


It is safer to fry or bake chicken a 
day ahead, refrigerate it, and pack it in 
an insulated bag than to fry it at the last 
minute and try to keep it warm ... if 
you cook your chicken, pack it warm 
and then drive 2-4 hours it may 
be uasafe to eat. Potato salad also 
should be chilled before packing. 


PICNIC POINTERS: Make a 
colorful tablecloth by using blue-jean 
colored denim or a gay printed fabric. 
At each Dlace setting, sew on a pocket 
to bold a napkin and the silverware. To 
keep picnic cloths anchored on the 
table, stitch a pocket across each 
corner and place a stone in each one. 


If your thermos bottle smells sour, 
fill it with cold water, add about one 
teaspoon bilking soda, shake and let 
stand. Rinse with cold water. 


Entertaining your friends in the 
back yard? Clean out the wheelbarrow, 
line it with foil and fill with ice. Use this 
‘portable refrigerator"for salads, fruits 
and bottled cold drinks. 


For garlic-flavored steak, try 
throwing a few cloves of garlic on top of 
the hot briquets while barbecuing.

True, we all look forward to fun in 
the sun, but the sun can be our worst 
enemy. The most sensitive skins belong 
to redheads who can take less sun than 
blondes who, in turn, can take less than 
brunettes. 

Skin experts advise you to bike 
your tanning gradually; do not sun¬ 
bathe between the hours of 11 a.m. and 
2 p.m. Limit your sunning to no longer 
than 15 to 20 minutes until you have a 
light golden tan. Bcwaac of cloudy or 
overcast skies which can be deceptive;

NEW YORK (UPI) - Good¬ 
bye and good riddance to the 
1972-73 Broadway theater sea¬ 
son on its official demise as of 
31st May. 

And to the off-Broadway 
season also, if that maverick 
can be confined to any calendar 
stricture. 

They were both miserable, 
more so than usual, and that is 
beginning to be not an unusual 
state of affairs, as recent 
seasons attest. 

It was a Broadway season 
that saw Tennessee Williams 
and Arthur Miller,two some¬ 
time playwriting stalwarts, 
embarrass themselves and 
friends with a couple of inept 
dramas such as one might 
expect to find in off-Broadway 
productions of plays by a pair 
of neophyte writers. 

Once-potent producer David 
Merrick came up with nothing 


of importance, and his activity 
was way down. A temporary 
lapse, it is to be hoped. 

Clare's Comment 

•Joseph Papp, the off-Broad¬ 
way tycoon who became a 
valuable Broadway contributor 
by moving some of his off- 
Broadway productions to Times 
Square the past two seasons, 
came up dry this time despite 
keeping busy. The season at his 
downtown Public Theater head¬ 
quarters was a disaster even by 
off-Broadway standards. 

Three who did maintain their 
Broadway reputations were 
producer-director Harold 
Prince and Stephen Sondheim, 
producer-director and song¬ 
writer, respectively, of “A 
Little Night Music," and hit-a- 
season Neil Simon, author of 
“The Sunshine boys." 

Mention of Simon's steady 
contributions to the stage 
recalls a recent comment by 
Clare Boothe Luce, whose 36- 


year-old "The Women” was 
revived this year. 

She observed that when she 
came onto the playwriting 
scene in the 1930s there were, 
in the 1920s and 1930s, at least 
10 steady and notable contribu¬ 
tors to Broadway who were 
good for at least one play a 
season; sometimes two or 
three. 

“That was their business— 
they wrote plays," Mrs. Luce 
said. "Simon seems to be the 
only one today who follows that 
pattern.” 

Theatre Has Changed 

Of course, drastic changes in 
theater economics since those 
old days have had something to 
do with this dearth of steady 
contributors. Production costs 
now are sky high, there aren't 
as many theaters as before, 
changes in living styles have 
affected the stage and so on. 

But it does seem that those 


who claim to be playwrights too 
often go at It in a haphazard 
fashion that results in long 
periods between plays. It is 
true that a flop can be 
devastating, but the cure for 
that is to write a hit, and you 
can't do that unless you keep 
everlastingly at writing. 

One newcomer who shows 
signs of writing industry—and 
he has a producer who gets his 
stuff before the public—is 
David Rabe. Producer Papp 
has presented one of his 
dramas each of the past three 
seasons—"Sticks and Bones" 
was a prize-winner and was 
moved to Broadway—and a 
new Rabe, "In the Boom Boom 
Room,” will be the first 
production when Papp takes 
over operation of the Vivian 
Beaumont Theater in Lincoln 
Center in the fall. 

Well, maybe 1973-74 will be 
better. There’s no place to go 
but up. 


Verdi's 'Joan Of Arc' Is Finally Cut On Disc 


By WILBUR G. LANDREY 

NEW YORK (UPI) - One 
hundred and twenty-eight years 
after its first performance at 
la Scala in 1845, we have the 
premiere performance on re¬ 
cords of Guiseppi Verdi’s opera 
"Giovanna d’Arco (Joan of 
Arc).” 

From that can be deduced 
that Joan of Arc was not one of 
Verdi's great works, but its 
music is unmistakably and 
lyrically Verdi, and Angel can 
be complimented for the 
recording (SCL-3791-three 
discs). 

The cast is first rate— 
Montserrat Caballi as Joan, 
Placido Domingo as Charles 


VII of France and Sherrill 
Milnes as Joan's (or Giovan¬ 
na's) father, Giacomo. 

For Verdians, the music is 
there, although it is not yet the 
Verdi of the great middle 
period which began with 
"Rigoletto.” The story of Joan 
is harder to recognize, a Joan 
who falls in love with King 
Charles and is denounced as a 
creature of the devil by her 
distraught father. 

She does lead the French to 
victory over the English, and 
dies, not at the stake, but from 
a battle wound. The whole thing 
is somewhat unsatisfactory 
dramaticaUy, and that, as 
much as anything, probably 


accounted for the virtual 
demise of the opera. 

Angel’s revival of "Giovan¬ 
na" on records—along with the 
recent premiere recording of 
“Attila” by Philips—puts 15 of 
Verdi's 26 operas in the current 
catalogue available in this 
country. Six have never been 
recorded at all.

Flute Suits Both Bach And Rock

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
flute is one of the most durable 
of all musical instruments, 
making itself heard from Bach 
to rock. 

Bach and Mozart were the 
first composers to bring out the 
vitality of the flute, because it 
was ideally suited to the small 
comboes of their time. 

But as playing groups grew 
larger, adding the heavy horns 
and building up the string 
sections, the flute found itself in 
a minor supporting role. 

Even the smaller jazz bands 
and swing orchestras which 
blossomed in the growing years 
of the 20th century were too 
overpowering for the flute to 
make its voice heard. 

After World War II jazz 
changed its form and the flute 
began to fit once more into the 
big scheme. 

Mann's Latest 

As rock began to develop late 
in the 1960s, the flute gave way 
temporarily to the guitars and 
drums. There was just too 
much noise for the flute to cope 
with until the groups began 
concentrating on amplification. 

Today Ian Anderson of Jethro 
Tull and Thijs van I^er of 
Focus have popularized the 
flute as a rock instrument and 
other groups should look to it 
as a source for variety.

Ken Munson is another flute 
player worth watching for the 
future as well as playing for 
the present. His album, “Super 
Flute" (Paramount PAS 6049), 
shows considerable musical 
imagination.

The trustees of the Boston 
Public Library have been in¬ 
formed by the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission that the 
Research Library building 
facing Copley Square has been 
added to the National Register 
of Historic Places as of May 8 , 
1973. The Boston Public Library 
thus joined a distinguished roll 
of irreplacable resources which 
are tangible reminders of the 
history of the United States. 

The National Register is the 
official schedule of the nation's 
cultural property that is worth 
saving. It Is a guide to a richer 
environment in the future which 
has visible continuity with the 
past. The Register is a major 
instrument in the National Park 
Services' program of preser¬ 
vation of historic properties. 

Although the building is not 
the first location of the Boston 
Public library, it is the sur¬ 
viving structure most im¬ 
portantly associated with the 
establishment of free, urban, 
public library service. 
Established in 1852, Boston's 
Library first opened for public 


fruit peddler later a millionaire, 
first used the Library's 
resources and then continued 
his search for lucrative in¬ 
vestments in the present Copley 
Square building. 

By 1888, the trustees of the 
time were participating in a 
groundbreaking ceremony for 
the present monumental 
building.

Gaudens, Daniel Cheater 
French, Frederick Mac- 
Monnies, John Singer Sargent 
and Edwin Austin Abbey, to 
name a few only.

BERKELEY, Calif. (UPI) - 
A greatly Improved method of 
diagnosing the cause of severe 
jaundice in newborn babies 
may be in general use within 
one or two years, Berkeley 
scientists say. 

The method involves the 
relationship between red blood 
cell destruction and the forma¬ 
tion of carbon monoxide and 
the pigment associated with 
jaundice.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Hospi¬ 
tal buildings can go out of date 
quickly because of the complex¬ 
ities of modern health care, 
according to a building expert. 

Advances in medical tech¬ 
nology make some facilities 
obsolete during the journey 
from drawing board to dedica¬ 
tion while others, which start 
out fine, lack the flexibility to 
change, says MacDonald Beck- 
et, president of Welton Becket 
and associates, architectural 
and engineering firm. 

A recent proposal to meet 
this situation is an "Independ¬ 
ent Structure Concept" that 
would separate the major 
hospital funcions into separate 
buildings connected by circula¬ 
tion tubes and constructed with 
the “fast track” techniques now 
common to much commercial 
building. 

Developed by Welton Becket 
and Associates, the Independent 
Structure Concept incorporates 
a flexible hospital design that 
allows for economical expan¬ 
sion methods tailored to actual 
departmental needs. Thus, the 
complex and costly construction 
required in the diagnostic and 
treatment areas is not used in 
other areas of the health care 
center. 

Becket says the Independent 
ucture Concept and "fast 
;ing" can slash more than 
twNbears from the six to seven 
yeaiwjow taken from concep¬ 
tion completion of major 
hospitawprojects. Savings in 
costs canfPF equally dramatic, 
he says. 

FavursYkxible Design 

Our entirelkncept," Becket 
says, "is bastKsn the premise 
that solid wallsmd immovable 
fixtures are anAtronisms in 
today's dynamiSLyvorld of 
medicine and healtHuire. It is 
time that they gave to the 
design flexibility and iwbvation 
building techniques thlwnurk 
tiie construction of so iflb’ of 
our other major buildings? 

The Becket firm, which 
designed health care facili 
with a total of 30,000 
across the country during its 1 
40-year history, has designed a 
prototype of the Independent 
Structure Concept with an 
initial capacity of 600 beds as 
part of its research project. 

The five buildings in the 
prototype complex are: Diag¬ 
nostic and Treatment, Nursing, 
Administration, Psychiatric, 
anti Supply and Services. Each 
would be built in the most 
economical and functional man¬ 
ner for its own use. 


The Administration building, 
for example, would be an office 
building. Hie Supply and 
Services building would be built 
as an economical warehouse- 
type structure with the high 
ceilings needed in laundry and 
storage areas. 

Expandable Buildings 

Each of the five structures, 
or individual departments with¬ 
in them, could be expanded to 
meet changing conditions with¬ 
out interfering with the func¬ 
tions of adjacent operations. 

The Becket research team 
envisions the Diagnostic and 

Quiet Revolution 
For Automobiles 

LONDON (UPI) - Some 1980 
model automobiles may have 
electronic devices to detect 
obstacles, prevent skids, warn 
the driver he's had too much 
alcohol, work the windshield at 
varying speeds and cut down 
exhaust pollution. 

Bernard V. Vonderschmitt, 
vice president and general 
manager of the RCA Solid State 
Division, said this "quiet 
revolution” is already under 
way, triggered by tiny electron¬ 
ic devices intended to make the 
family cur more reliable and 
more economical.

Treatment building constructed 
with intrastitial space—space of 
up to 10 feet between floors— 
which would hold heating, 
ventilating, air condltiong and 
special equipment. This intras¬ 
titial space would allow for 
easy servicing and rapid 
alterations to the wide range of 
equipment and services located 
within it without interruption of 
the delivery of health care 
service in the treatment centers 
above and below it. 

The Nursing Tower, which 
would not require intrastitiul 
space, would be constructed 
adjacent to the Diagnostic and 
Treatment building with direct 
horizontal connections with the 
related functions on the lower 
three levels. Thus, "same 
floor” connections would be 
possible between Physical 
Rehabilitation and its Nursing 
Units, Cardio-pumonary and 
Intensive Care, and Obstetrics 
and Maternity Nursing. 

The Nursing Tower, as well 
as Diagnostic and Treatment 
and other buildings, could be 
constructed with the modular 
systems developed originally to 
provide flexible office space. 
Standard office-type movable 
partitions would be used along 
with a wall system containing 
service units for lighting, 
medical gas, communications 
suport, and patient monitoring. 
Floor to ceiling prefabricated 
lavatories with self-contained 
plumbing would substantially 
add tu the design flexibility. 

With "fast track" techniques, 
construction proceeds on a 
given segment as soon as a 
minimum amount of essential 
information is available. Basic 
construction, therefore, may be 
well under way while the 
interior arrangements are re¬ 
fined and finalized. In hospitals, 
intrastitial space provided in 
complicated plumbing and elec¬ 
trical areas would facilitate 
"fast tracking."
